typical  of  an  About  Uncirculated  specimen.  Weak  strike  on  the  bust 
and  matching  upper  stars  and  clouds  on  reverse,  as  on  all  specimens 
(and  typical  of  the  entire  design,  1800-1805).  Golden  gray  toning  with 
touches  of  lilac  on  head,  and  a fair  amount  of  lustre  around  legend  on 
reverse.  The  rarity  rating  is  largely  based  on  a number  of  Poor  to  Very 
Good  specimens.  In  Very  Fine  or  better  the  date  is  R-7,  while  nearly 
every  specimen  known  in  Extremely  Fine  is  in  the  Condition  Census. 

The  present  specimen  has  a somewhat  softer  strike  than  the  speci- 
men in  our  1957  Empire  Sale,  but  is  sharper  on  the  hair  and  the  motto 
ribbon;  the  same  comments  apply  to  comparison  with  the  specimen  in 
our  1969  Miles  Sale  (ex  Stack’s  1954  Dupont  Sale),  while  the  one  in  our 
Reed  Hawn  Sale  (ex  Dr.  Black,  ex  Stack’s  George  Hall  Sale  in  1945), 
had  a nick  on  shield  and  some  nicks  around  reverse  rim.  The  Valentine 
plate  coin  has  very  similar  hair  strength  to  this  piece  but  shows  edge 
damage  on  obverse.

The  coin  first  entered  numismatic  channels  in  the  U.S.  from  Europe 
in  the  1870’s,  and  was  purchased  by  C.W.  Betts,  author  of  American 
Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals.  It  passed  through 
George  Cogan’s  9/1878  auction  to  Ferguson  Haines,  and  then  through 
W.E.  Woodward’s  sale  of  the  Haines  Collection  in  10/1880  to  John  E. 
Burton.  From  Burton  (whose  collection  was  sold  in  10/1881  by  Wood- 
ward), the  coin  passed  to  Harold  P.  Newlin;  it  was  plated  in  Newlin’s 
ground-breaking  book  on  die  varieties  of  Half  Dimes,  and  appeared  as 
lot  85  in  Haseltine’s  4/1883  auction  of  Newlin’s  Collection,  going  to  T. 
Harrison  Garrett.  Its  only  appearance  since  1883  at  auction  was  as  lot 
234  in  the  Garrett  Sale-Part  1,  October  1979.  It  then  passed  into  the 
possession  of  Dean  Oakes.

Perfectly  centered  and  sharply 
struck.  The  overdate  is  clear  and  sharp  to  the  naked  eye.” 

Listed  in  Breen’s  Proof  book  as,  "Only  one  specimen,”  this  coin  has  an  amaz- 
ing pedigree  involving  many  of  the  most  prominent  numismatists  in  America.  It 
was  obtained  from  Europe  by  Burdette  G.  Johnson  of  St.  Louis  Coin  and  Stamp 
Company,  quite  possibly  in  England  though  there  are  hints  that  it  originally 
surfaced  in  Germany  prior  to  1900,  perhaps  from  the  massive  sale  by  Adolph 
Hess  of  Frankfurt,  May  1895,  which  contained  many  U.S.  Proofs  and  Patterns  as 
well  as  Private  and  Territorial  Gold.  Johnson  sold  the  coin  to  Elmer  Sears,  an 
East  Coast  dealer,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  the  famous  Waldo  Newcomer  of  Balti- 
more. When  the  Newcomer  Collection  was  broken  up  in  and  after  1933,  the  coin 
passed  to  A.  J.  Allen  of  New  Jersey,  and  then  again  privately  to  George  H.  Hall 
of  Pasadena,  California,  when  the  Allen  Collection  was  sold.  When  Stack’s  ac- 
quired the  Hall  Collection  in  1945,  we  sold  the  piece  hy  private  treaty  to  the 
famous  composer  Jerome  Kern.  After  his  death,  the  coin  appeared,  with  the  rest 
of  his  collection,  in  B.  Max  Mehl’s  Golden  Jubilee  Sale,  May  1950,  lot  1407,  its 
first  auction  appearance.  F.  S.  Guggenheimer  acquired  it  from  the  Kern  Sale, 
and  Stack’s  again  had  the  pleasure  of  handling  it  as  lot  334  in  the  January  1953 
sale  of  the  Guggenheimer  Collection,  whence  it  passed  into  the  superb  collection 
of  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr. 

In  1969  this  outstanding  specimen  again  came  on  the  market  in  our  April  sale 
of  the  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  Collection,  lot  893,  passing  at  that  time  into  the  H.  Philip 
Speir  Collection.  When  we  sold  the  Speir  Collection  in  March  1974,  the  coin 
appeared  as  lot  16,  and  was  purchased  by  Reed  Hawn;  it  appeared  again  in  our 
March  1977  sale  of  the  Hawn  Collection,  lot  272,  and  most  recently  as  lot  1176 
in  Stack’s  section  of  "Auction  ’80.” 

In  Mehl’s  1950  sale  he  claimed  that  a small  group  of  three  or  four  pieces  in 
Mint  condition  had  appeared  from  Europe  some  two  decades  earlier,  and  said 
that  he  believed  he  had  seen  all  of  them  and  this  was  the  finest.  It  is  our  belief 
that  he  had  actually  seen  this  same  specimen  on  several  occasions  several 
years  apart:  When  B.  G.  Johnson  or  Elmer  Sears  had  it;  again  when  the  New- 
comer Collection  was  broken  up  (he  was  one  of  the  major  figures  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  that  huge  estate);  possibly  again  when  the  coin  passed  from  Allen  to 
Hall,  and  again  in  1945  when  the  Hall  Collection  was  dispersed  by  Stack’s  but 
before  the  piece  went  to  Kern;  and  finally  when  he  sold  it  in  the  Kern  Collection 
in  1950. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  other  comparable  specimen  in 
existence.

In  the  first  place,  many  of  the  major  collectors 
were  on  active  duty  with  the  military  and  thus  unable  to  acquire  the  sets;  and 
in  the  second  place  the  price  of  a full  gold  Proof  Set  was  $43.80  (versus  $41.50 
face)  and  had  to  be  paid  for  in  gold  in  a period  when  gold  was  already  rising  in 
value  towards  its  1864  inflation  “high  point”  of  $2.85  in  Federal  paper  money 
for  each  dollar  in  gold.  At  an  effective  price  of  around  $100  in  paper,  the  sets 
were  very  hard  for  the  Mint  to  sell,  and  many  of  those  struck  were  melted  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

Therefore,  since  both  were,  in  my  opinion,  minted  in  1873,  both 
can  lay  legitimate  claims  to  being  'originals.’  . . . the  dished  varieties, 
which,  by  the  way,  is  the  rarest  of  the  1873  three  dollar  gold  piece 
varieties.”

465  Complete  1915  Panama-Pacific  Set,  consisting  of  two  $50.00  Gold  pieces, 
round  and  octagonal;  $2.50  and  $1.00  in  gold,  and  the  Half  Dollar  in  silver. 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  deep  yellow  gold  toning.  The  half  dollar  iri- 
descent and  very  sharply  struck.  Mounted  in  the  original  copper  frame. 

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  February  20th  to  December  4th, 
1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest 
expositions  ever  held  in  the  United  States,  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  Forty-four  States, 
United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  represented.  The  coins  struck  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Exposition  are  among  the  most  interesting  of  the  United  States  Commemorative  issues. 

These  were  the  only  h'ifty  Dollar  Gold  coins  to  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
Government.  Approximately  1,500  sets  were  struck,  although  only  483  sets  were  sold  at  the  Flxposi- 
tion.  The  balance  of  the  issue  was  melted.  We  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  those  sold  still  exist,  making 
it  quite  rare.  This  is  probably  the  most  popular  and  .sought-after  set  of  coins  on  the  market  today. 
These  sets  were  originally  .sold  for  $200.00  back  in  1915,  and  have  steadily  increased  in  value. 

It  is  mounted  in  an  original  copper  frame  with  descriptions  of  the  coins  gold 
stamped  on  purple  cards,  and  encased  with  the  coins  in  purple  velvet  within 
the  frame.  The  color  of  the  cards  and  velvet  is  vivid,  and  shows  only  faint  signs 
of  fading. 

An  exceptional  Panama-Pacific  Set,  obviously  original  and  kept  together 
since  the  day  they  were  struck.  Well  worth  a premium  because  the  coins, 
frame,  and  interior  are  untouched  and  completely  natural.  (SEE  COLOR  lO.ATE)

468  1864  Pattern  Quarter  in  Nickel.  J.389  (Unique).  Obverse:  The  regular  die  of 

the  year.  Reverse:  The  design  adopted  in  1866  with  motto  above  eagle.  Bril- 
liant Proof,  lightly  toned.  Exceptionally  well  struck  for  this  metal  (comparable 
in  that  regard  to  the  double  eagle  of  1871  in  nickel,  J.1178,  sold  in  1977). 
Unknown  to  R.  C.  Davis,  unknown  to  Adams  and  Woodin,  apparently  unknown 
to  Taxay.  This  unique  specimen  is  from  the  Major  Lenox  Lohr  Collection,  and 
appeared  at  auction  only  in  the  Rarcoa  sale  of  April  1972.

Liberty  left,  by  Kneass.  Reverse:  Gobrecht’s  flying  eagle  in  plain  field. 
Brilliant  Proof,  nearly  choice,  cameo  obverse.  Struck  on  medal  axis, 
weak  at  coronet  edge  below  RTY  and  at  end  of  eagle’s  left  wing;  re- 
strike with  extensively  broken  die.  The  handsome  Liberty  bust  on  the 
obverse  is  the  frostiest  example  of  that  design  we  can  recall  having 
seen.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE) 


470  1862  Pattern  Half  Dollar  in  Silver.  J.293  (R-4).  Obverse:  The  adopted  die.  Re- 

verse: Similar  to  the  adopted  die  but  with  the  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  on  a 
scroll  above  the  eagle.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof,  iridescent  toning. 


RARE  TRANSITIONAL  1865  HALF  DOLLAR 


471  1865  Pattern  Half  Dollar  in  Silver.  J.429  (R-7).  Obverse:  The  adopted  die.  Re- 

verse: The  die  adopted  in  1866  with  the  motto  above  the  eagle.  Reeded  edge. 
Brilliant  Proof  and  a lovely  coin  despite  some  planchet  striations  diagonally 
from  the  stars  at  the  right  to  the  date.  Certainly  one  of  the  most  popular  areas 
of  pattern  collecting.

472  1836  Pattern  Gobrecht  Dollar  in  Silver.  J.60  (R-1).  Obverse:  Seated  Liberty, 

name  on  base.  Reverse:  Eagle  flying  amid  stars.  Proof,  somewhat  mishandled. 
Struck  on  medal  axis  with  skewed  dies  but  no  die  break  on  reverse,  one  of  the 
early  restrikes.  Some  hairlines  and  light  porosity  on  reverse,  the  reverse  with 
deep  mirrored  fields.  Restrikes  are  far  rarer  than  the  originals. 


473  1863  Pattern  Dollar  in  Silver.  J.345  (R-7).  Obverse:  The  regular  die  of  the  year. 

Reverse:  The  design  adopted  in  1866  with  motto  above  eagle.  Brilliant  Proof, 
attractively  toned,  a light  touch  of  cabinet  friction  on  obverse  field.  Though 
Judd  calls  it  R-7  (4-12  known),  Mehl  in  1946  referred  to  the  issue  as  "only  8 
pieces  struck.”  We  have  seen  only  three  auction  appearances  of  the  1863  Motto 
Dollar  since  the  late  1960’s  (one  of  which  we  sold  in  1983),  consistent  with  a 
high  R-7  range.  Specimens  seem  to  come  on  the  market  only  about  once  every 
four  years.

design.  Reverse:  Denomination  in  Newlin's  "Wreath  of  Cereals.”  About  Uncir- 
culated, deep  red  and  tan  toning,  contact  marks  in  fields  and  light  reverse 
scratches.  Unknown  to  Adams  and  Woodin.  Only  five  auction  appearances  over 
15  years,  or  about  one  every  three  years,  characteristic  of  a mid  Rarity  7 piece.

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475  1870  Pattern  Dollar  in  Nickel.  J.1022  (R-7).  From  the  regular  dies  of  the  year. 

Choice  Brilliant  Proof,  very  frosty  devices.  An  excellent  strike  (comparable  to 
the  1864  J.389),  light  golden  toning.  This  issue  also  seems,  from  auction  re- 
cords, to  be  in  the  high  R-7  range,  with  only  three  auction  records  over  a 13- 
year  period,  fewer  than  one  every  four  years  (and  none  offered  since  1977).

476  1873  Pattern  Trade  Dollar  in  Silver.  J.1276  (R-5).  Obverse:  Head  of  Liberty 

left,  wearing  coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY,  hair  in  a bun  held  by  a band  of 
pearls.  Reverse:  Denomination,  weight  and  fineness  in  a laurel  wreath.  Choice 
Brilliant  Proof,  with  light  russet  iridescent  toning,  the  head  frosty.  Numerous 
light  raised  die  polishing  lines  on  reverse.  A particularly  attractive  specimen.

Liberty  left  with  flowing  hair,  a slight  modification  of  Barber’s  1878 
half  eagle  design  (J.1574)  with  Goloid  legend  punctuated  by  stars,  and 
Liberty  wearing  a headband  ornamented  with  a pearl  (the  allusion  is

nomination, surrounded  by  our  national  Motto  above  and  "DEO  EST 
GLORIA”  (the  glory  is  to  God)  below.  Brilliant  Proof,  with  iridescent 
toning.  Mid  to  high  R-7,  with  five  auction  appearances  1972-1984, 
about  one  offered  every  three  years.

ber. Obverse:  Head  of  Liberty  wearing  large  cap.  Reverse:  Eagle  with  raised 
wings,  holding  arrows  and  olive  branch.  Brilliant  Proof,  green  gold  toning. 
Almost  certainly  very  high  R-7 — it  has  only  appeared  at  auction  twice  in  the 
13  years  from  1972-1984,  including  the  specimen  we  handled  in  the  1976 
A.N.A.  Sale.  We  can  recall  only  one  definitely  different  specimen  before  1972, 
that  which  belonged  to  Dr.  Bolt.  It  is  probable  that  this,  like  the  gold  speci- 
mens (J.1575),  entered  numismatic  channels  by  way  of  Col.  Bosbyshell,  Chief 
Coiner  at  the  Mint  1877-1884,  who  was  selling  patterns  through  H.  P.  Newlin 
and  a couple  of  others  after  he  left  the  Mint.

Reverse:  Valuations  in  six  major  international  curren- 
cies. Brilliant  Proof,  deep  brown,  with  traces  of  an  old  cleaning.  An  interesting 
early  attempt  at  an  easily  exchangeable  international  coin  standard,  several 
years  before  the  Stella  was  tried  out  for  the  same  purpose.  Probably  high  R-6, 
nine  auction  records  1972-1984.

482  1859  Pattern  Double  Eagle  in  Copper.  J.261  (R-8).  Obverse:  The  Longacre 

design  used  for  regular  issues  from  1859  on.  Reverse:  Wreath  design  by  Pa- 
quet.  Proof,  cleaned  and  polished,  a few  spots.  Judd  lists  it  as  R-8,  "some  gilt”; 
Taxay  also  says  R-8  and  mentions  the  Woodside-Woodin-Newcomer  specimen 
as  gilt.  The  present  specimen,  which  bears  traces  of  a former  gilding  in  the 
edge  reeding,  is  almost  certainly  the  same  as  the  piece  in  the  1954  Farouk 
Sale,  lot  1759,  described  as  Extremely  Fine  (cleaning  and  polishing  were  nor- 
mally not  mentioned  in  that  catalogue,  the  pieces  were  lowered  in  grade  in- 
stead). It  is  the  plate  coin  in  Judd,  and  seems  also  to  be  tbe  Adams  & Woodin 
plate  coin.  Our  consignor  obtained  it  from  an  unidentified  Kreisberg  Sale  (lot 
1293).  We  believe  it  is  the  same  as  the  Newcomer  piece  and  is  probably  unique.

An  unusually  fine  state  of 
preservation  (most  aluminum  patterns  surviving  today  have  oxidized  to  one 
degree  or  another).  Though  it  is  listed  as  R-7  in  Judd,  Adams  and  Woodin 
listed  it  as  R-13  (4-5  known).  Auction  records  definitely  support  the  higher 
rarity — it  only  appeared  twice  in  1972-1984  (an  appearance  in  a fixed  price  list 
during  that  period  is  believed  to  have  reappeared  later  in  a listed  auction).

1053  1870-S.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  full  prooflike  surfaces.  Some  flatness  on  the 

knee  and  on  the  highest  areas,  a result  of  the  convex  strike  caused  by  slightly 
bulged  dies,  and  should  not  be  confused  with  wear.  A technical  numerical  grade 
of  Mint  State  60  would  probably  be  appropriate,  but  its  numerical  condition  is 
absolutely  moot  for  this  piece  is  believed  to  be  the  only  example  extant.  The  toning 
is  a delicate  light  golden  gray  with  considerable  iridescence.  The  last  recorded 
sale,  and  the  only  auction  appearance  this  coin  has  ever  made,  was  in  Bowers 
& Merena's  September  1985  Sale  held  in  New  York,  where  this  coin  appeared 
as  Lot  174.  Excerpts  of  this  description  have  been  taken  from  that  catalogue  where 
it  was  excellently  researched  with  detailed  expertise,  as  its  six-page  description 
attests: 

"On  the  upper  left  arm  of  Miss  Liberty  there  is  a microscopic  raised  line  indicating  that  there 
was  a mark  either  on  the  coining  die  or  the  hub,  which  served  to  distinguish  the  issue,  as  all 
dies,  including  those  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  were  prepared  in  Philadelphia,  it  is  not  known 
whether  Philadelphia  Mint  coins  exist  with  this  feature  or  whether  it  is  unique  to  the  presently 
offered  1870-S  issue.  The  reverse  is  semi-prooflike  and  has  delicate  golden  toning  mingled  with 
a whisper  of  gun  metal  gray.  There  is  slight  weakness  at  the  upper  left  of  the  wreath,  the  S 
mint  mark  is  sharp  and  distinct.  So  far  as  the  cataloguers  know,  and  so  far  as  the  numismatic 
fraternity  is  aware,  the  piece  is  unique  - just  one  specimen  is  known  to  exist.  No  guarantee  can 
be  made  concerning  the  number  originally  struck,  or  for  that  matter,  the  absolute  number  known 
today,  for  no  individual  can  know  all  things.  The  same  statement  can  be  made,  of  course,  of 
other  great  American  rarities,  the  unique  1849  Double  Eagle  being  an  example.  However,  as 
the  transaction  price  of  $425,000  has  been  publicized  over  the  past  six  years,  as  this  piece 
has  been  listed  in  a Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  and  elsewhere,  as  it  has  received  exten- 
sive coverage  in  Coin  World,  Numismatic  News,  and  other  publications,  and  as  it  has  been  one 
of  the  most  newsworthy  items  in  our  hobby,  the  chances  being  excellent  that  the  coin  is  indeed 
unique." 


Dave  Bowers  wrote  in  his  United  States  Three-Cent  and  Five-Cent  Book  published 
in  early  1983, 

"One  of  the  most  marvelous  numismatic  discoveries  in  recent  decades  is  the  1 870-S  Half  Dime. 
Prior  to  a few  years  ago,  no  one  dreamed  that  an  1 870-S  Half  Dime  existed.  Indeed,  no  such 
coin  is  mentioned  in  the  Mint  reports.  Apparently,  sloppy  records  were  kept  in  San  Francisco 
in  1870,  for  there  is  no  mintage  record  of  the  1870-S  Silver  Dollar  either,  and  yet  a number 
of  such  dollars  exists  (and  are  great  rarities).  Rarcoa,  the  Chicago  firm,  dazzled  the  hobby  in 
the  1970's  by  announcing  that  an  1870-S  Half  Dime  had  come  to  light.  The  piece  was  ex- 
hibited at  several  conventions.  The  piece  being  a new  discovery,  had  not  been  publicized  earlier 
and  was  not  famous.  However,  such  fame  will  surely  come.  The  unique  1 870-S  Half  Dime  was 
sold  to  John  Abbott,  the  well  known  Michigan  professional  numismatist.  The  selling  price  of 
$425,000  for  the  piece,  as  subsequently  reported  in  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins, 
was  said  to  have  been  derived  in  an  unusual  manner.  What  was  the  coin  worth?  The  thought 
went  through  the  minds  of  Ed  Milas  and  Dennis  Forgue,  the  owners  of  Rarcoa.  It  was  decided 
that  when  Bowers  & Ruddy  auctioned  the  Garrett  collection's  1804  Silver  Dollar  as  part  of  a 
series  of  sales,  they  were  conducting  for  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the  selling  price  of  this 
famous  rarity,  plus  $25,000  would  be  a reasonable  figure  for  the  unique  1 870-S.  In  a fantastic 
"fight"  among  enthusiastic  bidders  on  the  auction  floor,  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  broke  all  past 
records  and  soared  to  $400,000,  thus  setting  the  auction  record  for  any  United  States  silver 
coin!  As  agreed  beforehand,  $25,000  was  added  to  the  price,  and  $425,000  became  the  tran- 
saction basis  for  the  1870-S  Half  Dime." 
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The  1870-S  Half  Dime,  believed  to  be  unique,  joins  the  rarest  of  the  rare  in  United 
States  coinage.  It  is  appropriate,  therefore,  in  trying  to  establish  a true  market 
value,  to  consider  other  great  American  rarities,  while  not  being  unique  or  even 
unique,  but  which  have  captured  attention  in  recent  times,  particularly  the  1913 
Liberty  Nickel,  of  which  5 are  known  to  exist,  with  the  Dr.  Jerry  Buss  specimen 
sold  by  us  in  January,  1985  for  $385,000.  Recognition  is  also  made  to  the  1804 
Silver  Dollar,  of  which  15  pieces  are  believed  to  exist.  Besides  the  Garrett  specimen 
which  sold  for  $400,000,  we  also  sold  a piece  in  the  Dr.  Jerry  Buss  sale  for 
$308,000.  Then,  too,  there  are  major  American  rarities  outside  of  the  Federal 
coinage,  the  most  prominent  in  the  American  series  being  the  fabulous  1787 
Brasher  Dubloon,  of  which  6 or  7 exist;  the  high  watermark  being  the  $725,000 
for  the  Garrett  specimen,  sold  by  Bowers  & Ruddy  in  1979,  which  today  is  un- 
surpassed for  any  rare  coin  ever  sold  at  auction.  We  must  add  to  this  list  the 
unique  1870-S  Three  Dollar  Piece  at  the  Eliasberg  sale  in  1982,  which  fetched 
$687,500  in  a market  which  was  certainly  not  as  strong  as  the  market  a few 
years  earlier,  in  1979-1980,  nor  was  the  market  as  strong  as  it  is  today. 

The  present  coin,  the  unique  1870-S  Half  Dime,  was  consigned  to  the  Bowers 
& Merena  sale  by  the  owner,  John  Abbott,  who  paid  $425,000  for  the  piece 
five  years  prior  to  the  sale.  The  coin  was  sold  at  auction  and  realized  $176,000. 
The  coin  was  acquired  by  two  prominent  East  Coast  dealers  and  it  has  since 
changed  ownership,  and  has  been  re-submitted  to  our  session  of  Auction  '86. 
We  take  the  following  quote  from  the  Bowers  & Merena  sale,  which  says  it  all: 
"Whatever  this  coin  sells  for,  or  whatever  happens  once  it  crosses  the  auction 
block,  the  new  owner  will  have  the  satisfaction  that  as  far  as  is  known, 
$1,000,000  or  $10,000,000  or  no  amount  can  secure  a duplicate!" 
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1 054  1872.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  exquisite  little  gem  featuring  turquoise  iridescent  toning  with 

a splash  of  violet  on  the  reverse.  A couple  of  faint  lint  marks  are  isolated  in  the  obverse 
fields,  but  are  only  visible  under  strong  magnification  with  a strong  light.  Only  950  Proofs 
struck.

The  surfaces 
are  outstanding  and  overlaid  with  the  type  of  desirable  toning  that  one  associates 
with  on  early  Proof  silver  coinage.

Of  course,  with  early  Proof  coins, 
their  method  of  manufacture  is  by  no  means  certain,  even  among  the  most  ex- 
pert of  experts,  there  may  be  differing  opinions.  The  precise  circumstances  of 
minting  were  not  recorded,  and  it  is  difficult  to  determine  whether  a Proof  was 
actually  intended  or  a special  presentation  piece  was  meant  to  be  struck;  or  it 
may  have  simply  been  struck  from  resurfaced  dies  that  were  repaired  and  repolish- 
ed. Adding  to  this  confusion  is  the  fact  that  some  early  Proofs  are  known  to  have 
survived  as  part  of  original  case  sets,  yet  these  are  not  fully  prooflike  in  all  areas. 
Nevertheless,  this  coin  certainly  appears  to  be  a Proof,  and  we  have  thus  deem- 
ed it  so.  With  its  abundance  of  “flashy"  mirror  surfaces,  it  is  simply  too  choice 
to  only  be  a Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen.  Since  there  is  no  definitive 
answer,  a guarantee  cannot  be  made.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  probably  the  Finest 
Known  specimen  or  at  least  equal  to  the  Garrett  example  which  appeared  in  the 
Part  2 Sale,  Lot  642,  which  realized  $60,000.

Tl  091  1833  Browning-1.  Period  After  C.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  There  is  no  question  about  this  Gem 

Proof  as  it  exhibits  all  of  the  characteristics  necessary  to  be  a true  Proof.  This  includes 
a needle-sharp  strike  with  full  blazing  prooflike  surfaces  on  both  sides,  including  proofness 
within  the  vertical  stripes  of  the  shield.  Some  incidental  light  hairlines  appear  in  the  fields 
which  are  accentuated  by  the  bright  surfaces.  These  are  undoubtedly  the  result  of  clean- 
ing of  the  planchet  with  a cloth  prior  to  striking.  Possibly  the  finest  of  only  5 or  so  Proofs 
known.

Its  chocolate  brown 
toning  does  not  obscure  the  deep  mirror  proof  surfaces,  which  are  evident  both 
in  the  field  and  the  devices.  The  photograph  brings  out  these  mirror  surfaces 
emphasizes  the  bold  strike  typical  of  a proof.  There  is  a full,  square  rim  around 
much  of  the  circumference  of  the  coin,  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  coin  has 
no  bagmarks,  but  does  exhibit  a few  hairlines  which  are  largely  hidden  by  the 
dark  toning. 

"In  summary,  this  1882-CC  essentially  fulfills  the  requirements  of  a branch 
mint  proof  Morgan  dollar."

issue  that  we  have  ever  encountered.  Most  coins  are  heavily  clash  marked  as  they  were 
made  from  very  poorly  prepared  planchets.  This  piece  has  enough  mint  lustre  to  easily 
justify  the  high  grade.  According  to  David  Akers'  Analysis  of  Auction  Records,  it  is  not 
only  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Gold  Dollars,  but  virtually  impossible  to  find  in  high  grade, 
as  the  average  grade  seen  is  only  Very  Fine.  Most  specimens  seen  are  not  only  weak  in 
the  numeral  8 of  the  date,  but  the  preparation  of  the  planchet  was  extremely  sloppy.  This 
specimen  is  bold  throughout  and  sparkles  with  mint  lustre.  David  Akers  states,  "Most 
specimens  have  an  extremely  weak  8 in  the  date  and  exhibit  severe  clash  marks  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse;  however,  some  specimens  do  have  full  dates,  but  such  pieces  are 
extremely  rare  ...  a few  dozen  are  known,  most  of  them  are  very  low  grade."  We  cannot 
recall  handling  a better  grade  example.  Always  in  demand  as  the  only  Dahlonega  Mint 
Type  2 Gold  Dollar.  A mere  1,811  struck,  many  of  which  are  damaged  and  well  worn.

1334  1796  Without  Stars  on  Obverse.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Well  struck  for  this 

notoriously  softly  struck  issue,  with  intense  lustre,  a mixture  of  prooflike  and  mint 
frost  on  the  obverse;  while  the  reverse  exhibits  full  blazing  prooflike  surfaces. 
Some  faint  hairline  adjustment  marks  are  noted  in  the  lower  right  fields,  as  well 
as  across  the  rims  on  the  reverse  above  OF  and  the  first  letter  A in  AMERICA. 
The  obverse  shows  normal  light  friction  in  the  fields;  while  the  reverse  on  its  own 
would  probably  be  assigned  the  full  Mint  State  classification.  This  beauty  ex- 
hibits full,  rich  mint  bloom  color  which  is  enhanced  by  some  light  golden  orange 
overtones.  Nearly  identical  to  the  Garrett  specimen,  also  graded  About  Uncir- 
culated 55,  which  realized  a record  $125,000  in  March  of  1980,  Lot  732.  The 
classic  numismatic  rarity  and  the  rarest  United  States  type  coin,  as  a mere  963 
pieces  were  struck.  This  coin  was  the  first  Quarter  Eagle  struck  for  the  year  and 
is  distinguished  by  the  lack  of  stars  on  the  obverse.  Apparently,  our  first  engraver, 
Robert  Scott,  felt  that  the  stars  would  detract  from  its  cameo-like  appearance. 
But  after  only  963  pieces  were  struck,  the  design  was  changed  to  add  stars  to 
give  this  coin  more  durability.  Qnly  about  30  to  40  coins  are  known  in  all  grades. 
This  magnificent  specimen  certainly  ranks  within  the  Condition  Census  and  is 
one  of  the  true  classic  rarities  of  American  numismatics.

1 335  1796  Without  Stars  on  Obverse.  Very  Fine  25.  Well  struck  with  excellent  detail 

for  the  grade.  Evenly  struck  on  a problem-free  planchet  with  the  E in  LIBERTY 
bolder  than  usually  seen  as  this  is  a characteristic  weakness  on  virtually  every 
1796  Quarter  Eagle.  The  reverse  is  particularly  nice  (due  to  all  the  devices,  usually 
grades  better  than  the  obverse).  A tiny  edge  bruise  is  noted  on  the  reverse  rim 
at  11  o'clock,  as  well  as  a nick  or  two.  None  of  these  are  very  serious  and  men- 
tioned merely  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  Free  of  the  adjustment  marks  that  seem 
to  plague  most  of  these  coins.  The  1796  No  Stars  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful, 
as  well  as  the  rarest  United  States  Type  coin.  Only  963  pieces  were  minted 
without  the  stars  on  the  obverse,  as  stars  were  added  to  the  design  later  in  the 
year;  consequently,  this  is  a one-year  only  coin.  Very  rare  and  most  desirable; 
only  about  30  or  40  are  known  in  all  grades. 


1 336  1796  Stars  on  Obverse.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Excellent  detail  for  the  grade,  par- 

ticularly on  the  reverse  which  includes  a good  quantity  of  mint  lustre  in  the  pro- 
tected areas  of  the  devices.  No  serious  faults,  a couple  of  minute  planchet  chips 
in  the  left  obverse  field  and  some  very  faint  adjustment  marks  across  the  center 
of  the  reverse.  Nonetheless,  a pleasing  example  of  this  extremely  rare  issue.  Much 
scarcer  than  the  No  Stars  on  Obverse  and  this  is  indicated  by  the  extremely  low 
mintage  of  a mere  432  pieces  struck.  Actually,  this  is  a unique  type  coin  as  the 
stars  are  arranged  8 to  the  left  of  the  head  and  8 to  the  right  of  the  head,  where 
in  subsequent  years,  there  are  only  13  stars  arranged  in  different  combinations.

1338  1807.  Mint  State  63.  A well  struck  specimen,  including  full  definition  within  all 

the  stars,  and  nearly  complete  hair  detail.  An  exceptionally  attractive  coin  which 
abounds  with  frosty  mint  surfaces  and  completely  free  of  the  usual  mint-caused 
adjustment  marks  which  seem  to  plague  much  of  our  early  issues.  This  beauty 
exhibits  full  rich  mint  bloom  color,  enhanced  by  delicate  golden  orange  overtones. 
A wonderful  example  for  the  early  Capped  Bust  type. 


'1339  1807.  About  Uncirculated  55.  We  invite  careful  inspection  of  this  specimen,  as  it  appears 

to  have  been  mounted  at  one  time.  Regardless,  this  early  Quarter  Eagle  coin  exhibits  ex- 
cellent surfaces  and  it  is  lustrous  with  plenty  of  "eye  appeal."  In  demand,  as  this  is  the 
most  "common"  date  of  the  very  scarce  type  Quarter  Eagle.

A frosty 
specimen  with  nearly  complete  original  mint  lustre  on  the  obverse  and  reverse, 
and  a touch  of  delicate  golden  orange  toning.  A faint  hairline  scratch  is  noted 
behind  the  Phrygian  cap  and  is  mentioned  mainly  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  One 
of  the  most  famous  United  States  coins,  as  this  design  was  only  used  for  one 
year,  and  it  is  the  second  rarest  United  States  type  coin.  As  such,  this  Choice 
About  Uncirculated  specimen  probably  ranks  with  the  top  12  or  so  known.  Ac- 
cording to  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released  A Reference  to  United  States  Federal 
Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /,  about  70  to  80  exist  in  all  grades  with  the  Condition 
Census  (top  6 known)  ranging  down  to  About  Uncirculated  55. 


1341  1831.  Mint  State  60.  A needle-sharp  strike  with  full  blazing  mint  lustre  which 

is  slightly  reflective  on  both  sides.  A scattering  of  marks  in  the  fields  and  about 
the  rims,  some  of  which  were  mint-caused.  Due  to  the  exceptional  strike  and 
mint  lustre,  a case  could  be  made  to  grade  this  coin  a few  points  higher.  Rare, 
not  only  for  its  obvious  low  mintage,  but  most  sought-after  as  the  Capped  Head 
to  the  Left  Quarter  Eagle  is  among  the  rarest  of  the  United  States  gold  type  coins.

This  beautiful  Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagle  is  worth  well  in  excess  of  current 
Mint  State  60  bid  levels.  This  coin  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated. 


"1344  1837.  Mint  State  60.  Well  struck  and  frosty  throughout.  A scattering  of  light  handling 

marks,  commensurate  for  this  numerical  grade.  A lovely  Brilliant  Uncirculated  example 
of  the  beautiful  Classic  Head  type. 


THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1841  "LITTLE  PRINCESS"  QUARTER  EAGLE

1345  1841.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Affectionately  known  as  the  “Little  Princess."  Well 

struck,  in  natural  orange  color  gold  with  some  flashes  of  prooflike  surfaces  around 
the  protected  areas  of  the  devices.  A minute  mark  is  noted  between  the  5th  and 
6th  stars.  (This  is  mentioned  for  future  diagnostic  purposes.)  A pleasing  Choice 
Extremely  Fine  example  that  was  struck  from  the  Proof  dies.  All  known  coins 
of  this  year  and  mintage  were  struck  from  one  set  of  dies.  This  piece  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  struck  as  a true  Proof,  and  consequently,  we  agree  with 
David  Akers'  theory  that  the  1841  was  struck  both  as  a Proof  and  as  a regular 
strike.  The  edge  is  finely  milled,  typical  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  coins  of 
this  period,  and  not  like  the  Dahlonega  and  Charlotte  Mint  coins  which  have  a 
coarse  milling.  According  to  Mint  records,  no  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck  in 
Philadelphia  in  1841,  but  apparently,  there  were  a few  coins  made  for  presenta- 
tion purposes.  These  were  probably  the  Brilliant  Proofs  of  the  year.  Perhaps  in 
some  clandestine  manner,  a few  extras  were  struck  for  collectors.  Nonetheless, 
only  about  a dozen  are  known  in  all  grades,  ranging  from  Very  Good  to  Brilliant 
Proof.  It  is  the  classic  rarity  in  the  Quarter  Eagle  series  and  generally  considered 
to  be  the  most  desirable  of  all  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagles.  A wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  a sharp,  problem-free  specimen  of  this  exceedingly  rare  and  im- 
portant issue.

1346  1842-0.  Mint  State  60-I-.  A strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen  and  conse- 

quently extremely  rare.  Quite  softly  struck,  particularly  on  the  hair  curls  around 
Liberty's  face,  as  well  as  the  eagle's  right  leg.  This  is  characteristic  of  all  known 
examples  of  this  date.  The  fields  are  completely  frosty  and  fully  lustrous,  leaving 
no  doubt  as  to  its  strictly  uncirculated  classification.  According  to  David  Akers' 
Analysis  of  Auction  Records,  he  has  never  seen  a strictly  uncirculated  specimen, 
although  he  lists  two  coins,  the  Bell  1944  Sale  and  the  Bell  1963  Sale  as  being 
offered  as  uncirculated,  neither  of  which  he  has  ever  personally  examined.  The 
1944  Bell  Sale  did  not  photograph  the  coins,  consequently,  it  is  inconclusive. 
However,  after  reviewing  the  galley  sheets  of  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released,  A 
Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  i,  he  states,  "From 
the  standpoint  of  condition  rarity,  it  is  easily  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  the  Liber- 
ty Quarter  Eagle  series  . . . the  1842-Q  is  unique  in  Mint  State.  That  Mint  State 
piece  is  the  Bell  specimen  (Rarcoa,  1963).  The  Bell  specimen  is  softly  struck  (as 
is  virtually  diagnostic  of  the  issue)  but  possesses  exceptionally  vibrant  lustre  and 
is  largely  without  surface  blemishes.  Although  I have  graded  it  Mint  State  60-I-, 
one  could  just  as  reasonably  term  it  Mint  State  65  since  it  is  virtually  as  struck." 
This  is  the  Bell  1963  specimen  sold  by  Rarcoa,  consequently  this  is  the  Finest 
Known. 


ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1843-C  $2.50 


1 347  1843-C  Large  Date,  Recut  Date  and  Mint  Mark  (apparently  this  is  the  case  with  all  known 

specimens).  Mint  State  60.  A trifle  softly  struck  in  the  centers,  yet  bold  about  the  stars 
with  full  separation  within  the  diagonal  lines  in  the  stars.  The  surfaces  are  nice  and  frosty 
and  exhibit  a touch  of  golden  mint  bloom  color  about  the  devices.  A rare  low  mintage 
date  and  exceedingly  elusive  in  choice  condition,  as  most  known  specimens  are  Very  Fine 
or  so,  in  fact,  according  to  our  records,  we  have  been  able  to  trace  but  two  uncirculated 
specimens  appearing  at  auction  since  the  Second  World  War.  The  Eliasberg  Collection 
which  contained  so  many  the  the  "Finest  Knowns,"  particularly  those  coins  that  were 
acquired  from  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  was  graded  only  About  Uncirculated  50.  Un- 
doubtedly, this  is  among  the  Finest  Known  and  According  to  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released, 
A Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /,  this  ranks  second  or  third 
in  the  Condition  Census  and  is  only  surpassed  by  the  Fairfield  Mint  State  63-i-  example 
(sold  by  Bowers  & Ruddy,  1977).

Rich  golden 
color  with  some  natural  golden  orange  overtones.  A problem-free  specimen  with 
some  light  handling  marks  within  the  fields,  none  of  which  are  very  serious  and 
are  hardly  worthy  of  mention.  In  fact,  the  reverse  could  legitimately  grade  several 
points  higher.  The  1848  CAL.  was  punched  into  the  coins  while  they  remained 
in  the  obverse  die,  so  no  flat  spots  appear  on  the  obverse.  In  addition,  the  period 
after  L is  squared.  This  is  a designation  of  all  genuine  pieces.  This  variety  is  one 
of  the  most  famous  and  popular  of  all  Quarter  Eagles  because  of  the  interesting 
history  associated  with  the  issue.  The  1848  CAL  Quarter  Eagle,  besides  being 
the  smallest  denomination  United  States  gold  coin  at  the  time  (the  Gold  Dollar 
did  not  make  its  appearance  until  the  next  year,  1849),  it  also  has  the  distinction 
of  being  our  first  Commemorative  coin.  The  tiny  letters,  CAL,  were  punched  into 
the  fields  above  the  eagle  to  designate  that  the  coins  were  minted  from  the  first 
gold  sent  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California.  Only  1,389  coins  were  struck. 
This  mintage  was  determined  by  the  deposit  of  220  ounces  of  gold  sent  by  Col. 
Richard  B.  Mason,  Jr.  And,  after  assaying  the  gold,  which  was  reported  to  be 
less  than  .900  fine,  the  result  is  the  mintage  indicated.  This  coin  has  always  been 
in  great  demand  and  is  sought-after  by  collectors  of  important  Americana,  col- 
lectors of  Quarter  Eagles,  collectors  of  United  States  Gold  type  coins  (since  it 
is  a distinct  type),  and  by  collectors  of  Commemoratives  as  well. 


11349  1853.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A pleasing  frosty  mint  specimen  with  golden  orange 

mint  color,  some  marks  appear  across  the  face  and  cheek. 
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1 350  1855-C.  Mint  State  60.  A trifle  softly  struck,  particularly  about  some  of  the  obverse  stars, 

as  well  as  areas  around  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  Partial  wire  rims  with  nice  broad  den- 
ticles. Examining  the  quality  of  the  surfaces  and  the  sparkling  mint  lustre  certainly  justifies 
the  strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  grade.  According  to  David  Akers'  Analysis  o f Auction 
Records,  he  lists  but  two  uncirculated  coins  appearing  at  auction,  one  being  the  Bell 
specimen  in  1944,  the  other  one  being  the  Lee  specimen  in  1947.  David  Akers  states, 
"Very  rare  in  all  grades  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  unique  in  uncirculated  condi- 
tion. (Only  one  known  uncirculated  is  in  a Connecticut  collection.)"  A mere  3,677  pieces 
struck,  and  it  is  very  rare  in  all  grades,  usually  offered  in  around  the  Very  Fine  level.  This 
strictly  Brilliant  Uncirculated  coin  is  of  intense  rarity  and  should  stir  considerable  bidder 
interest.  This  is  the  lowest  mintage  Charlotte  issue  of  the  entire  Quarter  Eagle  series.  The 
Eliasberg  specimen  graded  About  Uncirculated  50  and  was  considered  to  be  among  the 
top  three  known.  This  is  probably  the  Second  Finest  Known  specimen,  only  exceeded 
by  the  Fairfield,  Mint  State  63-1-  specimen  sold  in  October  1977  by  Bowers  & Ruddy.  This 
is  further  confirmed  by  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released  work,  A Reference  to  United  States 
Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  I.  Fie  lists  only  2 known  uncirculateds,  the  Fairfield  Mint 
State  63 -t-  being  the  finest  and  the  Mint  State  60  offered  here. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  PROOF  1860  $2.50

1351  1860.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A pleasing  two-toned  Proof  specimen  with  excellent 

contrast  and  some  faint  hairlines  in  isolated  areas  of  the  fields,  none  of  which 
are  really  too  serious.  A die  scratch  is  noted  in  the  reverse  field  between  the  eagle's 
feathers  and  the  M in  AMERICA.  This  was  undoubtedly  present  during  striking 
and  is  mentioned  mainly  for  diagnostic  purposes.  Although  112  Proofs  were 
reportedly  struck,  as  is  the  case  for  other  denominations  of  this  date,  the  min- 
tage figure  does  not  bear  a true  relationship  to  the  numbers  actually  distributed, 
and  according  to  David  Akers,  "It  is  probably  that  the  majority  of  1860  Proof 
Quarter  Eagles  were  melted,  since  the  1860  is  really  just  as  rare  in  Proof  as  the 
1862,  which  had  a mintage  of  only  35  pieces."  Walter  Breen  lists  but  14  known 
specimens  and  Taglione  researched  18  or  19  separate  examples.  This  beauty  prob- 
ably ranks  among  the  top  half  dozen  or  so.

1 352  1861  First  Reverse  Style  (Reverse  of  1858).  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  struck  with  semi-prooflike 

surfaces  and  die  striations  running  vertically,  as  made.  This  was  done  in  preparation  of 
the  planchet  prior  to  striking.  Beautiful  natural  pale  green  and  pinkish  mint  color.  The  great 
majority  of  the  1861  Philadelphia  Quarter  Eagles  are  from  a new  reverse  hub  which  was 
changed  in  1859.  The  old  reverse  was  used  from  1840  to  1858,  and  the  lowest  arrowhead 
virtually  touches  the  CA  of  AMERICA  and  the  space  separating  the  arrowhead  is  much 
more  closed  than  on  the  new  hub.  The  lettering  is  larger  and  more  elongated  than  on  the 
new  style  and  the  period  after  the  D in  the  value  is  more  distant  than  on  the  later  reverse. 
A well  documented,  detailed  history  of  this  variety  is  in  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released 
work  entitled,  A Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /.  We  quote: 
"The  1861  with  the  first  style  reverse  is  a highly  significant  issue  which  is  also  one  of 
the  very  rarest  Quarter  Eagles  in  United  States  history.  I know  of  only  six  examples  wich 
have  surfaced  since  1976  (when  the  variety  was  apparently  first  discovered)  and  if  this 
population  holds,  then  the  1861  with  the  first  reverse  is  the  second  rarest  of  all  Quarter 
Eagles  trailing  only  the  mysterious  1866-S  with  the  modified  reverse.  The  finest  example 
known  to  me  is  the  coin  which  first  appeared  in  Heritage's  Mid-Winter  Sale  (graded  MS 
65/65)  and  later  resurfaced  in  that  firm's  1985  Baltimore  ANA  Sale,  where  it  brought  a 
net  price  of  $8,910." 

We  might  add  that  this  is  the  first  time  that  we  have  seen  this  variety.  This  is  the  specimen 
that  appeared  in  Heritage's  1985  Sale,  consequently,  this  is  the  Finest  Known  of  the  type. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  PROOF  1874  QUARTER  EAGLE

1 353  1874.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A brilliant  two-toned  Proof  specimen  with  full  glittering 

mirror  surfaces  contrasting  attractively  against  the  raised  frosted  devices.  Some 
faint  hairlines  scattered  here  and  there,  some  of  which  undoubtedly  were  on  the 
planchet  during  striking.  A touch  of  natural  golden  orange  toning  rests  within 
the  devices.  Qnly  20  Proofs  were  struck,  and  probably  fewer  than  half  a dozen 
can  still  be  verified  today.  The  desirability  of  the  1874  Proof  is  further  enhanced 
by  low  mintage  to  the  corresponding  business  strikes.  Qne  of  the  great  rarities 
in  Proof  U.S.  coinage. 
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1 354  1876.  Mint  State  63.  Mostly  well  struck  with  some  characteristic  weakness  in  the  center 

portions.  The  surfaces  exhibit  intense,  undisturbed  frosty  mint  lustre  throughout.  A rare 
low  mintage  date  with  a mere  4,221  struck.  A coin  that  is  almost  unheard  of  in  strictly 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition.  According  to  David  Akers'  Analysis  of  Auction  Records, 
he  lists  but  one  uncirculated  specimen  offered;  that  being  the  Dunham  specimen  from 
1941!  And  Akers  states,  "There  is  only  one  auction  record  for  this  date  in  uncirculated 
condition,  making  the  1876  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  series  in  Mint  State.  I 
have  seen  only  one  strictly  uncirculated  1876,  and  that  piece  was  softly  struck,  both  on 
the  obverse  and  the  reverse  much  like  many  of  the  early  'S'  Mint  Quarter  Eagles."  We 
have  been  unable  to  trace  a pedigree  on  this  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  coin,  and  this 
might  very  well  be  the  specimen  that  David  Akers  refers  to.  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released, 
A Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /,  researches  two  Mint  State 
63  specimens,  one  belonging  to  the  well  known  Texas  gold  afficionado  Harry  Bass  (ex 
Garrett  Sale)  and  another  from  the  1980  Metropolitan  New  York  Sale.  This  example  prob- 
ably traces  its  pedigree  to  that  sale.  Certainly,  no  more  than  a few  uncirculated  examples 
of  this  rare  date  could  possibly  exist. 


1 355  1876-S.  Mint  State  63.  Unusually  well  struck,  as  this  issue  is  notoriously  soft  about  the 

obverse.  Fully  lustrous  and  free  of  serious  contact  marks.  Some  typical  areas  of  weakness, 
such  as  on  the  eagle's  legs  and  areas  around  the  shield,  however,  the  lustrous  surfaces 
are  quite  intense.  The  1876-S  is  the  lowest  minted  San  Francisco  Mint  Quarter  Eagle  with 
the  exception  of  the  extremely  rare  1854-S.  In  uncirculated  condition,  it  is  an  important 
rarity.  We  have  been  able  to  trace  but  a half  dozen  Mint  State  specimens  offered  at  auc- 
tion since  the  Second  World  War,  and  some  of  these  undoubtedly  are  duplicates.  Prob- 
ably one  of  only  a half  dozen  or  so  Mint  State  specimens,  of  which  this  choice  example 
must  rank  near  the  top.  A mere  5,000  struck.  According  to  Taglione,  in  his  soon  to  be 
released,  A Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /,  this  Mint  State 
63  specimen  ranks  first  in  his  Condition  Census.

1 356  1884.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A stunning  Choice  Brilliant  Proof  specimen  with  full  two-toned 

effect.  A couple  of  die  scratches  from  Liberty's  hair  bun  extend  to  the  rim;  these  appear 
to  be  as  made.  Quite  choice  with  no  serious  hairlines,  except  for  the  aforementioned  mint- 
caused  defects.  Although  the  mint  reported  73  Proofs  struck,  probably  not  all  were  sold 
and  distributed  as  only  a couple  of  dozen  or  so  survive  today.  A marvelous  little  coin  that 
should  stir  considerable  attention.

1357  1885.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A splendid  Gem  Proof  specimen  with  natural  golden 

olive  hues.  A faint  film  of  cloudiness  appears  about  the  devices.  This  is  a natural 
phenomenon  on  many  Proof  gold  coins  and  is  evidence  to  its  original  uncleaned 
status.  This  remarkable  hairline-free  gem  certainly  ranks  among  the  finest  in  ex- 
istence. Although  87  Proofs  were  reportedly  struck,  most  apparently  ended  up 
in  the  melting  pot.  According  to  David  Akers,  “Most  Proofs  I have  seen  were 
marked  up  or  even  circulated."  A rare  and  desirable  date,  not  only  for  its  Proof 
status,  but  because  of  the  low  business  strike  mintage  of  just  800  pieces.  For 
an  interesting  anecdote  regarding  the  pedigree  of  this  particular  coin,  we  refer 
the  buyer  to  Taglione's  soon  to  be  released,  A Reference  to  United  States  Federal 
Gold  Coinage,  Volume  /,  page  365.

A choice  example  of  the  beautiful  satiny  Roman  finish  Matte 
Proof.  The  satin  finish  is  found  only  on  the  1909  and  1910  issues.  The  surfaces 
are  absolutely  undisturbed  except  for  the  aforementioned  defect,  and  the  coin 
exhibits  full  natural  greenish  golden  mint  color.  Although  682  Matte  Proofs  were 
reportedly  made,  this  mintage  figure  is  in  error,  for  most  of  the  issue  must  have 
been  melted,  because  this  date  is  of  equal  rarity  with  the  other  Matte  Proof  issues. 
According  to  Taglione's  upcoming,  A Reference  to  United  States  Federal  Gold 
Coinage,  Volume  /,  the  1910  in  Proof  ranks  only  behind  the  1909  and  1915  in 
rarity.  He  estimates  a survival  rate  of  only  34  to  36  pieces.

The  popular  key  date  to  the  Quarter  Eagle  series. 
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1 372  1911-D.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  with  a clearly  defined  mint  mark.  A frosty  mint  specimen 

with  full  golden  orange  mint  bloom  color.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  free  of  contact 
marks.  A wonderful  Brilliant  Uncirculated  example  of  the  key  date  to  the  series.

1377  1873  Open  3.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  This  is  a Choice  Brilliant  Proof  specimen  with 

deep  golden  prooflike  surfaces  and  lovely,  lightly  frosted  devices.  Some  faint 
hairlines  are  scattered  around  the  fields  on  both  sides,  some  of  which  undoubtedly 
were  on  the  planchet  during  striking.  One  of  only  25  coins  struck,  all  in  Proof. 
There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Closed  3 or  the  Open  3 
variety  is  the  original.  Harry  Bass  claims  that  the  "dished  pieces”  which  exist 
on  the  Closed  3 variety  are  the  true  originals.  However,  David  Akers  feels  that 
the  dished  pieces  were  merely  the  Proofs  of  the  Closed  3 variety  and  is  the  restrike 
Walter  Breen,  in  research  conducted  originally  by  Harry  X.  Boosel,  believes  that 
the  1873  issues  with  the  Open  3 are  original  coins  and  those  with  the  Closed 
3 are  restrikes.  It  makes  little  difference,  as  only  25  pieces  were  struck,  with 
only  about  a dozen  or  so  known  to  exist.  According  to  David  Akers'  research 
on  auction  records,  with  the  exception  of  the  unique  1870-S,  the  1873  Open 
3 had  the  fewest  number  of  appearances  at  auction  of  any  coin  in  the  series 
and  has  appeared  at  auction  only  one-fourth  often  as  the  highly  publicized  and 
highly  priced  1875.  One  of  the  classic  American  rarities  in  the  United  States  gold 
coin  series  and  one  of  the  finest  examples  that  we  have  seen.  After  careful  study 
of  our  records,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  this  is  the  same  specimen  that  was 
sold  in  Rarcoa's  session  of  Auction  '81,  Lot  415,  and  later  offered  in  our  session 
of  Auction  '82,  Lot  1377.

1 378  1873  Closed  3.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck  and  problem-free  with  some  traces 

of  prooflike  mint  lustre  adhering  to  the  devices.  Slight  signs  of  circulation  on  the  highest 
points  and  in  the  fields.  No  serious  nicks  or  scratches,  just  the  normal  allotment  for  this 
numerical  grade.  One  of  the  key  dates  to  the  Three  Dollar  series  and  one  of  the  classic 
rarities  in  United  States  gold  coinage.  Although  the  exact  mintage  is  not  known,  there 
are  probably  no  more  than  40  or  50  pieces  in  existence.  The  original  mintage  was 
probably  around  a couple  of  hundred  or  so.

A reported  54  Proofs  were  struck,  although  all 
may  not  have  been  released.  Added  to  this,  Walter  Breen  lists  but  nine  different 
specimens  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  therefore 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  there  are  probably  no  more  than  a couple  of  dozen 
still  known  to  exist.  We  do  not  see  how  a finer  specimen  than  this  gorgeous  gem 
could  possibly  exist.  Worthy  of  a record  bid.

1390  1823.  Mint  State  63.  An  incredibly  gorgeous  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

specimen.  Well  struck,  this  beauty  glitters  with  golden  mint  lustre,  has  plenty 
of  prooflike  surfaces  and  exhibits  lovely  golden  orange  toning.  An  outstanding 
specimen,  free  of  mint-caused  defects,  and  only  a scattering  of  light  contact  marks 
appear  here  and  there.  Not  only  a rare  date,  but  a rare  type  as  well. 
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1391  1840-0  Broad  Border,  Large  oval  O mint  mark.  Mint  State  60  or  so.  Well  struck,  with 
nice  wide  broad  borders,  fully  lustrous  and  frosty  with  golden  orange  overtones.  Some 
minute  marks  are  noted  about  the  obverse  rims  at  11  o'clock,  but  are  mentioned  mainly 
for  diagnostic  purposes.  According  to  David  Akers,  "Typical  specimens  are  well  worn  with 
Very  Fine  and  Extremely  Fine  being  the  grades  you  will  normally  see.  About  Uncirculated 
specimens  are  very  rare  and  strictly  Uncirculated  examples  are  of  the  highest  rarity."  This 
is  the  Eliasberg  specimen  which  appeared  as  Lot  414  in  the  United  States  Gold  Coin  Col- 
lection Sale  and  descriped  as  follows:  "1840-0.  Broad  border.  Choice  AU-55.  Large  Oval 
O mintmark.  Walter  Breen  notes  that  40,120  were  minted,  of  which  4,620  were  with  the 
broad  border  plus  35,000  with  the  narrow  border.  Perhaps  in  response  to  the  expressed 
thought  that  broad  border  varieties  are  not  known,  Breen  observes  that  'broad  mill  coins 
exist  and  are  quite  rare.'  David  Akers  agrees  that  'the  overwhelming  majority  of  known 
specimens  are  of  the  narrow  mill  variety.' 

"A  significant  and  rare  variety  for  the  specialist.  Also  important  as  the  first  half  eagle 
of  the  New  Orleans  Mint." 

Research  has  shown  that  this  coin  has  made  fewer  than  a half  dozen  appearances  since 
the  Second  World  War  in  this  state  of  preservation.  This  high  grade  example  is  certainly 
within  the  Condition  Census  and  probably  ranks  high  on  the  scale.

Although  a relatively 
common  date  according  to  its  mintage,  this  coin  is  quite  rare  in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  con- 
dition, and  in  this  grade  it  has  made  less  than  half  a dozen  appearances  at  auction  in  the 
past  two  decades. 


1394  1852.  Mint  State  65.  Boldly  struck  throughout  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and 

exhibits  rich  natural  mint  bloom  color.  Some  minuscule  bag  marks  are  isolated 
in  the  right  obverse  field,  none  of  which  are  very  serious.  The  reverse  is  simply 
superb.  A rare  and  sought-after  gold  coin  for  the  No  Motto  type.

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1 395  1853-D.  Mint  State  63.  Well  struck  with  blazing  frosty  mint  lustre  throughout. 

With  the  exception 
of  the  Bareford  specimen,  which  brought  $17,500  in  December  of  1978,  this 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  Dahlonega  Mint  Half  Eagle  is  about  as  choice  a 
specimen  as  we  have  seen. 


'1396  1855.  Mint  State  64.  A trifle  softly  struck  through  the  centers,  bold  about  the  stars  and 

borders.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate,  bright  and  satiny.  An  original  Choice  Brilliant  Un- 
circulated specimen  exhibiting  full  golden  orange  mint  bloom  color  with  natural  russet 
highlights.  A rarity  in  this  outstanding  state  of  preservation. 


'■1397  1858-C.  Mint  State  60  or  so.  Well  struck  but  "baggy."  The  semi-prooflike  surfaces  are 

still  apparent  in  the  protected  areas  about  the  devices,  but  a good  quantity  of  light  scuff 
marks  appear  in  the  fields  with  light  contact  marks  about  the  rims.  A rare  Charlotte  Mint 
issue  that  is  usually  seen  in  much  lower  grades,  generally  just  Very  Fine.  High  grade  ex- 
amples such  as  this  are  seldom  encountered.

A very  scarce  low  mintage  coin  that  is  most  often  seen  in  much 
lower  grades.  This  high  grade  coin  is  about  equal  to  the  Eliasberg  specimen  that  was  deem- 
ed, "one  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  issue  in  existence."  This  coin  certainly  ranks  within 
the  Condition  Census.

One  of  only  20  specimens  minted,  of  which  very  few  survive 
today.  Walter  Breen  notes  that  fewer  than  nine  exist,  of  which  two  are  in  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  and  American  Numismatic  Society. 

"Proof  gold  coins  of  1878,  produced  in  limited  quantities,  are  today  even  rarer 
than  the  low  mintages  would  indicate.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  clear,  but  for 
some  reason  the  issues  seem  to  have  been  ignored  over  the  years."  A major  rari- 
ty in  Proof  condition.  From  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  1942,  earlier  from  the 
David  S.  Wilson  Collection  (S.  H.  Chapman,  March  1907),  Part  of  a complete  proof 
set  purchased  by  Clapp.

Extremely  rare  in 
Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition  and  is  probably  only  exceeded  in  overall  quality 
by  the  one  known  Proof  which  is  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  In 
David  Akers'  Analysis  of  Auction  Records  where  he  traces  the  past  history  of 
the  various  gold  issues,  he  lists  but  two  auction  records  for  an  Uncirculated 
specimen,  neither  of  which  have  been  seen.  One  was  the  James  Ten  Eyck 
specimen  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  1922.  The  other  was  the  Flanagan  specimen 
in  1944.  The  aforementioned  and  the  present  example  could  all  be  the  same  coin. 
This  high  grade  coin  will  undoubtedly  stir  considerable  bidder  excitement. 
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1418  1842-0.  Mint  State  60-I-.  A remarkable  coin  in  this  state  of  preservation,  fully  struck  with 

full  sharp  hair  detail.  The  surfaces  are  fully  lustrous  and  contain  a minimal  amount  of  abra- 
sions. One  minor  mark  is  noted  on  the  rim  adjacent  to  the  first  star.  This  is  not  very  serious 
and  is  mentioned  merely  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  Fully  original  with  nice  natural  golden 
olive  toning.  A low  mintage  date  that  is  virtually  unheard  of  in  this  state  of  preservation. 
David  Akers'  Analysis  of  Auction  Records  traces  but  three  Uncirculated  specimens  of- 
fered at  auction  in  the  past  50  years;  the  three  appearances  were  probably  represented 
by  either  one  or  two  coins  and  this  coin  may  also  be  one  of  them.  To  give  an  example 
of  the  rarity,  the  famed  Eliasberg  Collection  contained  but  an  Extremely  Fine  45  specimen. 
This  not  only  ranks  high  within  the  Condition  Census,  but  could  be  a candidate  for  Finest 
Known.

1419  1847-0.  From  Auction  '80,  Lot  422,  described  as  follows;  "1847-0.  Mint  State  65.  A 

fantastic  coin  with  gorgeous  deep  golden  mint  lustre.  Desirable  both  as  a No  Motto  type 
and  for  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  Worthy  of  a record  price."  The  coin  realized  $17,500.  By 
today's  stricter  standards,  this  pristine  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen  would  more  ac- 
curately be  graded  Mint  State  64,  due  to  some  trivial  light  contact  marks.  Nonetheless, 
certainly  among  the  Finest  Known.

This  is  the  Eliasberg  specimen 
which  appeared  in  The  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection  Sale,  Lot  686,  where 
it  was  accurately  described,  "Only  three  specimens  have  been  described  as  Un- 
circulated in  public  auction  sales  in  a span  of  over  half  a century,  and  it  is  doubt- 
ful that  any  surpass  the  present  example.  Dave  Akers  has  never  seen  a coin  equal 
to  the  present  piece."  Unquestionably,  this  is  the  Finest  Known  specimen  of  the 
date.  In  a custom  plastic  holder  with  appropriate  inscriptions.

1425  1873.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A splendid  glittering  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen, 

sharply  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold  with  full  mirror  surfaces  and  frosty  "cameo" 
devices.  There  are  some  faint  scattered  hairlines  across  the  surfaces  and  some 
minute  contact  marks  are  isolated  in  the  right  obverse  field  before  the  M in 
AMERICA.  Overall,  the  coin  is  of  choice  quality  and  ranks  among  the  better  sur- 
vivors which  add  up  to  about  9 or  10.  The  1873  is  much  sought-after  due  to 
its  rare  low  mintage,  as  a mere  800  were  struck  for  general  circulation.

Some  faint  hairlines  are  noted  in  the  fields,  some  of  which  appear  to  have  been 
on  the  planchet  during  striking.  Overall,  quite  choice  and  pleasing.  Very  rare  with 
only  about  a dozen  Proofs  known.  In  fact,  the  illustrious  Eliasberg  Collection, 
which  contained  Proofs  of  virtually  every  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  coin  from  1859 
onward  had  but  an  Extremely  Fine  40  example  of  this  rare  low  mintage  date.

In  fact, 
the  obverse  is  quite  choice  and  could  grade  several  points  higher.  The  reverse 
contains  some  miscellaneous  scattered  scratches  and  marks,  as  well  as  a light 
bruise  on  the  rim  at  8 o'clock.

I doubt  if  more  than  15 
or  20  can  be  accounted  for  today,  and  only  one  has  appeared  at  auction  in  over 
25  years."

Considerable  frosty  lustre  and  really 
quite  nice.  The  1920-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  in  the  Indian  Head  Eagle  series,  although  the 
mintage  on  this  issue  is  not  particularly  low,  it  is  long  known  that  the  majority  of  these 
never  left  the  mint  and  were  melted.

This  well  known  unique  Double  Eagle  is  well 
documented  by  David  Akers  in  his  excellent  book  United  States  Gold  Patterns, 
from  which  the  following  is  excerpted: 

“Description:  Obverse.  The  regular  die  of  1877  except  for  some  very  slight  difference  in  the 
position  of  the  date  and  word  LIBERTY.  Reverse.  The  regular  die  adopted  in  1877.  Similar  to 
J-1488  except  that  the  denomination  is  spelled  out  TWENTY  DOLLARS."  Consequently,  this 
is  a transitional  pattern." 

Akers  continues,  "The  June,  1909  Numismatist  article  that  first  announced  this  unique  dou- 
ble eagle  pattern  to  collectors  concluded  by  stating:  '1876  being  the  Centennial  year  there  is 
a reason  why  experimental  dies  should  have  been  made  to  bring  out  coinage  to  greater  perfec- 
tion, and  surprisingly  though  it  is  to  have  unpublished  varieties  brought  to  the  attention  of  the, 
numismatist  at  this  late  date,  yet  the  denomination  and  the  year  offer  something  in  explana- 
tion. Not  only  our  coin  of  highest  value,  but  the  type:  what  modern  coin  is  more  beautiful  than 
the  lately  discarded  type  of  the  twenty  dollar  gold  piece  in  brilliant  proof  condition?  An  effort 
to  make  our  largest  value  and  most  beautiful  coin  a little  nearer  perfection  in  the  Centennial 
year  is  a very  natural  conclusion.'  (p.  174) 

"This  pattern  is  the  last  of  the  transitional  double  eagles  (there  are  five  transitional  pieces 
out  of  the  total  of  eleven  pattern  double  eagles),  and  shortly  before  the  Numismatist  article  was 
published,  Haseltine  sold  it  to  William  Woodin  for  $1000.00.  From  Woodin's  collection  it  passed 
to  Waldo  Newcomer  and  then  to  King  Farouk,  The  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company  of  New  York 
purchased  the  coin  from  the  Farouk  sale  for  292  Egyptian  pounds  or  approximately  $838.00 
and  Dr.  Wilkison  obtained  it  from  Charles  Wormser  of  New  Netherlands  shortly  thereafter  for 
$2000.00  ..." 

This  is  the  only  known  coin  and  its  pedigree  is  as  follows:  Elder  to  Haseltine, 
to  Woodin,  to  Newcomer,  to  Farouk,  to  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company,  to  Dr. 
Wilkison,  to  Paramount  International  Coin  Corporation,  to  A-Mark,  to  Larry 
Whitlow.  Larry  Whitlow  is  the  well  known  PNG  dealer  from  Illinois  who  paid  in 
excess  of  $100,000  for  this  Double  Eagle  over  five  years  ago.  It  is  absolutely 
unique  and  its  current  market  value  will  be  determined  by  this  sale.

A most  unusual 
offer  and  the  first  complete  set  that  we  have  ever  seen  offered  as  one  lot.  This  set  un- 
doubtedly took  many  years  to  complete  and  it  would  be  unfair  to  break  it  up  to  sell  in- 
dividually. Handsomely  housed  in  a custom  Lucite  holder  with  the  appropriate  descriptions. 

In  the  aftermath  of  the  California  Gold  Rush,  extensive  gold  discoveries  were  found  in 
Colorado  near  the  present-day  site  of  Denver  in  the  late  1850's  and  word  spread  to  the 
East  that  a new  gold  rush  was  on.  Three  Leavenworth,  Kansas  bankers  established  the 
Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  in  Denver,  with  the  idea  of  minting  coins  from  native  metal.  The  prob- 
lems with  shipping  dust  and  bullion  to  the  East  for  coining  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in- 
volved tremendous  expense,  not  to  mention  the  great  amount  of  time  lost.  To  remedy 
this  the  firm  of  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  was  formed.  They  set  up  their  mint  in  Denver  at  the 
northwest  corner  at  the  intersection  of  which  later  became  Market  & 16th  Streets;  and 
on  April,  1860  with  machinery  arriving  from  Philadelphia,  production  began.  The  first  coins 
struck  were  the  $10  and  $20  denominations.  Later  in  the  year,  $2.50  and  $5  gold  coins 
were  minted.  By  the  end  of  1860,  their  coinage  was  in  wide  distribution  throughout  the 
territory.  Approximately  $120,000  worth  of  gold  coins  were  struck.  The  $2.50  gold  and 
$5  gold  coins  were  closely  copied  from  the  contemporary  United  States  Mint  issues. 
Basically  only  their  inscriptions  were  different.  The  unique  $10  and  $20  Pike's  Peak  designs 
were  fanciful  copies  of  the  same  peak  and  looks  more  like  an  ice  cream  cone  than  the 
actual  mountain.  New  dies  were  produced  in  1861  for  the  larger  denominations,  also 
resembling  the  United  States  Mint  issues  with  their  inscriptions  differing  from  the  regular 
Federal  coinage.  In  1862,  there  were  no  new  discoveries  of  gold  and  the  native  metal  came 
in  at  a trickle,  and  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  offered  their  building  and  minting  facilities  to  the 
United  States  Government  for  use  as  the  official  mint.  Eventually  the  purchase  was  made 
and  the  United  States  set  up  their  operations  in  Denver,  but  it  was  limited  to  assaying 
and  refining  and  it  was  not  until  1906  that  the  new  Denver  Mint  actually  began  minting 
coins,  which  marked  the  beginning  of  the  actual  Federal  production  in  Colorado.  For  addi-

Beginning  with  Auction  ’85,  we  adopted  the  practice  of  grading  both 
obverse  and  reverse  of  every  lot,  still  using  the  numerical  system  that  we 
pioneered  nearly  two  decades  ago.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant 
variance  in  perceived  quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical 
grade,  we  are  also  using  a to  distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a 
particular  numerical  classification.  Thus  a coin  with  one  (or  both)  side 
graded  “65+”  is  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  betterthan  most 
other  coins  that  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 67 
quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  per- 
haps a premium  over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision  is 
not  meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the 
most  accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of 
the  coin  being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  ad- 
jectival descriptions,  we  have  continued  to  provide  those  as  well  as  a 
numerical  grade.  The  correlation  between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as 
Paramount  uses  them  is  as  follows: 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  69/69;  67/69;  69/67;  67/67 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65/67;  67/65;  65/65 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65/63;  63/65 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  63/63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof:  60/63;  63/60;  60/60 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives. 
Paramount  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  in- 
fluence value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks. 
By  combining  all  these  factors,  numerical  grade  (both  sides),  adjectival 
grade,  and  description  we  hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture 
as  possible  of  the  coin’s  overall  appearance  and  technical  state  of  preser- 
vation so  that  the  potential  bidder  can  effectively  determine  what  the  coin 
being  described  is  worth  to  him.

1505.  1836,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Original,  84.72  grains.  Superb  strike  for  an 
original  with  all  of  the  starsshowingtheircenterpoints.Thefieldsare 
nearly  pristine  save  for  a couple  of  very  minor  carbon  spots  and  they 
are  also  more  mirrorlike  than  usual.  The  coin  has  outstanding  color,  a 
medium  blend  of  tan  and  greenish  gold  with  light  iridescent  over- 
tones. 

The  1836  Half  Cent  is  a proof-only  date  that  has  been  coveted  by 
numismatists  for  over  a century.  Both  originals  and  restrikes  exist 
with  only  an  estimated  dozen  or  so  originals  still  accounted  for  today.

Like  the  pre- 
ceding lot,  this  piece  is  very  well  struck  but  it  does  not  have  nearly  as  much  proof 
surface.  In  fact,  this  specimen  looks  remarkably  like  a business  strike,  as  do 
many  of  the  originals.  The  color  is  a uniform  medium  brown  with  some  red  and 
gold  highlights.  One  of  only  12  or  fewer  known  examples.

A small  carbon  spot  at  the 
forehead  but  otherwise  of  nearly  flawless  quality.  Exceptional  “eye  appeal”  due 
to  the  remarkable  color.  Very  rare,  as  are  all  these  proof-only  Half  Cents  of  the 
1840’s  and  early  1850’s.

1509.  1846,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Original,  large  berries  on  reverse.  Medium  tan 
color  with  some  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  highlights.  Really  a virtual  gem, 
lacking  only  a little  lustre  to  be  a full  65  quality  proof.  Nearly  identical  in  rarity  to 
the  preceding,  i.e.  just  15-20  pieces  known. 


SECOND  RESTRIKE  1847  PROOF  HALF  CENT 


1510.  1847,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  Second  restrike,  small  berries,  die  file  marks  at 
RICA.  Medium  brown  and  greenish  gold  color  with  a few  iridescent  overtones. 
Small  stain  at  12th  star  and  a few  scattered  carbon  spots.  Approximately  two 
dozen  pieces  are  known  making  this  one  of  the  most  common  proof  Half  Cents 
of  this  decade. 


FIRST  RESTRIKE  1848  PROOF  HALF  CENT 


1511.  1848,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  First  restrike,  small  berries,  recut  T in  CENT.  Red- 
dish gold  color  with  a few  splashes  of  violet  and  greenish  gold  at  the  rims.  Per- 
haps 25-30  first  restrikes  of  this  date  are  known,  and  so  this  probably  the  com- 
monest proof  Half  Cent  of  the  1840’s.

1512.  1852,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  First  restrike,  small  berries,  recut  T in  CENT. 
Lovely  medium  brown  color  with  light  greenish  gold  and  blue  iridescent  high- 
lights. Very  “unc-like”  in  general  appearance.  Only  a few  trivial  carbon  spots  and 
really  very  close  to  gem  quality.  Only  moderately  rare  by  proof  Half  Cent  stan- 
dards; as  many  as  40-50  pieces  may  be  known. 


1513.  1857,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  original  mint  red  color  with  afewgoldand 
violet  highlights.  Weakly  struck  as  usual  at  the  borders.  Ex  Milton  A.  Holmes 
Collection  Sale  (Stack’s,  1960). 


U.S.  LARGE  CENTS 

The  following  collection  of  Large  Cents  is  especially  notable  for  its  overall  quality. 
Many  full  red  or  nearly  full  red  pieces  are  included  and  the  collection  contains  a rather 
wide  selection  of  Newcomb  varieties.  A word  about  our  grading  of  copper  is  in  order 
here.  We  have  graded  each  coin  based  on  the  quality  of  its  surfaces  (the  same  as  we  do 
for  silver  or  gold),  and  not  solely  on  the  basis  of  color  as  the  more  “traditionalists”  do. 
Therefore  we  do  not  call  a coin  “MS-70”  just  because  it  is  full  red  and  conversely  we  do 
call  a coin  “MS-65”  even  if  it  has  no  red  at  all  if  the  quality  of  its  surfaces  warrants. 
Specialists  in  the  series  are  advised  to  closely  examine  each  lot  and  apply  their  own 
number  or  adjectival  grades  as  they  interpret  the  grading  system. 


1514.  1793,  Chain  AMERI.,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  S-1 . Deep,  even  chocolate  brown  toning; 
excellent  planchet  and  centering,  no  distracting  or  severe  marks.  Very  nice 
overall  appearance.  One  of  the  scarcest  and  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  typecoins. 
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1515.  1793,  Wreath,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  S-9,  Vine  and  Bars  edge.  Very  sharply  struck 
and  well  centered.  Medium  tan  color.  A couple  of  very  old,  fine  reverse  scratches 
as  well  as  a brick  red  stain  between  the  upper  left  portion  of  the  wreath  and 
ST ATES.  A most  attractive  type  coin  that  should  realize  several  thousand  dollars. 


CHOICE  1793  WREATH  CENT 


1516.  1793,  Wreath,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  S-llc,  lettered  edge. 
Struck  approximately  10%  off  center  towards  2 o’clock  on  a cracked 
and  poorly  annealed  planchet.  Glossy  medium  tan  color  with  a darker 
coloration  on  the  left  obverse.  Thereareacoupleoffaint  old  scratches 
visible  with  a glass  and  a few  rather  minor  marks  but  there  is  little,  if 
any,  real  circulation  wear,  just  a trace  of  friction  on  the  highest  points. 
Except  for  the  planchet  problems,  this  would  be  well  within  the  condi- 
tion census  for  the  variety.

From  The  Lord  St.  Oswald  Collection 


1517.  1794,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  S-67.  This  magnificent  coin  last 
appeared  in  Steve  Ivy’s  1980  ANA  sale  where  it  realized  $29,000  and 
was  accurately  catalogued  as  follows: 

“About  50%  red.  Light  abraded  area  behind  cap,  proba- 
bly in  the  original  flan.  Late  die  state,  with  heavy  incusa- 
tion  about  the  head.  Second  finest  known  of  the  variety 
(Condition  Census  70-65-60-60-55-50).  Lot  159  of  the 
famed  Oswald  sale,  purchased  there  for  $720  (!)  by 
Lester  Merkin.  It  reappeared  in  his  October,  1973  sale  of 
the  Matternes  collection,  where  it  fetched  the  then  un- 
heard-of price  of  $8,750.  Today,  triple  or  quadruple  that 
figure  would  not  surprise  us.  The  Oswald  sale  was  held 
by  Christies  in  London,  England  on  October  13,  1964. 
Included  in  this  offering  were  a number  of  U.S.  coins 
said  to  be  obtained  directly  from  the  U.S.  Mint  by  Major 
the  Lord  St.  Oswald  in  October  of  1795.  Among  these 
were  two  Gem  Unc.  1794  dollars  and  22  1794  cents,  16  of 
which  were  red  Uncirculated.  Today,  these  magnificent 
specimens  of  early  U.S.  coinage,  carefully  preserved  for 
185  years,  are  among  the  most  sought-after  items  in 
American  numismatics.”

A very  attractive  Cent  from  the  famed 
Nichols  Find.  It  is  softly  struck  in  the  centers  (as  usual  for  this  variety)  but  the 
centering  is  nearly  perfect  and  the  quality  of  the  surfaces  is  excellent.  The  color 
is  mostly  medium  brown  with  a little  (less  than  10%)  mint  red  on  the  obverse  and 
perhaps  30%  on  the  reverse. 
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1519.  1803,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  S-254,  heavy  die  break  at  tip  of  bust.  Medium 
brown  toning  with  a few  traces  of  mint  color  around  the  letters  and  devices  as 
well  as  a couple  of  darker  patches.  Sharply  struck  and  nicely  centered. 


MAGNIFICENT  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1814  CENT 


1520.  1814,  Crosslet  4,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  S-294,  double  profile. 
A truly  magnificent  coin  with  deep  brown  toning  highlighted  with 
iridescent  blue,  greenish  gold  and  violet.  The  surfaces  are  virtually 
perfect  and  the  coin  is  very  nearly  as  struck  except,  of  course,  for  the 
color.  There  is  a planchet  imperfection  (as  made)  on  the  obverse  rim 
from  the  third  to  the  fifth  stars  and  the  corresponding  place  on  the 
reverse  rim.  Splendid  inall  respectsand  worthy  of  the  finest  collection.

A few  very  old  scratches  in  the  center  of 
the  reverse  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  very  clean;  in  particular,  it  has  no  carbon 
spots  to  speak  of.  Rare  in  all  grades,  this  overdate  is  especially  rare  in  Unc.  The 
finest  example  of  this  variety,  the  MS-65  specimen  in  the  Floyd  Starr  sale  (Stack’s, 
June  1984)  sold  for  a remarkable  $12,650  two  years  ago. 


1524.  1835,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-14,  Type  of  ’36.  An  excellent  quality  coin 
with  a partially  mint  red  obverse  (30-40%  red,  the  remainder  medium  brown)  and 
a virtually  full  mint  red  reverse.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  are  no  marks  or 
carbon  spots  really  noticeable.  Undoubtedly  oneof  the finerexamples  known  of 
the  variety. 


1525.  1837,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-6a,  plain  hair  cord,  medium  letters.  A mar- 
velous specimen  with  superb  tan  and  greenish  gold  color  and  a trace  of  faded 
mint  red.  Fully  struck  and  almost  without  flaw.  Ex  W.  Foster  Schreeder  Sale 
(Bowers  & Ruddy,  1979),  Lot  234.  Earlier  from  Leonard  Holland  on  5-8-59  and 
Ira  S.  Reed  on  12-28-42. 
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1526.  1837,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-10,  beaded  hair  cord,  Type  of  ’38.  A condi- 
tion census  example  of  this  variety,  possibly  second  or  third  finest  known.  It  is 
finer  than  Lot  855  of  Stack’s  March  1986  sale  and  is  definitely  exceeded  only  by 
the  New  Netherlands  50th  - Landau  (NN  52nd)  - Helfenstein  specimen.  Many  im- 
portant Large  Cent  sales  have  lacked  the  variety  altogether  or  had  circulated  ex- 
amples. This  piece  is  very  sharply  struck  with  essentially  flawless  surfaces  and 
superb  medium  brown  and  greenish  gold  toning  along  with  a trace  of  mint  red. 

1527.  1837,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  N-1 0,  beaded  hair  cord.  Type  of  ’38.  Faded 
mint  red  and  brown  with  dark  greenish  gold  on  the  lower  obverse.  Flan  defect 
(as  made)  by  4th  star;  weak  at  borders  as  usual.  (Plate)

1528.  1840,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  N-2,  small  date,  thefirsttwo  numerals  punched  over 
large  18.

Sharply  struck;  mirrorlike  fields  with  some  lightcontact  marks  in  evidence.  Very 
rare,  one  of  only  about  15  pieces  known.

Two 
pieces. 


1534.  1847,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-6.  Generally  well  struck  except  at  tip  of 
coronet  and  on  some  of  the  leaves.  Lovely  olive  brown  color  with  considerable 
mint  red.  Condition  census  for  the  variety.  Ex  Fairfield  Sale  (Bowers  & Ruddy, 
10/77);  Merkin  9/70  Sale,  Lot  132;  Helfenstein,  Lot  239;  and  Dupont,  Lot  880.

1852,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65),  N-5,  nearly  full  mint  red  with  a few  areas  start- 
ing to  fade  to  brown,  some  pinpoint  carbon  spots,  very  bold  strike;  1853,  Gem 
Uncirculated  (65/65),  N-3,  reddish  gold  and  brown  toning,  virtually  freeof  spots, 
fully  struck.

1543.  1852,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65),  N-8,  boldly  struck,  approximately  70% 
mint  red  obverse,  red  and  brown  reverse,  gouge  in  obverse  field  by  10th  starbut 
otherwise  a gem;  1853,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65),  N-18  II,  golden  red  and 
brown,  sharp  strike.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 


1544.  1852,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-9.  Sharply  struck  with  almost  full  mint  red 
gold  color  and  just  a few  patches  of  brown.  Excellent  strike  and  lustre  and  clean, 
virtually  spotless  surfaces. 
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1545.  1853,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-7.  Nearly  full  mint  red  reverse  and  a 50%  red 
obverse.  Very  sharp  and  almost  entirely  free  of  marks  or  carbon  spots. 


Full  blazing  mint  red  color,  enough  to 
warrant  an  “MS-70”  grade  on  the  Sheldon  scale.  A few  minimal  contact  marks, 
however,  compel  us  to  grade  it  as  we  have  because  we  use  surface  quality,  not 
just  color,  as  our  standard.

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1549.  1853,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-25.  Virtually  full  mint  red  color  but  just  a little 
more  “subdued”  than  the  preceding.  Some  light  spotting  as  well  as  fingerprint 
tarnish  but  only  a couple  of  insignificant  contact  marks.  (Plate) 

1550.  1853,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63),  N-25,  nearly  full  red  obverse  and  mostly  dark 
brown  reverse  with  some  red,  nick  on  chin,  a few  spots;  1856,  Very  Choice  Un- 
circulated (63/65),  N-14,  lovely  even  golden  red  color,  softly  struck  on  obverse, 
fine  obverse  scratch  from  E to  rim.  Two  pieces. 


1551.  1854,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Not  in  Newcomb  but  nearly  identical  to  N-8. 
However,  the  date  is  higher,  1 touches  the  bust  and  there  is  no  rust  pit  on  the  foot 
of  E in  ITED.  A really  gorgeous  specimen,  fully  struck  with  superb  medium 
brown  color  and  a few  remnants  of  original  mint  red. 


1552.  1854,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-1 1.  Very  well  struck  with  approximately  half 
the  original  mint  red  color  still  in  evidence. 

1553.  1855,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  N-10,  slanting  5’s.  Mint  red  and  gold  with  afew 
areas  turning  to  violet  and  brown.  (Plate)

One  of  the  nicest 
business  strike  1877  Cents  we  have  seen  recently.  The  rarest  and 
most  desirable  date  in  the  series.

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1571.  1856-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Beautiful  light  multicolored  toning  and  I: 
semi-prooflike  surfaces.  Sharply  struck.  Worth  a substantial  premium  over  the  n- 
“common  date”  price  because  1856-0  is  a decidedly  rare  and  underrated  date. 

1572.  1859,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Fully  struck  with  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  si; 
superb  violet  and  gold  toning.  Lintmark  in  left  obverse  field  and  some  very  light  it 
contact  marks  but  the  lustre  and  color  give  this  coin  excellent  “eye  appeal.” 
Probably  less  than  100  pieces  still  in  existence.  (Plate) 


1573.  1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Boldly  struck  with  a high  wire  rim,  full  head  t 
detail,  mirrorlike  obverse  fields  and  a partially  prooflike  reverse.  The  obverse  is 
deeply  toned  in  shades  of  blue,  gold  and  violet  while  the  reverse  is  a somewhat 
lighter  combination  of  the  same  colors.  Rare  as  a business  strike  and  much  less  ;; 

often  seen  than  a proof. 


POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1866-S  HALF  DIME 


1574.  1866-S  Superb  Uncirulated  (67/67).  A marvelous  coin  that  is  really  very  nearly 
perfect.  It  is  fully  struck  (from  clashed  dies)  and  has  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces 
and  superb  medium  golden  toning.  Undoubtedly  the  finest  known  example  of 
this  rarely  available  date;  certainly  we  have  never  seen  its  equal  or  anything  that 
was  really  even  close. 
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1575.  1867,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Struck  from  strongly  clashed  dies  as  are 
most  true  business  strikes  of  this  date.  The  obverse  is  prooflike  while  the  reverse 
is  partially  prooflike  with  numerous  die  striations.  The  strike  is  100%full  and  the 
coin  has  blazing  mint  lustre  with  just  a touch  of  light  toning.  Only  8000  pieces 
were  struck  for  commercial  usage  and  today  business  strikes  like  this  one  are 
vastly  rarer  than  their  proof  counterparts.

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1580.  1881,  Superb  Proof  (67/67).  Another  outstanding  quality,  better  date  Shield 
Nickel  with  nearly  pristine  surfaces  and  delicate  natural  golden  toning. 


1581 . 1936,  Gem  Proof  (65+/65+).  Type  Two,  i.e.  the  all-brilliant  variety  and  thus  more 
desirable.  Light  golden  toning  and  exceptional  brilliance.  No  contact  marks  or 
hairlines  but  there  are  a few  pinpoint  spots.

1582.  1796,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A sharply  struck  specimen  with 
full  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  and  all  of  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers 
clearly  defined.  The  frosty  surfaces  have  attractive  natural  greenish 
gold  and  light  russet  toning.  This  specimen  was  struck  from  lightly 
clashed  dies  and  is  the  variety  with  the  die  break  at  the  first  star  and 
several  fine  die  breaks  on  the  reverse.

1583.  1804, 14  Stars,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Asharplystruckexampleof  thisextreme- 
ly  rare  date  with  all  the  central  details  (Liberty’s  hair,  eagle’s  feathers  and  shield 
etc.)  sharply  defined.  The  coin  was  cleaned  long  ago  but  has  since  acquired  a 
warm  gold  and  graytoning.  Smooth,  relatively  mark  freefieldsand  devices.  Over- 
all, one  of  the  four  or  five  finest  known  examples  of  this  issue. 

The  14  Stars  variety  of  1804  is  perhaps  twice  as  rare  as  the  13  Stars  variety  and 
is  at  least  a High  R-5  item,  possibly  even  R-6.  It  is  unknown  above  EF  and  only  a 
few  exist  even  at  that  level;  most  are  only  VG  or  Fine.  As  a date,  1804  is  unques- 
tionably the  rarest  of  the  early  Dimes,  far  more  so  than  the  popular  1796  or  even 
the  1797. 


1584.  1838,  Small  Stars,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  No  Drapery.  A very  rare  variety, 
many  times  more  so  than  the  usually  seen  1838  with  large  stars.  In  fact,  Kam 
Ahwash  rated  this  variety  R-7  (7-9  pieces  known)  in  mint  state  and  R-4  in  all 
grades.  This  piece  is  a gem  and,  as  such,  is  certainly  a candidate  for  finest 
known.  It  is  fully  struck  with  lustrous  frosty  surfaces  and  patches  of  greenish 
gold  obverse  toning. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  1838  PARTIAL  DRAPERY  DIME 


1585.  1838,  Large  Stars,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Partial  Drapery,  resulting  from  die 
clashing.  Very  rare,  nearly  on  a par  with  the  Small  Stars  variety.  Rated  by 
Ahwash  as  an  R-6  in  mint  state.  This  piece  is  altogetherexceptional,  fully  struck 
with  radiant  frosty  surfaces,  no  marks  worth  noting  and  delicate  natural  blue, 
gray  and  gold  toning. 
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UNIQUE  1839-0  PROOF  DIME 


1586.  1839-0,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  No  Drapery.  Boldly  struck  in  all 
respects  with  Liberty’s  head  and  each  star  sharply  defined.  Fully  re- 
flective, deep  mirror  fields  that  show  evidence  of  die  polishing.  Beau- 
tiful medium  gray,  gold  and  blue  toning.  The  “fabric”  of  this  coin  is 
very  different  from  a business  strike  and  is  completely  consistent  with 
the  character  of  other  known  New  Orleans  proofs  of  the  period,  most 
notably  the  1838-0  Half  Dollars. 

UNIQUE,  the  only  specimen  ever  seen  or  reported.  From  the  so- 
called  “World’s  Greatest  Collection”  sold  by  Numismatic  Gallery  on 
May  11,  1945  where  it  appeared  as  Lot  675.  Listed  in  Breen’s  Proof 
Encyclopedia  with  the  notation  “untraced.”  Not  any  more!  (Color 
Plate) 


POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1840-0  DIME 


1587.  1840-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  No  Drapery,  Small  O.  Very  sharply  struck 
with  razor  sharp  detail  everywhere  on  Miss  Liberty,  full  shield  lines  and  sharply 
defined  wreath.  Frosty,  highly  lustrous  surfaces  and  outstanding  natural  multi- 
colored toning. 

Kam  Ahwash,  in  his  epic  work  on  Liberty  Seated  Dimes,  notes  that  this  date 
and  variety  is  High  R-7  in  mint  state  (i.e.  only  4-6  known  of  the  variety  and  just 
12-18  of  all  three  varieties  of  1840-0  combined)  and  he  also  indicates  that  it  is 
“very  seldom  found  fully  struck.  Head,  denticles,  shield  lines  are  usually  very 
weak.”  Clearly  this  coin  is  a notable  exception  and  amongst  all  known  1840-0 
Dimes  (a  rare  date  in  any  grade)  it  may  well  be  unrivaled.  (Color  Plate)

from  the  “Superb  MS-67”  category.  It  is  fully  struck  with  uniform  satiny  fields 
and  gorgeous  russet  and  blue  obverse  toning.  (The  reverse  is  brilliant  with  del- 
icate greenish  gold  toning.) 

Kam  Ahwash  considered  this  variety  to  be  R-7  (less  than  a dozen  pieces 
known ) in  all  grades  and  R-8  (2  or  3 known ) in  mint  state.  He  examined  this  piece 
and  considered  it  to  be  unique  in  this  gem  condition.  A real  prize  for  the  Seated 
Liberty  specialist.

1589.  1855,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Arrows  at  date.  A remarkable  coin  that  surely 
would  satisfy  the  most  perfection  oriented  collector.  It  is  fully  struck  with  essen- 
tially flawless  satiny  surfaces  and  the  most  magnificent  medium  blue,  greenish 
gold  and  russet  toning  imagineable.  Outstanding!  (Color  Plate) 


1590.  1856,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A lustrous  and  very  sharply  struck  specimen 
with  clean  satiny  surfaces  and  very  light  golden  toning.  A very  appealing  type 
coin.

Exceedingly  rare 
variety;  rated  by  Ahwash  as  R-8  (2  or  3 known)  in  mint  state  making  this  quite 
likely  the  finest.

1592.  1858-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Large  O,  as  are  all  examples  of  this  date  and 
mint.

the  reverse  is  lighter  with  some  toning  at  the  periphery.  The  1858-0  is  rare  in  all 
grades  and  in  mint  state  it  is  extremely  rare.

High  close  date,  a variety  rated  High  R-7  by 
Ahwash  as  a business  strike.  (Proofs  were  also  struck  from  these  dies  but  they 
are  rather  common,  i.e.  R-3.)  This  specimen  may  rank  as  the  finest  known  as  it 
comes  very  close  to  perfection.  It  is  very  well  struck  with  full  frosty  mint  lustre 
and  not  even  a hint  of  a prooflike  surface.  The  coin  is  mostly  brilliant  with  just  a 
trace  of  beautiful  peripheral  russet  toning. 


1595.  1866,  Gem  Proof  (65+/65+).  A premium  quality  proof  with  beautiful  natural 
golden  toning  and  nearly  pristine  surfaces.

Proof  (63+/65),  a “white  blazer”  with  exceptional  lustre  and  just  a few  faint  ob- 
verse hairlines.  Two  pieces.

1598.  1871-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Warm  medium  gray  and  gold  toning. 
Frosty  and  very  sharply  struck  for  this  typically  weak  issue.  This  is  the  recut 
date  variety  and  is  listed  by  Ahwash  as  High  R-7  in  Unc.,  the  same  rarity  rating 
given  each  of  the  three  varieties  of  1871-S. 

1599.  A trio  of  proof  Seated  Liberty  Dimes  including  1872,  1886  and  1890.  The  first 
two  grade  Proof  (60/60)  while  the  1890  is  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  The  1872  has 
golden  toning,  the  1886  is  dull  from  cleaning  and  the  1890  has  a multicolored 
obverse.  Three  pieces. 


1600.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Superb  natural  multicolored  toning,  the  re- 
verse being  especially  beautiful.  A little  soft  on  Liberty’s  head  (as  are  all  true 
business  strikes  we’ve  seen)  but  boldly  struck  elsewhere.  The  obverse  is  partially 
prooflike  (frosty  center,  prooflike  at  the  border)  and  the  reverse  is  fully  prooflike. 

Note:  This  coin  is  the  “Recut  Date,  Sloping  Date”  variety 
which  Ahwash  notes  is  R-7  in  mint  state,  the  rarest  of  the  1879  varieties.

A re- 
markable coin  that  may  well  be  the  finest  known  example  of  this  rare  and  decid- 
edly underrated  date.  Only  206,524  were  minted  and  Ahwash  calls  this  date  R-5 
(less  than  75  known)  in  mint  state  with  obviously  just  a fraction  of  those  being 
true  gems. 

1604.  1890,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Medium  to  deep  blue  gold,  violet  and  russet  toning. 
Deeply  mirrorlike  fields  and  sharp  strike.  Only  590  proofs  struck  making  this 
the  rarest  proof  Dime  after  1877.  (Plate) 


1605.  1891-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  This  incredible  coin  must  be  seen  to  be 
fully  appreciated.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  absolutely  radiant  mint  lustre,  virtually 
flawless  satiny  surfaces  and  just  a trace  of  light  natural  toning.  The  term  “wonder 
coin”  is  probably  overused  today  but  such  an  accolade  certainly  applies  to  this 
piece. 

1606.  1898,  Gem  Proof  (65+/65+).  Outstanding  deep  greenish  gold,  russet,  violet  and 
blue  toning.  An  exceptionally  pretty  proof;  only  735  minted.  (Plate) 


1607.  1921,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  split  bands.  Excellent  strike,  radiant  mint 
lustre  and  just  a touch  of  delicate  golden  toning.

1608.  1875-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  A well  struck  specimen  with  lovely 
medium  gray,  gold  and  russet  toning.

Lots  of  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal”  despite  a few  faint  and 
widely  scattered  hairlines. 


1610.  1877,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  Slightly  cloudy  violet  and  gold  toning.  Some  faint 
old  hairlines  are  barely  visible  under  the  toning  as  well  as  a few  rather  trivial 
marks.  Excellent  depth  to  the  fields;  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are 
notably  free  of  even  the  most  minor  of  flaws.

1611.  1806,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Not  in  Browning:  the  obverse  is 
B-6,  the  reverse  is  different  from  any  listed.  Noted  as  being  “Exces- 
sively Rare”  when  last  offered  for  sale  in  New  Netherland’s  52nd  Sale 
of  the  Elliot  Landau  Collection  in  December  1958.  In  that  sale,  the 
cataloguers  (Walter  Breen  and  John  Ford)  described  the  coin  as 
“Gem  Uncirculated;  beautiful  pale  purpletone;  justaboutSuperband 
a wonderful  coin  aside  from  its  importance  as  a variety.”  A few 
months  prior  to  the  NN  52nd  Sale,  the  coin  appeared  in  the  1958  ANA 
sale;  much  earlier  it  was  sold  (and  plated)  in  Chapman’s  1907  sale  of 
the  legendary  Mathew  A.  Stickney  Collection.  At  that  time  it  wasdes- 
cribed  in  glowing  termsasfollows:  “Uncirculated.  Superb  impression 
with  even  milling  obverse  and  reverse.  Mint  lustre.  I believe  it  to  be  the 
finest  known  and  also  of  a rare  die,  as  I have  failed  to  find  any  to  dupli- 
cate even  in  a dozen  ordinary  examples.  Extremely  rare  in  this  preser- 
vation.” 

We  concur  completely  with  the  previous  cataloguers’  descriptions. 
It  is  truly  an  extraordinary  coin,  certainly  the  finest  of  the  date  we  have 
seen  and  quite  possibly  also  the  finest  of  the  type.  The  strike,  color 
(warm  russet,  greenish  gold,  violet  and  blue  rather  than  "pale  purple”) 
and  surfaces  are  all  exquisite  and  could  not  be  improved  in  any  im- 
portant respect.  The  ultimate  type  coin  for  the  collector  who  is  satis- 
fied only  with  the  very  finest.  (Color  Plate) 
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BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1833  QUARTER 


1612.  1833,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Fully  struck  with  warm,  medium  gray  and 
gold  toning  and  clean,  frosty  surfaces.  Evidence  of  die  clashing  and  die  rust  as 
on  all  known  examples  of  this  date  (which  is  undoubtedly  the  rarest  of  this  short- 
lived type)  but  the  rust  pits  are  much  less  prominent  than  they  are  on  most 
1833’s.  Just  to  the  right  of  the  date  are  some  scratches  which  were  purposely 
made  and  appear  to  be  the  initials  “WW”.  This  could  mean  that  this  coin  was 
once  the  property  of  William  H.  Woodin  who,  after  having  some  coins  stolen, 
began  initialing  all  of  his  coins  for  future  identification.  Even  with  the  “initials”, 
which  are  scarcely  noticeable  due  to  the  toning,  the  coin  ranks  with  the  finest 
examples  of  the  date  that  we  have  seen.

1613.  1853,  No  Arrows  or  Rays,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67+/67+).  Recut  date, 
often  referred  toasan“1853/2”  overdate  which,  in  ouropinion,  it  most 
definitely  is  not.  This  extraordinary  coin  is  worth  all  the  superlatives 
one  could  choose  to  bestowon  it.  It  is  pristineand  essentially  flawless 
with  a 100%  full  strike,  radiant  satiny  surfacesand  the  most  incredible 
greenish  gold,  violet  blue  and  russet  toning  imagineable.  This  is  not 
only  the  finest  example  of  this  rare  date  that  we  have  seen  (by  just  the 
slightest  of  margins  over  the  following  lot)  it  is  also  one  of  the  finest, 
if  not  the  finest.  No  Motto  Seated  Liberty  Quarters  of  any  date  that 
we  have  seen.  Quality-wise  this  may  well  be  the  finest  coin  in  our 
session  of  Auction  ’86.

The  1853  No  Arrows  or  Rays  Quarter  is  rare  in  all  grades  and  is 
extremely  rare  in  Mint  State.  Only  44,200  were  struck  and  we  feel  that 
it  is  probably  R-7  in  Mint  State.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  finest  known 
specimen  with  the  next  lot  the  second  finest.  (Color  Plate) 
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A SECOND  SUPERB  MINT  STATE 
1853  NO  ARROWS  OR  RAYS  QUARTER 


1614.  1853,  No  Arrows  or  Rays,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Recut  date. 
A second  pristine,  flawless  and  altogether  remarkable  example  of  this 
important  rarity.  It  is  equal  in  overall  quality  to  the  preceding  Carter 
coin  and  we  rate  it  as  “second  finest  known”  rather  than  “tied  for 
finest”  only  because  it  does  not  have  as  spectacular  toning  as  the  pre- 
ceding lot.  The  coin  is  fully  struck,  has  no  marks  or  hairlines  whatso- 
ever, and  has  lovely  light  iridescent  toning.  It  is  essentially  “as  struck” 
save  for  the  toning  it  has  acquired  over  the  past  133  years.  Formerly 
in  the  famous  Davis-Graves  Sale,  Lot  370,  where  it  was  described  as 
“one  of  the  choicest  uncirculated  specimens  we  (Stack’s)  have  ever 
handled.  Has  the  full  frosty  mint  surface.  This  coin  is  extremely  rare 
especially  in  this  condition.  Has  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  It  would 
not  surprise  us  if  this  coin  breaks  all  records.”  (Color  Plate)

UNIQUE  1855-S  QUARTER  IN  PROOF 


1615.  1855-S,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  This  coin  is  the  famous  Groves  Col- 
lection - Grant  Pierce  - Dr.  Edward  Maris  - W.  W.  Long  Museum 
specimen  that  has  been  considered  to  be  Unique  since  it  first  sold 
with  Dr.  Maris’  collection  exactly  a century  ago  in  1886.  It  had  been 
sent  to  the  Long  Museum  by  San  Francisco  Mint  Superintendent 
Robert  A.  Birdsall  with  the  notation  “The  first  quarterdollar  minted  in 
California”  and  it  was  subsequently  obtained  from  the  museum  by 
Dr.  Maris.  We  can  find  no  record  of  public  sale  of  the  coin  between 
1886  and  1965  when  it  appeared  in  Stack’s  sale  of  the  Pierce  Collec- 
tion. Nearly  a decade  later  it  sold  with  the  Groves  collection  where  it 
realized  a very  high  (for  the  period)  $6500.  Quality-wise  the  coin  is 
excellent,  virtually  of  gem  quality.  It  is  100%  fully  struck  with  reflective 
surfaces  and  warm  gold  and  mottled  russet  toning.  (Color  Plate) 


1616.  1858,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A sharply  struck,  satiny  specimen  with  superb 
russet,  blue  and  violet  toning,  mostly  peripheral  on  the  obverse  but  a bit  deeper 
and  more  uniform  on  the  reverse.  Outstanding  “eye  appeal”  and  thus  worth  a 
definite  premium. 
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VERY  RARE  1859  PROOF  QUARTER 


1617.  1859,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Lovely  medium  gold,  gray  and  blue  toning  on  the  ob- 
verse with  lighter  gold  toning  on  the  reverse.  Very  slightly  “cloudy”  but  unusual- 
ly free  of  hairlines  or  marks  for  a proof  of  this  period.  Distinctly  rarer  than  and 
undervalued  in  comparison  to  any  of  the  proofs  that  follow.  Certainly  less  than 
100  proofs  are  known,  possibly  even  fewer  than  60. 


1618.  1862,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  As  sharply  struck  as  a proof  Quarter  could  possibly  be 
with  100%  full  details  on  all  the  design  devices.  Deep  mirror  fields  that  are  very 
clean  and  enhanced  with  superb  gold,  russet  and  blue  toning.  A really  beautiful 
coin  in  all  respects.  One  of  just  550  proofs  minted. 


POSSIBLY  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  MINT  STATE  1867-S  QUARTER 


1619.  1867-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A truly  amazing  example  of 
this  rare  date,  one  that  is  not  fully  equalled  by  any  other  1867-S  known 
to  us.  It  is  fully  struck  with  nearly  pristine  satiny  surfaces  and  lovely 
natural  golden  toning.  Very  similar  in  overall  quality  and  appearance 
to  the  superb  1865-S  we  sold  last  year  at  Auction  ’85  but,  in  ouropinion, 
the  1867-S  is  definitely  a rarer  date.  Worth  a five  figure  bid  (the  1865-S 
brought  $10,450)  or  very  close  to  it.

1620.  1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/67).  Sharply  struck  and  mostly  prooflike  (but 
obviously  a business  strike  and  not  the  more  common  proof)  with  absolutely 
glorious  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  Virtually  in  the  superb  category  and 
really  very  rare  in  this  superior  grade.  One  of  the  prettiest  coins  in  this  session. 

1621 . 1876-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  full  original  mint 
lustre  and  just  a touch  of  light  natural  golden  toning.  (Plate)

prettiest,  highest  quality  proof  Seated  Liberty  Quarters  we  have  ever  seen,  re- 
gardless of  date.  A coin  for  the  perfectionist  and  lover  of  superb  toning.  Ex  1980 
Grand  Central  Sale  (Paramount),  Lot  451.  (Color  Plate) 


1623.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A very  attractive,  completely  “original” 
coin  with  satiny  surfaces,  excellent  lustre  and  superb  light  russet  toning  high- 
lighted with  a trace  of  violet  and  blue  at  the  rims.  Great  “eye  appeal”.  Low 
mintage  of  just  14,700  pieces  including  1100  proofs. 
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1624.  1885,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Brilliant  obverse  with  light  peripheral  toning;  lovely 
smoky  reddish  gold  reverse.  AN  ACS  graded  65/65  on  12-14-85.  One  of  930 
proofs  minted. 


1625.  1885,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Gorgeous  russet,  violet  and  blue  toning,  the  lighter 
colors  in  the  center  blending  to  darker  toning  at  the  borders.  A few  light  hair- 
lines are  barely  noticeable  under  the  toning  but  the  great  color  gives  this  proof 
excellent  “eye  appeal.” 

1626.  1888,  Very  Choice  Proof  (63/65).  Very  brilliant  except  at  the  rim  which  is  toned 
from  the  coin  spending  many  years  in  an  old  album.  Some  light  obverse  hair- 
lines but  the  reverse  is  really  very  nice.  One  of  832  proofs  minted.  (Plate) 


RARE  SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1888  QUARTER 


1627.  1888,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A satiny  surfaced  gem  with  such  full  mint 
lustre  and  brilliance  that  it  looks  as  though  it  were  struck  yesterday.

1628.  1891-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Wholly  prooflike  and  very  sharply 
struck.  Beautiful  natural  gray  and  light  gold  toning.  Evidence  of  clashmarks  on 
the  obverse.  (All  prooflike  examples  we  have  seen  are  of  this  variety.)  Extremely 
rare  in  this  condition;  only  68,000  were  minted  and  we  doubt  if  more  than  8-10 
exist  in  mint  state.  Ex  Auction  ’80,  Lot  674.

1629.  1892,  Superb  Proof  (67/67).  Delicate  golden  brown  toning,  deep  mirror  fields 
and  highly  frosted  devices.  Totally  free  of  hairlines  or  marks  and  really  very 
nearly  perfect.  One  of  1245  proofs  minted. 


1630.  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Wholly  prooflike  with  considerable  “depth”  to 
the  fields  and  heavily  frosted  devices.  Virtually  indistinguishable  from  a proof 
and  there  could  be  some  reasonable  disagreement  as  to  the  coin’s  minting 
status;  we  feel  it  to  be  an  unc,  however.  Except  for  a few  light  marks  on  Miss  Lib- 
erty the  coin  is  of  exceptional  quality  with  great  brilliance  and  lustre  and  just 
a touch  of  light  toning.

1631.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  The  undisputed  “King”  of 
Barber  coinage  and  one  of  the  two  rarest  silver  coins  of  the20th  Cen- 
tury in  mint  state.  (The  overdate  1918/7-S  Quarter  is,  of  course,  the 
other.)  This  piece  leaves  little  or  nothing  to  be  desired  from  the  stand- 
point of  overall  quality  and  it  is  comparable  to  the  very  best  that  have 
been  offered  at  auction  in  recent  memory.  It  is  fully  struck  with  lus- 
trous, satiny  surfaces  that  have  only  a couple  of  the  most  trivial  of 
marks  and  the  entire  coin  is  covered  with  attractive  natural  golden 
toning.

1632.  1906-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Beautiful  deep  russet  and  violet  toned  ob- 
verse and  lovely  blue  and  gold  reverse.  Unmarked  satiny  surfaces  and  un- 
usually bold  strike  for  an  O-Mint  coin  of  this  period.  Definitely  not  a common 
date  in  this  grade.  (Plate)

1636.  1924,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Full  head.  Light  original  golden  toning.

GORGEOUS  MINT  STATE  1812  HALF  DOLLAR 


1638.  1812,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  An  outstanding  Bust  Half  Dollar  that  is  fully 
struck  with  superb  lustre,  warm  golden  toning  and  nearly  flawless  frosty  sur- 
faces. Bust  Half  Dollars  of  this  quality  are  seldom  seen  since  even  the  nicest 
usually  have  rubbing  and  friction  on  the  highest  points.  This  one  does  not  and 
it  is  certainly  one  of  the  nicer  examples  of  this  type  that  we  have  seen  in  some 
time.

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1639.  1825,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Well  struck  with  exceptional  deep  multicolored 

iridescent  toning.  One  tiny  mark  on  the  cheek  under  the  toning  but  the  surfaces 
are  otherwise  nearly  pristine.  The  glorious  toning  gives  this  coin  great  “eye 
appeal.”  | 

1640.  1826,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  Another  Bust  Half  Dollar  with  espe- 
cially pretty  toning.  This  coin  is  mostly  greenish  gold  with  some  russet  high- 
lights; it  is  very  sharply  struck  and  is  just  a few  minor  obverse  marks  away  from 
gem  quality.  (Plate) 

1641.  1827,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Boldly  struck  with  blazing  white  sur- 
faces and  a trace  of  multicolored  peripheral  toning.  A few  very  minor  surface 
marks  but  really  a virtual  gem.  (Plate) 

1642.  1832,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65+).  Very  attractive  light  russet  and  pale  I 
lavender  toning.  Sharply  struckfor  an  1832  with  highly  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces.  ' 
A few  trivial  marks  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  simply  outstanding.  (Plate) 

1643.  1836,  Reeded  Edge,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Medium  russet,  violet  and  blue 
green  toning,  lighter  in  the  centers  and  darker  at  the  rims.  Some  light  contact 
marks  associated  with  the  EF  grade  but  nothing  really  noticeable.  Scarce  and 
very  desirable  with  only  1200  pieces  minted.  (Plate) 


POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1850-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1644.  1850-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  An  outstanding  coin,  the  finest 
we  have  ever  seen  of  this  date.  It  is  from  the  John  Glenn  Halsell  Jr. 
Collection,  Lot  681,  sold  by  Stack’s  in  March  1984  where  Norman 
Stack  described  it  as  follows: 

“Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A splendid  strike  from 
rusty  dies.  As  fine  an  example  as  we  have  ever  sold.  Superb 
pale  iridescent  toning.” 

Earlier,  this  coin  was  in  Stack’s  May  1971  Sale  as  Lot  441  where  it 
was  called  “perfect  gem  uncirculated.”  In  the  Halsell  Sale  it  realized 
$6050.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1852  HALF  DOLLAR 
One  Of  Only  Two  or  Three  Known  Specimens 


1645.  1852,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  This  coin  is  from  Auction  ’84,  Lot668,  where 
it  was  described  as  follows: 

“Deep  mirror  surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  golden 
brown  and  lavender  toning.  The  coin  is  very  sharply 
struck  with  the  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  especially  well 
defined.  There  are  a few  insignificant  hairlines  in  the 
fields  but  the  overall  quality  of  this  beautifully  toned  gem 
is  truly  exceptional  for  such  an  early  proof.  Purchased 
by  Paramount  from  Robert  Batchelder,  a Pennsylvania 
dealer,  in  1974  and  sold  privately  in  early  1975.  It  later 
appeared  in  Steve  Ivy’s  “Tecumseh”  Sale  (Lot  700)  in 
December  1979  where  it  realized  $23,000. 

In  our  opinion,  no  proof  Half  Dollars  were  actually 
struck  in  1852.  The  rusted  dies  and  overall  “fabric”  of 
this  piece  indicate  it  was  minted  later,  probably  in  the 
1858-62  period  when  many  coins  were  restruck  at  the 
Mint.  The  quantity  struck  is  unknown,  but  at  present 
only  two  or  possibly  three  proof  1852  Half  Dollars  are 
known.  Unquestionably  this  coin  is  one  of  the  greatest 
proof  rarities  of  the  entire  Seated  Liberty  series." 

The  coin  realized  $7975  in  Auction  ’84  and  should  bring  consider- 
ably more  today.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1855-S  PROOF  HALF  DOLLAR 
One  Of  Only  Three  Proofs  Struck 


1646.  1855-S,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  The  matching  Half  Dollar  for  the 
unique  Quarter  offered  earlier  in  this  session.  More  mirrorlike  than 
the  Quarter  but  of  equal  quality  and  the  same  “fabric.”  The  deeply 
reflective  fields  have  some  very  faint  hairlines  but  the  coin  is  entirely 
free  of  marks,  rubbing  or  abrasions.  The  surfaces  glow  with  a radiant 
golden  tone  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really  excellent, 
far  better  than  most  known  Philadelphia  Mint  proofs  of  the  early  to 
mid  1850’s. 

Like  the  Quarter,  the  1855-S  Half  Dollar  was  undoubtedly  struck 
in  proof  to  commemorate  the  first  Half  Dollars  minted  in  California. 
Only  three  specimens  are  known  and  they  quite  likely  represent  the 
entire  mintage: 

1 ) This  specimen.  Ex  Farish-Baldenhofer  Sale  (Stack’s,  1955),  Lot

1653.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/67).  The  first  of  three  mint  state  1879  Half  Dollars, 
this  being  distinctly  the  nicest  of  the  three.  We  were  tempted  to  grade  this67/67 
(“Superb”)  because  it  is  so  exceptional  and  “flashy.”  However,  close  inspection 
with  a glass  does  reveal  a few  faint  obverse  hairlines.

The  following  collection  of  Barber  Half  Dollars  is  the  finest  we  have  ever  offered  for 
sale  and  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  ever  offered  at  public  auction.  Although  not  com- 
plete, this  collection  comes  quite  close  to  completion  and  contains  an  extraordinary 
array  of  choice  and  gem  quality  mint  state  pieces.  The  consignor,  a very  knowledgeable 
and  discriminating  numismatist,  spent  nearly  fifteen  years  assembling  this  collection 
and  was  able  to  acquire  many  finest  known  or  condition  census  pieces.  Also  included 
in  this  offering  are  several  high  quality  duplicates  from  the  aforementioned  collection 
as  well  as  several  very  nice  proofs.

1660.  1892-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Normal  size  mintmark.  An  outstanding 
example  of  this  rare,  low  mintage  date,  one  of  the  very  best  we  have  seen.  It  is 
very  sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  beautiful  light  reddish 
gold  toning.  Even  under  a glass,  the  fields  and  devices  are  close  to  perfection. 
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1661 . 1892-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Partially  prooflike  obverse  and  fully 
proof  I ike  reverse.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  light  peripheral  toning.  Some 
faint  obverse  hairlines  but  the  reverse  is  really  nice. 

1662.  1893,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Fully  struck  with  a partial  wire  rim 
on  the  obverse.  Frosty  with  good  lustre  and  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  Signs 
of  contact  on  Liberty’s  face,  cap  and  neck  but  the  obverse  fields  and  the  entire 
reverse  are  very  clean.  (Plate) 

1663.  1893-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Mottled  russet  and  blue  toning.  Sharp 
strike  for  this  issue  and  good  lustre.  Some  minor  “slide  marks”  on  the  cheek.

1664.  1894,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A premium  quality  example  of  this  relatively 
common  date.

The  coin  is  a fully  struck,  satiny  gem 
with  almost  perfect  surfaces  and  incredible  medium  multicolored  toning.  With- 
out question,  one  of  the  most  attractive  coins  in  the  collection.  (Color  Plate) 

1670.  1895-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65+).  Obviously  not  of  the  caliber  of  the 
preceding  lot  but  still  very  choice  and  desirable.  It  is  struck  up  extremely  well 
and  has  full  mint  lustre  and  deeply  prooflike  fields.  The  reverse  is  terrific,  prob- 
ably good  enough  for  a full  67  rating.  The  obverse  hassome  minor  abrasionson 
the  face  and  neck.  (Plate) 

1671.  1896,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  Faint  slide  marks  on  the  cheek  and 
neck  but  otherwise  a gem.  Semi-prooflike  fields,  satiny  devices  and  a full  strike 
give  this  coin  an  excellent  overall  appearance.

A really  terrific  example  of  this 
date,  as  nice  as  we  can  recall  seeing.  It  has  creamy  smooth,  fully 
frosty  surfaces,  an  absolutely  needle  sharp  strike,  booming  lustre  and 
beautiful  violet  brown  peripheral  toning.  There  are  a couple  of  trivial 
marks  on  Liberty’s  face  (and  we  mean  trivial!)  as  well  as  the  often  seen 
“roller  marks”  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  as  struck.

1677.  1898-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Unusually  well  struck  for  an  1898-0  with  a 
sharp,  square  edge.  Glossy,  satiny  surfaces  with  lovely  light  gray  and  gold  ton- 
ing highlighted  by  a dash  of  russet  at  the  obverse  border.  A very  rare  date  in  this 
gem  condition,  about  on  a par  with  the  1896-0,  1896-S,  1897-0  and  1897-S. 

1678.  1898-S,  Uncirculated  (60/63).  Beautiful  light  russet  and  gold  toning.  Scarce  in 
mint  state  although  less  so  than  the  1898-0.  Ex  Reed  Hawn  Sale  (Stack’s,  1973), 
Lot  345.  (Plate) 
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1679.  1899,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/67).  Super  frosty  and  fully  struck.  Lustrous 
with  delicate  golden  toning.  Some  light  abrasions  on  Liberty’s  face,  cap  and 
neck  but,  as  is  often  the  case,  the  reverse  is  very  nearly  perfect.  (Plate)

This  is  what  is  sometimes  referred 
to  as  a “cameo  proof.”  Attractive  light  to  medium  golden  toning.  One  of  912 
proofs  struck. 


1684.  1900,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Brilliant  and  fully  struck  with  just  a trace  of 
light  golden  toning.  Excellent  lustre  and  very  clean,  completely  frosty  surfaces. 
Despite  the  high  mintage,  choice  or  gem  quality  business  strikes  of  this  issue 
are  really  surprisingly  scarce  . . . proofs  are  available  considerably  more  often.

1685.  1900-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Beautiful  warm  gold  and  lavender  toning.

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RARE  AND  BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  1902-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1689.  1902-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A lovely  satiny  gem  with  beautiful  light  rus- 
set toning  highlighted  atthe  border  with  blueand  greenish  gold.  Excellent  lustre 
and  “eye  appeal.”  Some  light  “roller  marks”  as  made  on  the  obverse  (these  are 
almost  de  rigeur  on  S-Mint  Halves  of  this  period,  particularly  1901 -S,  1902-Sand 
1903-S)  but  there  are  only  a few  really  trivial  marks  that  have  occurred  after  strik- 
ing. The  reverse  is  literally  perfect  and  extremely  pretty.  Ex  Reed  Hawn  Collec- 
tion Sale  (Stack’s,  1973),  Lot  360. 


1690.  1903,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Magnificent  toning,  medium  russet  in  the 
centers  blending  with  violet  and  blue  at  the  rims.  Well  struck  with  superb  lustre 
and  clean,  satiny  surfaces.  The  comments  we  made  concerning  the  rarity  of  the 
1902  and  1900  apply  here  as  well  . . . this  is  no  common  date  in  Gem  Unc. 


1691 . 1903-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Radiant  lustre  with  just  a trace  of  light  gold 
toning.  Very  sharply  struck  for  an  0-Mint  Barber  Half  with  none  of  the  usual 
weakness  on  the  eagle.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  only  a few,  almost  mic- 
roscopic marks  on  the  obverse.  One  of  the  better  examples  of  this  very  scarce 
date  that  we  have  seen. 
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1692.  1903-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  Satiny  and  fully  struck  with  very  delicate  | 
toning.  A few  “roller  marks”  (as  made)  on  the  obverse  but,  as  we  noted  when 
describing  the  1902-S,  this  is  almost  standard  for  this  date.  The  obverse  has  a 
few  other  miniscule  marks  but,  as  is  often  the  case  with  gem  quality  Barbers,  the 
reverse  is  essentially  perfect.  This  is  one  of  the  second  level  rarities  (like  the 
1903-0  just  offered)  of  the  series.  It  is  seldom  offered  in  Unc.  and  true  gems  like 
this  are  quite  rare. 


UNDERRATED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1904  HALF  DOLLAR 


1693.  1904,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Blazing  mint  lustre  with  a little  peripheral  ob- 
verse toning  and  a diagonal  swath  of  violet  and  blue  across  the  eagle.  The  re- 
verse is  virtually  superb  and  the  obverse  has  just  a few  extremely  minor  marks. 
This  date  is  one  of  our  favorites.  Considered  by  almost  everyone  to  be  a com- 
mon date,  it  is  actually  seen  less  often  than  some  of  the  highly  touted  mint- 
marked  issues  of  the  series!  Interestingly,  1904  is  the  premier  year  of  the  series: 
the  1904  is  the  rarest  P-Mint  of  the  series,  the  1904-0  isthe  rarest  0-Mint  and  the 
1904-S  is  the  rarest  S-Mint,  the  latter  two  also  being  the  two  rarest  dates  of  the 
entire  series.

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SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1904-0  HALF  DOLLAR 

Possibly  Finest  Known  Example  of  One  of  the 
Two  Rarest  Dates  In  The  Series 


1694.  1904-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A truly  remarkable  one-of-a- 
kind  coin  that  ranks  as  the  finest  example  of  this  very  rare  date  that 
we  have  seen  in  many  years  of  specializing  in  this  series.  It  is  very 
sharply  struck  with  virtually  flawless  satiny  surfaces,  full  mint  lustre 
and  scintillating  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning.  Along  with  the 
1904-S  (unfortunately  not  present  in  this  collection),  the  1904-0  is,  in 
our  opinion,  the  premier  date  of  the  Barber  Half  Dollar  series.  In  this 
condition,  it  is  much  more  rare  than  the  popular  1921 -S  Walking  Lib- 
erty which  sells  for  2-3  times  as  much  and  it  actually  compares  quite 
favorably  with  the  1901-S  Quarter. 

There’s  a real  compression  of  values  in  the  Barber  500  series,  more 
so  than  in  any  other  U.S.  series.  By  compression  we  mean  the  per- 
centage difference  in  value  between  the  lowest  priced  date  in  the 
series  and  the  highest  priced.  For  Barber  Halves,  the  swing  in  price  is 
only  a factor  of  two  between  say  an  1892  (common)  and  the  1904-0  or 
1904-S  which  are  perhaps  a hundred  or  more  times  as  rare.  This 
doesn’t  make  much  sense  to  us  and  some  day  the  rarities  just  have  to 
go  up  proportionately  in  value.  By  that  line  of  thinking,  this  coin  is 
drastically  undervalued,  as  are  all  of  the  rare  dates  offered  here.

VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1904-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1695.  1904-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65+).  A beautiful  example  of  this  very 
rare  date  with  light  russet  toning  covering  mostof  thecoinand  justathin  haloof 
blue  at  the  obverse  border.  Lustrous  and  satiny  with  an  outstanding  reverse  and 
only  a few  rather  light  obverse  abrasions.  Ex  Reed  Hawn  Collection  Sale 
(Stack’s,  1973),  Lot  367. 
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NEARLY  PERFECT  MINT  STATE  1905  HALF  DOLLAR 


1696.  1905,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67+/67+).  Virtual  perfection  in  a Barber 
Half  Dollar,  possibly  the  finest  in  the  collection  from  an  overall  quality 
standpoint  although  several  others  are  just  about  as  nice.  This  coin 
has  it  all,  superb  strike,  lustre,  color  and  surfaces.  Obviously  we  have 
not  seen  a better  1905  than  this  one. 

With  its  low  mintage,  which  is  comparable  to  some  of  the  rare  mint 
marked  issues,  the  1905  has  for  some  time  been  correctly  recognized 
as  a rare  date.  Actually  we  have  seen  more  uncs  of  this  date  than  the 
1904  but  this  date’s  rarity  is  still  without  question. 


INCREDIBLY  TONED  1905-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1697.  1905-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Do  you  like  really  beautiful 
natural  toning?  If  you  do,  be  sure  and  look  at  this  coin.  It  is  justabout 
as  pretty  as  a coin  can  be.  Greenish  gold  dominates  the  obverse  but 
there  are  also  splashes  of  violet,  blue  and  russet.  The  reverse  is  mind 
boggling  in  its  beauty,  light  russet  in  the  center  turning  to  deeper 
russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the  rims.  The  strike  is  a bit 
“mushy”  but  is  typical  of  nearly  every  1905-0  we  have  seen.  (Our 
Auction  '83  coin  was  a notable  exception.)  The  surfaces  are  virtually 
perfect  and  have  amazing  lustre  under  the  toning. 
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1698.  1905-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Light  golden  toning,  lustrous,  satiny  sur- 
faces and  a very  sharp  strike.  Some  very  faint  “roller  marks”  running  across  the 
head  but,  as  stated  several  times  earlier,  these  are  omnipresent  on  S-Mint  Halves 
of  this  era.  They  are  “as  made”  and  are  not  usually  detracting;  certainly  they  are 
not  on  this  piece. 


1699.  1906,  Superb  Proof  (67/67+).  An  outstanding  quality  proof  with  amazing  deep 
sea  green  and  violet  toning.  A prettier  proof  would  be  hard  to  find.  Only  675 
struck. 

1700.  1906,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Warm  gray  and  gold  toning.  Fully 
struck  with  frosty  surfaces.  Some  obverse  abrasions  but,  as  usual,  the  reverse  is 
extremely  choice.  (Plate) 


UNUSUAL  1906-D  HALF  DOLLAR  WITH  “PROOF”  OBVERSE 


1701 . 1906-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  This  is  a most  intriguing  coin,  one  that  could 
reasonably  be  called  a one-sided  proof.  If  one  looked  only  at  the  obverse,  the 
coin  would  unhesitatingly  be  called  a Philadelphia  Mint  proof;  it  is  a lot  more 
than  just  “prooflike”  as  that  term  is  applied  to  business  strikes.  But  flip  the  coin 
over  and  . . . voila,  a frosty  D-Mint  reverse.  Since  1906  marked  the  opening  of  the 
Denver  Mint  one  could  conjecture  that  a proof  1 906-D  50b  would  exist  (there  are 
proofs  of  the  Dime,  Eagle  and  Double  Eagle,  why  not  the  Half  Dollar?)  but  that 
doesn’t  explain  why  only  one  side  is  proof.  Whatever  its  origin,  the  coin  is  cer- 
tainly very  interesting  and  also  of  gem  quality  despite  an  obverse  hairline  or  two. 
It  also  has  beautiful  peripheral  russet  toning. 
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1702.  1906-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65+).  A super  lustrous,  fully  prooflike 
specimen  with  tremendous  “flash”  and  “eye-appeal”.  (Note  that  although  this 
specimen  is  highly  prooflike,  its  surfaces  don’t  look  anything  like  the  obverseof 
the  preceding  lot  which  is  exactly  why  we  think  the  previous  coin  was  probably 
a special  strike  of  some  sort.)  There  are  a few  really  minor  bagmarks  on  the  ob- 
verse of  this  coin  but  the  reverse  is  virtually  superb.  (Plate) 


1703.  1906-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Broad,  square  edge  but  a little  softly  struck 
on  the  devices  as  are  many,  if  not  most,  examples  of  this  date.  Highly  lustrous, 
frosty  surfaces  and  beautiful  natural  golden  toning. 

1704.  1906-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  Nearly  in  the  gem  class,  separated 
from  that  grade  only  by  a few  light  obverse  bagmarks.  Unusually  well  struck  for 
a 1906-0  since  the  majority  have  strikes  similar  to  the  preceding  lot.  Full  mint 
lustre  with  a brilliant  obverse  and  a warmly  toned  reverse.  This  coin  might  ap- 
peal more  to  some  buyers  than  the  preceding  lot  because  of  its  strike.  (Plate) 


MAGNIFICENT  UNCIRCULATED  1906-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1705.  1906-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Glorious  multicolored  autumn  leaves 
toning,  an  absolutely  delightful  blend  of  greenish  gold  and  russet  with  blue  and 
violet  highlights.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless  and  the  strike  is  very 
sharp.  We  don’t  see  how  a finer  or  prettier  1906-S  could  possibly  exist.  (Color 
Plate) 

1706.  1907,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  lightgolden  toning 
and  only  a few  inconsequential  bagmarks.  (Plate) 

1707.  1907-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Lustrous  and  sharp  with  frosty  surfaces 
and  light  peripheral  toning.  (Plate) 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  AND  POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1907-0  HALF  DOLLAR 


1708.  1907-0,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67+).  The  finest  1907-0  Barber  Half  Dollar  we 
have  seen,  bar  none.  It  is  fully  struck  (with  none  of  the  mounding  or  “mumps” 
effect  so  often  seen)  and  it  has  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces,  virtually  no  marks  (zero 
on  the  reverse)  and  superb  natural  multicolored  toning,  mostly  greenish  gold 
and  russet.  An  exquisite  coin  in  every  regard. 


RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1907-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1709.  1907-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  A lovely,  satiny  specimen  that  is  very 
nearly  as  struck  save  for  the  addition  of  beautiful  pale  russet  toning  over  the 
years.  The  coin  we  sold  last  year  in  Auction  ’85  for  $5775  had  even  nicer  toning 
but  this  coin  is  technically  finer  and  thus  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  known  of 
this  rare  and  still  somewhat  underrated  date. 


1710.  1907-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+63+).  Double  punched  mintmark  with  top  of 
the  original  S prominent  above  the  curve  of  the  final  S.  A very  clear  variety,  and 
one  we  cannot  recall  seeing  before.  This  coin  has  beautiful  medium  greenish 
gold,  russet  and  blue  toning,  a sharp  strike  and  full  mint  frost.  There  are  a few 
abrasions  but  the  coin  is  really  close  to  being  a gem. 
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1711.  1908-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Excellent  strike  for  the  issue.  Very 

lustrous  with  light  golden  toning.  Minor  abrasions  break  the  lustre  and  toning  on  i 
Liberty’s  face  and  neck,  but  the  reverse  is  free  of  marks.  (Plate) 


1712.  1909,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Fully  struck  with  a sharp  square  edge  and 
bold  details.  Frosty  and  lustrous  with  attractive  golden  toning.  One  milling  mark 
in  Liberty’s  hair  but  only  a few  other  extremely  trivial  marks.  One  of  the  better 
1909  Half  Dollars  we’ve  seen. 


1713.  1909-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  A virtual  gem  with  an  excellent 
strike  for  the  issue  (no  “mumps”  as  usually  seen),  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  light 
golden  toning.  A few  very  faint  slide  marks  on  Liberty’s  face  and  a tiny  vertical 
scratch  on  the  neck.  This  is  one  of  the  medium  rarities  of  the  series  and  it  is  sel- 
dom available  in  gem  condition. 


1714.  1909-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  An  extremely  choice  example  of  this 
scarce  date  with  highly  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  that  have  just  a trace  of  light 
gold  toning.  There  are  some  faint  “roller  marks”  (as  made)  on  the  face  (very 
common  with  S-Mint  Barber  Halves)  but  virtually  no  marks  that  have  occurred 
since  the  coin  was  struck.  Slightly  finer  than  the  gem  in  our  session  of  Auction 
’85  that  realized  $3960. 
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RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1910  HALF  DOLLAR 


1715.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  An  “original”  gem  with  afull  strike,  lovely  gray 
and  golden  brown  toning,  excellent  lustre  and  minimal  bagmarks.  Rare  in  mint 
state;  in  fact,  the  1910  is  one  of  the  rarest  P-Mint  issues  in  the  entire  series.  Most 
fine  Barber  collections  have  a proof  of  this  date  because  gem  business  strikes 
are  so  elusive. 

1716.  1910,  Uncirculated  (60/63).  Partially  prooflike  obverse,  fully  prooflike  reverse. 
Cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  hairlined  and  rubbed  in  the  fields  on  the  obverse. 
The  reverse  is  lightly  toned  and  rather  attractive. 


1717.  1910-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Beautiful  golden  brown  and  violet  periph- 
eral toning.  Sharply  struck  with  completely  frosty,  highly  lustrous  surfaces.  An 
absolute  minimum  of  marks  on  the  obverse  and  a nearly  superb  reverse.  Excel- 
lent “eye  appeal.” 


1718.  1910-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A second  gem  quality  1910-S,  this  with  full 
original  mint  lustre  and  brilliance.  There  is  a light  horizontal  hairline  on  Liberty’s 
face  but  only  a few  other  trivial  marks. 
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1719.  1911,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Slightly  soft  strike  and  attractive  warm  golden 
toning.  Completely  “original”,  frosty  surfaces  that  have  minimal  marks  and  good 
lustre. 


LOW  MINTAGE  1911-D  HALF  DOLLAR 


1720.  1911-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Lovely  light  golden  brown  toning  and 
nearly  unmarked  surfaces.  Radiant  mint  lustre  and  excellent  overall  appearance. 


VERY  SCARCE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1911-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1721 . 1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Pale  natural  toning,  a light  iridescent  blend 
of  gold,  violet  and  russet.  Several  tiny  marks  on  Liberty’s  neck  but  otherwise 
virtually  without  flaw.  A trifle  subdued  in  the  lustre  department  but  this  isafunc- 
tion  of  how  the  coin  was  stored  over  the  years.  Moderately  scarce  as  a date  and 
very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  strict  MS-65  condition.

A little  more  lustre  and  this  would  easily 
grade  “MS-67.”  Comparable  in  rarity,  quality  and  overall  appearance  to  the 
1911-S  just  offered.

VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1913  HALF  DOLLAR 


1723.  1913,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A gorgeous  example  of  this  very 
rare,  low  mintage  date  with  glowing  lustre,  a full  strike  and  beautiful 
light  golden  toning  covering  the  frosty  surfaces.  Just  a tiny  mark  or 
two  away  from  the  superb  class  and  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  very 
finest,  1913  Half  Dollars  that  we  have  seen.  Generally,  only  proofs  of 
this  date  are  available. 


1724.  1913,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Well  struck  with  satiny  surfaces  and  just  a 
trace  of  light  toning.  A few  light  obverse  marks  but  the  reverse  is  very  nice.  Sel- 
dom seen  in  mint  state.  Only  188,627  pieces  struck.  (Plate) 


1725.  1913-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Light  golden  toned,  satiny  surfaces.  Full 
strike  and  lustre.  Low  mintage  (534,000  struck)  date,  but  not  really  quite  as  rare 
as  that  mintage  would  indicate.  Nevertheless,  gems  like  this  are  certainly  very 
scarce. 
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RARE  1913-S  HALF  DOLLAR 


1726.  1913-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A premium  quality  example  of 
this  rare  and  popular  date.  (Despite  its  higher  mintage,  this  date  is 
much  rarer  than  the  191 3-D  in  gem  condition.)  This  coin  is  fully  struck 
and  lustrous  with  beautiful  natural  golden  toning  and  nearly  mark- 
free  surfaces.  Overall,  one  of  the  nicest  1913-S  Half  Dollars  we  have 
seen  or  handled. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1914  HALF  DOLLAR 


1727.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Despite  a few  light  bagmarks  on 
Liberty’s  face  and  neck,  we  are  still  compelled  to  call  this  a “gem” 
because  of  its  many  other  attributes  and  high  quality  surfaces.  The 
coin  is  fully  struck  and  entirely  “original”  with  superb  natural  golden 
toning  and  radiant  mint  lustre.  Only  124,610  were  minted,  the  lowest 
figure  for  any  issue  in  the  series.  We  have  seen  any  number  of  gem 
proofs  (which  also  have  the  lowest  mintage  among  proof  Barber  Half 
Dollars)  but  only  a few  comparable  mint  state  specimens. 


1728.  1914,  Uncirculated  (60/65).  This  coin  has  a lovely  gem  quality  reverse,  fully 
struck  and  beautifully  toned  a light  gold  color.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  ob- 
verse has  been  lightly  brushed  across  the  neck.  Still  rare  and  desirable  since 
mint  state  examples  of  this  date  are  seldom  seen.  (Plate) 
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1729.  1914-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/67).  Fully  struck  with  an  absolutely  superb  re- 
verse and  an  obverse  that  is  ultra  close  to  67  quality.  The  lustre  is  outstanding 
and  the  surfaces  have  just  a hint  of  the  most  delicate  possible  toning.  We  may 
have  seen  an  equal  quality  specimen  or  two  but  we  don’t  recall  a distinctly  finer 
one.  Not  a rare  date  by  Barber  standards,  but  not  really  common  either,  espe- 
cially in  MS-65  or  better  condition. 

1730.  1915,  Uncirculated  (60+/63).  A little  lacklustre,  particularly  on  the  obverse, 
possibly  from  an  earlier  cleaning;  now  toning  a warm  medium  golden  color. 
With  only  138,450  pieces  struck,  the  1915  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  in  the 
entire  series.  (Plate) 

1731.  1915-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Highly  lustrous  with  delicate  golden 
toning;  full  strike.  Only  a few  light  bag  marks  but  there  is  a noticeable  pin  scratch 
across  Liberty’s  head  into  the  field.  (Plate) 


1732.  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Radiant  mint  lustre  with  just  a trace  of 
light  golden  toning  enhancing  the  coin’s  overall  appearance.  The  coin  is  very 
well  struck  and  has  only  afewof  the  mosttrivial  of  bagmarks.  One  regularly  sees 
the  lower  mintage  1915-D  in  gem  condition  but  we  can’t  remember  when  the  last 
time  was  that  we  saw  a 1915-S  like  this  one.  Note:  This  lot  is  the  final  one  in  this 
superb  offering  of  Barber  Half  Dollars,  an  offering  likely  to  be  remembered  fora 
long  time  as  the  standard  of  quality  for  this  series. 


1733.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Obverse  mintmark.  Delicate  golden  ton- 
ing turning  to  darker  iridescent  greenish  gold  and  russet  at  the  border.  Well 
struck  for  the  issue  with  more  than  half  the  head  detail  showing  as  well  as  the 
notch  between  the  thumb  and  fingers. 
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1734.  1919-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Typical  strike  for  the  issue  with  consider- 
able weakness  on  the  head  and  hand  and  eagle’s  leg.  Mottled,  somewhat  “dirty”, 
reddish  gold  toning.  Very  scarce  date  in  choice  uncirculated  condition,  second 
in  the  entire  series  only  to  the  high  priced  1921-S.  (Plate) 


1735.  1928-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Mottled  greenish  gold  and  russet  toning. 
Average  strike  for  the  date  with  some  softness  on  Liberty’s  head  and  hand. 
Under  the  toning,  the  surfaces  appear  very  lustrous  and  almost  entirely  free  of 
marks.  A slightly  better  strike  would  give  this  coin  an  “MS-67”  grade.  A rare  date 
and  one  of  our  favorites  in  the  series. 

1736.  1929-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  ANACS  graded  65/65  on  5-17-85.  Excellent 
strike  and  outrageous  lustre.  The  die  scratches  one  usually  sees  on  this  issue 
are  in  great  abundance  here.  Tremendous  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal.”  (Plate) 

1737.  1929-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Very  sharply  struck  even  though  the  hand  is 
not  full.  Deep  toning  covers  surfaces  that  appearto  be  (it’s  hard  to  tell  with  such 
deep  toning)  nearly  perfect.  The  toning  is  the  type  we  see  once  in  a while  on 
coins  that  have  been  stored  for  a long  time  in  old  type  manila  coin  envelopes.

1738.  1933-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Razor  sharp  strike  and  deep  gray  and  green- 
ish gold  toning,  the  type  that  usually  results  from  years  spent  in  an  old  type 
manila  coin  envelope.  It’s  difficult  to  tell  for  sure,  but  there  appear  to  be  few,  if 
any,  marks  under  the  toning.  (Plate)

1742.  1846,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Sharply  struck  and  completely  “original” 
with  full  mint  frost,  lovely  golden  toning  and  some  widely  scattered  and  very 
light  bagmarks.  Genuinely  scarce  in  choice  mint  state  (as  are  all  thesilvercoins 
of  this  era):  in  fact,  this  is  actually  far  more  rare  than  all  but  a few  of  the  rarest  and 
highest  priced  Morgans.  Unfortunately,  Seated  Liberty  Dollars  are  too  rare  to  be 
“promotable”  and  they  have  “suffered”  accordingly,  at  least  in  comparison  to 
Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars.  (Plate) 
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1743.  1854,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  This  is  actually  a virtual  gem  with  only 
some  very  minor  and  widely  scattered  bagmarks  visible  underaglassalong  with 
the  usually  seen  planchet  lines  that  were  not  entirely  eliminated  by  the  striking 
process.  The  obverse  is  deeply  toned  in  shades  of  gray,  blue  and  gold  while  the 
reverse  is  a delicate  golden  brown.  The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  with  every  bit 
as  much  detail  as  the  typical  proof  of  the  date.  Rarein  mint  state,  especially  in  63 
or  better  condition  as  evidenced  by  the  recent  record  $17,600  pricefor  a gem  ata 
New  York  sale. 

1744.  1860-0,  Uncirculated  (60+/60+).  A very  sharply  struck,  fully  lustrous  specimen. 
The  frosty  surfaces  have  numerous  light  bagmarks  but  none  are  severe.  Could 
be  called  “Choice  BU”  with  few  quibbles.  (Plate) 


1745.  1861,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Brilliant,  deep  mirror  fields  with  satiny  devices 
and  beautiful  light  russet  peripheral  toning.  A few  light  hairlines  do  not  material- 
ly detract  from  the  overall  excellent  appearance  of  this  coin.  One  of  1000  proofs 
reportedly  minted  although  undoubtedly  considerably  fewerwere  actually  sold. 
Ex  Irving  M.  Moskowitz  Collection  Sale  (Quality  Sales,  1977),  Lot  1367.

1746.  1864,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Deep  mirror  fields  and  very  satiny  devices,  especially 
Miss  Liberty.  Mostly  brilliant  except  for  some  lovely  violet  brown  peripheral  ton- 
ing. The  fields  have  a few  insignificant  hairlines  but  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of 
this  coin  is  really  excellent.  Only  470  proofs  minted. 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1866  SILVER  DOLLAR 
Possibly  Third  Finest  Known  Business  Strike 


1747.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/67).  A truly  outstanding  example  of  this 
rare  first  year  of  type.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  with  almost  full  starand 
head  detail  and  it  has  highly  lustrous  surfaces  that  are  bathed  in  abso- 
lutely superb  medium  gold  and  violet  toning.  Like  most  (but  not  all) 
business  strikes,  it  is  fully  prooflike,  although  it  is  not  a coin  anyone 
knowledgeable  would  ever  mistake  for  a proof.  There  are  a few  minis- 
cule obverse  bagmarks  on  the  figure  (the  fields  are  superb!)  but  the 
reverse  is  essentially  flawless  and  unimprovable.  A stunning  coin 
from  the  standpoint  of  overall  appearance  and  “eye  appeal.” 

Only  49,625  1866  Motto  Silver  Dollars  were  struck,  a figure  which 
included  725  proofs.  Today,  business  strikes  are  very  rare  while 
proofs,  which  were  meant  to  be  saved,  are  encountered  with  regular- 
ity. The  finest  1866  Dollar  is  the  incomparable  Jimmy  Hayes  speci- 
men which  sold  last  Fall  for  a record  $31,900.  A piece  in  the  personal 
collection  of  a well  known  Florida  dealer  is  the  second  finest  and  this 
coin  then  is  the  third  finest  known  (to  us,  anyway).  Based  on  the  price 
realized  by  the  Hayes  coin,  this  specimen  might  well  realize  in  excess 
of  $20,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1869  DOLLAR 


1748.  1869,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A very  lustrous,  fully  struck  gem, 
with  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  light  golden  toning.  There  are  a few 
tiny  bagmarks  and  almost  “invisible”  hairlines  (mostly  on  the  obverse) 
but  this  coin  still  falls  easily  into  the  “MS-65”  class  and  it  certainly  ranks 
as  one  of  the  finest  of  the  comparatively  few  choice  or  gem  uncs  that 
are  known  of  this  date.  Worth  close  to  five  figures. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1872-S  DOLLAR 


1749.  1872-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Very  well  struck  for  a mint  state  Seated 
Liberty  Dollar  with  just  the  barest  trace  of  softness  on  Liberty’s  head  and  very 
sharply  defined  details  elsewhere.  The  golden  toned  fields  are  deeply  prooflike 
and  the  devices  are  lightly  frosted.  Except  for  a milling  mark  on  Liberty’s  leg 
there  are  no  noticeable  obverse  marks  and  just  a few  minimal  ones  on  the  re- 
verse. A few  light  hairlines  are  also  present. 

In  any  grade,  an  1872-S  Dollar  is  rare;  in  full  mint  state  it  is  very  rare,  far  more 
so,  for  example,  than  an  1892-S  or  1893-S  Morgan  Dollar.  l/Ve  have  never  seen  a 
true  gem  and  no  more  than  three  or  four  at  this  condition  level.  However,  none  of 
the  others  were  as  proof  like  or  nearly  as  “flashy”  as  this  particular  coin.  It  may 
well  be  a strong  candidate  for  “Finest  Known.” 
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1750.  1885-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  cameo  prooflike,  with  deep  mirror 
fields  and  highly  frosted  head  and  eagle.  There  are  a few  minor,  widely  scattered 
bagmarks  which,  of  course,  show  up  more  on  a prooflike  coin  likethisthan  on  a 
frosty  one,  but  none  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  A very  “flashy”  and  appeal- 
ing coin. 

1751 . A pair  of  very  choice  proof  Morgans,  both  virtually  in  the  gem  class.  The  first  is 
dated  1891  and  grades  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  It  is  sharper  than  most  proofs  of 
the  date  and  has  light  golden  toning,  excellent  contrast  and  just  afewfaint  hair- 
lines. The  other  is  an  1896  with  deeply  frosted  head  and  eagle  and  dazzling 
lustre.  It  grades  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+)  and  is  especially  “flashy”.  Both  appear- 
ed in  Auction  ’80  where  they  were  lots  1782  and  1804  respectively  and  realized 
$3400  apiece.  Two  pieces.  (Plate) 


1752.  1891-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A boldly  struck  example  of  this  usually 
weak  date  with  full  original  mint  frost  and  brilliance.  Very  clean  surfaces  with 
just  a few  trivial  bagmarks.  Definitely  one  of  the  best  of  this  date  that  we’ve 
handled. 


1753.  1892-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Full  strike  and  lustre.  Similar  in  appearance 
and  quality  to  the  1891-0  just  offered.  Most  1892-0’s  are  rather  flat  and  “lifeless” 
but  this  gem  quality  example  is  a pleasant  exception. 
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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1895  PROOF  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1754.  1895,  Gem  Proof  (65/67).  A really  magnificent  example  of  this  most 
well  known  and  popular  “King  of  Morgan  Dollars.”  The  frosted  (and 
nearly  flawless)  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  stand  out  in  bold  relief 
against  the  deep  mirror  fields  and  the  coin’s  overall  beauty  is  greatly 
enhanced  by  superb  natural  reddish  gold  and  violettoning  atthe  peri- 
phery. The  obverse  has  a few  trivial  hairlines  but  is  nevertheless  of 
gem  quality  and  the  reverse  is,  for  all  practical  purposes,  pristine. 

The  1895  Philadelfjhia  Mint  Morgan  Dollar  was  struck  in  very 
limited  quantities,  far  less  than  of  any  other  date  in  this  ever  popular 
series.  Only  12,000  commercial  strikes  together  with  880  proofs  were 
minted  and  today,  only  proofs  and  impaired  proofs  are  known.  No 
uncontroversial  business  strike  has  ever  been  reliably  reported  in  any 
known  collection  and  so  this  coin  can  really  be  called  a “proof-only” 
date.  (Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  PROOF  1895  DOLLAR 


1755.  1895,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  Pale  gold  and  russet  toning.  Some  light 
hairlines  including  several  noticeable  ones  on  Liberty’s  cheek  but 
virtually  no  contact  marks  of  even  the  most  trivial  kind.  Rare  and 
always  in  great  demand. 
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GORGEOUS  1901  PROOF  DOLLAR 


1756.  1901,  Gem  Proof  (65+/67).  An  outstanding  quality  proof  that  is  virtually  in  the 
superb  class.  It  is  fully  struck  and  has  gorgeous  medium  violet  and  gold  obverse 
toning  and  a flawless,  blazing  reverse  that  is  just  beginning  to  tone  a warm  gold. 
A finer  or  even  equal  quality  proof  of  this  rare  and  coveted  date  (especially  when 
color  and  “eye  appeal”  are  considered)  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
obtain.  One  of  813  proofs  minted. 

1757.  1927,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  One  of  the  prettiest  Peace  Dollars  we’ve 
seen  with  superb  medium  gold  and  violet  toning.  The  strike  is  100%  full  and 
there  a just  a few  random  bagmarks,  none  serious.  Ex  Bruce  Todd  Collection.

1758.  1934-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  great 
lustre  and  color  (light  to  medium  gold)  and  minimal  marks.  A lovely  example 
of  the  key  date  in  the  series.

1759.  1882,  Choice  Proof  (63/63+).  Beautiful  light  to  medium  reddish  gold  and  violet 
toning.

Similar  in  overall 
quality  to  the  preceding  lot,  although  with  virtually  no  marks  on  the 
faces.  Beautiful,  even  gray  violet  central  toning  with  a thin  greenish 
gold  and  russet  “halo”  at  the  rims.  Above  average  strike  for  the  issue 
and  really  quite  exceptional  in  every  regard.  The  rarest  U.S.  silver 
commemorative  in  this  grade. 


1764.  1921  Alabama,  2x2,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  A true  gem  Alabama,  one  of 
the  best  we’ve  seen  of  this  rare  and  underrated  issue.  It  is  boldly  struck  and  fully 
lustrous  with  light  gold  obverse  toning  and  beautiful  light  multicolored  reverse 
toning.

Clash  marks  at 
the  chin  and  tie  as  is  the  case  with  the  vast  majority  of  genuine  speci- 
mens. The  fields  have  the  usual  raised  die  scratches  but  the  surfaces 
are  pleasantly  free  of  hairlines,  marks  or  abrasions.

1769.  1928  Hawaii,  Gem  Proof  (67/65).  Very  rare  sandblast  proof,  one  of 
only  50  pieces  struck  for  dignitaries  (like  King  George  V of  England), 
politicians  (such  as  President  Calvin  Coolidge),  members  of  the 
Hawaiian  Sesquicentennial  Commission,  and  various  museums.  The 
obverse  is  essentially  perfect,  the  reverse  nearly  so  except  for  three 
small  identifying  nicks  on  the  reverse  rim.  ANACS  Certification 
E6493B  (not  included).  Displaying  the  exceptional  detail  as  well  as 
the  uniformly  fine  granular  surfaces  that  characterize  these  proofs. 
The  coin  also  has  attractive  warm  golden  toning. 

Of  the  50  proofs  originally  struck,  a number  are  impounded  in 
museums  and  a substantial  number  of  the  others  have  been  cleaned. 
No  choice  proof  has  appeared  at  public  auction  since  this  very  speci- 
men last  sold  in  the  Williams  Collection  Sale  (Bowers  and  Ruddy)  in 
September,  1979.  Two  other  proofs  sold  earlier  that  same  year  (in- 
cluding one  in  the  inaugural  “apostrophe” sale.  Auction  79)  but  none 
have  resurfaced  in  the  intervening  seven  years.  This  coin  realized 
$11,000  in  1979  but  the  commemorative  market  has  soared  to  new 
heights  since  that  time  making  a bid  in  the  $20,000+  range  probably 
necessary  to  buy  this  piece.  (Color  Plate) 


1770.  1928  Hawaii,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  A marvelous  example  of  this  rare  and 
popular  commemorative.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  and  is  nearly  superb  (MS-67) 
in  all  respects.  It  has  exceptional  lustre  as  well  as  lovely  light  natural  toning  and 
only  a few  insignificant  marks.  This  piece  has  a very  important  pedigree  as  well. 
It  is  one  of  eight  pieces  from  the  personal  estate  of  Juliette  May  Fraser  (1887- 
1983)  who  was  the  designer  of  the  coin. 
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1771.  1935  Hudson,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A way  above  average  example  of  this 
very  scarce  issue.  It  is  completely  “original”  with  light  golden  toning,  blazing 
lustre,  a bold  strike  and  only  a few  trivial  marks.  Ex  Henry  Chapman  Estate. 


EXCEPTIONAL  1921  MISSOURI  2x4 


1772.  1921  Missouri,  2x4,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  This  is  one  outstanding 
Missouri  to  say  the  least!  It  is  exceptionally  well  struck  with  an  excellent  cheek 
on  the  obverse  and  a well  defined  shoulder  on  the  reverse.  The  lustre  is  out- 
standing for  the  issue  and  the  coin  has  beautiful  natural  golden  toning.  A trivial 
mark  here  and  there  barely  keeps  this  out  of  the  “Superb  MS-67”  class  but  it  is 
still  the  best  Missouri  we’ve  seen  in  a long,  long  time,  even  nicer  than  the  toned 
gem  in  Auction  ’85  that  brought  $3960. 


1773.  1923-S  Monroe,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+).  Nearly  superb  and  definitely  one 
of  the  best  Monroes  we’ve  handled,  maybe  the  best.  It  is  fully  struck  with  great 
lustre  and  color,  nearly  pristine  surfaces  and  (wonder  of  wonders!)  a clean 
cheek.  This  is  one  of  the  commonest  commemoratives  with  respect  to  total 
number  available  but  specialists  recognize  it  as  one  of  the  hardest  to  find  in  gem 
condition.  This  is  the  real  thing,  something  we  seldom  see. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  PRESENTATION  SPECIMEN 
1938  NEW  ROCHELLE  HALF  DOLLAR 

The  First  Piece  Struck 


1774.  1938  New  Rochelle,  Presentation  Specimen  (65/65+).  This  remark- 
able coin  was  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  by  Abe  Kosoff,  who^was 
then  ANA  President,  and  he  later  presented  it  to  Pitt  M.  Skipton, 
Chairman  of  the  New  Rochelle  committee.  At  the  Mint,  Kosoff  was 
shown  a selection  of  50  proof  planchets  and  he  picked  the  one  he 
deemed  the  finest  for  the  striking.  Technically  the  coin  is  not  a true 
proof  since  it  was  only  struck  once  butthe  planchetand  dies  had  both 
been  fully  polished  for  the  striking  and  Kosoff  noted  that  it  was  struck 
slowly  and  under  much  greater  than  normal  pressure.  Many  years 
later,  Kosoff  repurchased  the  coin  from  Skipton  and  subsequently 
sold  it  to  the  present  consignor  along  with  the  original  presentation 
box  (included  with  the  lot).  The  coin  is  quite  unlike  a normal  New 
Rochelle,  especially  the  obverse  which  is  fully  brilliant  and  mirrorlike 
and  has  a myriad  of  die  polishing  lines  evident.  The  commemorative 
specialist  will  recognize  this  as  an  extremely  rare  and  historically  sig- 
nificant coin  and  we  expect  the  viewing  interest  and  subsequent  bid- 
ding to  fully  reflect  that  fact.

A 
beautiful  satin  finish  proof,  fully  struck  with  a sharp,  square  edge, 
amazing  detail  and  virtually  superb  surfaces.  Lovely  natural  golden 
toning  with  darker  golden  brown  at  the  borders  and  the  intense  lustre 
that  makes  satin  finish  proofs  uniquely  beautiful.  Ex  1979  ANA  Sale, 
Lot  1 364,  where  it  realized  $1 5,000.  With  today’s  interest  in  commem- 
oratives  (much  higher  than  it  was  in  1979),  this  marvelous  coin  could 
now  realize  $20,000  or  more. 

Dies  were  prepared  for  shipment  to  San  Francisco  sometime  in  the 
Spring  of  1915.  Prior  to  shipment  (and  therefore  before  the  mintmark 
was  punched  into  the  working  die  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint),  several 
trial  strikes  were  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  copper,  silver  and 
gold.  Reportedly  no  more  than  six  silver  pieces  were  minted  and,  in  all 
probability,  only  three  or  four  can  be  accounted  for  today.  This  coin 
would  be  the  highlight  of  any  commemorative  collection  not  only 
for  its  quality  and  rarity  but  also  for  its  historical  importance.  (Color

This  coin  is  from  Rarcoa’s  session  of 
Auction  ’80,  Lot  1869,  where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“SATIN  FINISH  PROOF.  Sharply  struck,  the  relief  details 
make  the  coin  easily  distinguishable  from  the  circulation 
strikes.  A choice  specimen,  virtually  of  Gem  quality.  The  first 
we  have  seen  though  it  has  been  reported  that  at  one  time 
Wayte  Raymond  owned  four  pieces.  Obviously,  quite  rare.”

Obverse  very  similar  to  regular  issue  T rade  Dollar;  reverse  has  small  eagle  with 
scroll  in  its  beak.  Fully  brilliant  with  a number  of  light  hairlines  and  just  a touch  of 
pale  gold  toning.  Rather  common  by  pattern  standards  since  at  least  50  or  60 
pieces  were  struck.  (Plate) 

1823.  1873,  Trade  Dollar,  Judd  1324,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Copper,  reeded  edge.  R-6. 
Identical  design  to  preceding  but  struck  in  copper  and  perhaps  twice  as  rare. 
Superb  mint  red  and  gold  toning  with  violet  highlights.  Entirely  free  of  hairlines 
or  abrasions  but  there  are  a few  pinpoint  carbon  flecks;  otherwise  the  coin  is 
absolutely  superb.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  1879  GOLOID  METRIC  DOLLAR,  J-1631 


1825.  1879,  One  Dollar,  Judd  1631,  Gem  Proof  (65/67).  Goloid,  reeded 
edge.  R-7.  George  Morgan’s  beautiful  Metric  Dollar  design  struck  in 
goloid,  a mixture  of  gold,  silver  and  copper.  The  obverse  head  of  Lib- 
erty is  nearly  identicaltothatfoundonthepopularCoiled  HairStellas 
of  1879  and  1880.  This  specimen  is  magnificent  with  gorgeous  light 
gold  and  iridescent  toning.  Other  than  a diagonal  hairline  on  the 
cheek  the  coin  is  essentially  as  struck.  Extremely  rare,  as  much  so,  in 
fact,  as  the  aforementioned  Stellas  to  which  it  is  similar  in  design  and 
concept.

Oneof  the 
prettiest  coins  in  this  session  with  fabulous  mint  red  and  gold  color  highlighted 
with  iridescent  blue  and  violet.  As  rare  as  the  goloid  piece  with  only  8-10  ex- 
amples known.

An  old 
hairline  (now  toned  over)  crosses  the  face  but  apart  from  some  car- 
bon flecks  on  both  sides  there  are  no  other  impairments  whatsoever.

This  particular  piece  was  purchased  by  the  con- 
signor in  the  1940’s  and  has  not  been  on  the  market  in  four  decades. 


1829.  1883,  Five  Cents,  Judd  1706,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Aluminum,  plain  edge.  R-7. 
Obverse  has  Liberty  Head  design  as  adopted  except  for  legend  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  around  head  in  place  of  stars.  Reverse  has  PURE  NICKEL  in 
wreath  with  FIVE  above  and  CENTS  below.  Lessthan  a dozen  specimens  known. 
Purchased  from  A.  Kosoff  6-16-55  (envelope  included). 
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1830.  1883,  Five  Cents,  Judd  1719,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Aluminum,  plain  edge.  R-7. 
Obverse  is  the  regular  issue  die;  the  reverse  is  similar  to  regular  issue  except 
for  a scroll  with  CENTS  across  the  V and  differences  in  the  wreath.  Extremely 
rare;  approximately  10-12  pieces  were  struck.

It  is  perfectly  centered  with  broad  margins  and  no  smudges, 
pinholes  or  traces  of  handling.  A really  superb  type  note.  (Plate)

This  is  a completely  “original”  coin  with  outstanding  frosty 
mint  lustre  and  superb  rich  greenish  gold  and  pale  rose  toning.  (Color

1852.  1856,  Slanting  5,  Superb  Uncirculated  (67/67).  Fully  struck  and  “original”  with 
magnificent  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning  and  virtually  flawless  surfaces. 
Similar  in  quality  to  the  specimen  in  Stack’s  January  1986  Carter  Sale  that  real- 
ized $9900.  One  can  occasionally  expect  to  see  some  of  the  dates  in  the  1 880’s  of 
this  quality  but  rarely  does  one  see  a date  in  the  1850’s  or  1860’s  that  looks  like 
this.  An  extraordinary  coin  for  the  perfectionist.  (Color  Plate) 


1853.  1858-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Lovely  natural  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  Sharply  struck  with  good  lustreand  really  no  problems.  Oneof  thefinest 
known  examples  of  this  grossly  underrated  date.  In  mint  state,  it  is  definitely  one 
of  the  rarest  in  the  entire  series.

1854.  1871,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A gorgeous  coin  with  tremendous  lustre,  par- 
tially prooflike  fields,  and  especially  superb  orange  and  gold  toning.  Gold 
Dollars  don’t  come  any  prettier  than  this  one.  Rare;  only  3930  pieces  were 
minted. 

1855.  A group  of  three  (3)  scarce,  low  mintage  Gold  Dollars  from  Rarcoa’s  sale  of 
the  famous  Kaufmann  Collection  in  1978.  The  dates  are  1871 , 1877  and  1880  and 
they  appeared  as  lots  634,  644  and  649  respectively.  The  1871  grades  Uncircula- 
ted (60/60),  the  1877  grades  Uncirculated  (60/63)  and  the  1880,  easily  the  finest 
of  the  lot,  grades  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (65/63).  The  1877  and  the  1880  have 
outstanding  orange  and  gold  color.  Unfortunately,  all  three  have  the  rim  nicks 
that  are  nearly  standard  on  the  Kaufmann  coins.  Three  pieces. 

1856.  1874,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Lustrous  and  nearly  unmarked  with  attractive 
greenish  gold  color.  The  obverse  is  semi-prooflike  and  the  reverse  fully  proof- 
like. No  LIBERTY  on  headband.  (Plate) 


1857.  1877,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Partially  prooflike  fields  and  superb  rich 
orange  and  gold  toning.  Fully  struck  with  blazing  lustre.  Rare  with  a low  mintage 
of  just  3920  pieces. 


1858.  1878,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A wholly  prooflikegemwithamazing  brilliance 
and  lustre  and  all  of  its  original  yellow  gold  color.  Distinctly  underrated  in  gem 
condition.  In  fact,  it  has  been  our  experience  that  this  date  is  considerably 
harder  to  obtain  in  MS-65  than  the  1877,  for  example,  which  forsome  reason  un- 
fathomable to  us,  almost  always  brings  a higher  price.  Just  3020  pieces  minted. 
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VERY  RARE  1882  PROOF  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1859.  1882,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Brilliant  mirror  fields  with  the  “orange  peel” 
texture  characteristic  of  proof  gold  coins  of  this  period.  Great  lustre 
and  lovely  copper  highlighted  gold  toning.  Only  125  proofs  struck 
making  this  much  more  rare  than  any  of  the  dates  that  follow,  espe- 
cially those  from  1884-1889.  (Color  Plate) 


GEM  PROOF  1887  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1860.  1887,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  A sparkling  little  jewel  with  rich  golden  color,  a little 
natural  cloudiness  and  the  “orange  peel”  texture  tothefieldsthat  is  characteris- 
tic of  most  U.S.  proof  gold  coins  of  this  period.  One  of  1043  proofs  struck.  (Color 
Plate) 


1861.  1887,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+),  A premium  quality  unc  with  fully  prooflike 
fields,  radiant  lustre  and  deep  orange  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  pris- 
tine and  it  wouldn’t  be  stretching  the  point  to  grade  this  “MS-67.”  Whatever 
number  one  ascribes  to  it,  the  coin’s  exceptional  “eye  appeal”  is  undeniable. 
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VERY  CHOICE  PROOF  1888  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1862.  1888,  Very  Choice  Proof  (63+/65).  Rich  yellow  gold  color,  a little  deeper  on  the 
reverse  than  on  the  obverse.  Radiant  lustre  and  only  a few  light  obverse  hairlines 
away  from  being  a full  65  coin.  The  prooflike  fields  have  the  distinctive  “orange 
peel”  texture  of  nearly  all  U.S.  gold  proofs  of  the  late  1800’s.  One  of  1079  proofs 
struck. 

1863.  1889,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A lustrous,  satiny  gem  with  beautiful  natural 
greenish  gold  toning.  Very  sharp  strikeand  a minimum  of  marks.  Last  yearof  the 
denomination.  (Plate) 

1864.  1889,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Light  gold  and  coppery  toning.  Afully  brilliant, 
well  struck  coin  with  lots  of  lustre  and  virtually  no  marks.  (Plate)

1865.  1836,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A well  struck,  completely  “original”  (i.e. 
uncleaned,  undipped  etc.)  coin  with  very  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and 
beautiful  greenish  gold  toning  with  some  copper  highlights.  Nearly  in  the  gem 
class  and  we  dare  say  that  just  a few  years  ago  this  would  have  been  called  a gem 
by  almost  everyone.  But  grading  is  more  strict  nowand  close  inspection  reveals 
some  minor  marks  ...  so  “Choice  BU”  it  is. 

1866.  1839,  9 over  8,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Lustrous,  semi-prooflike  fields  and  attrac- 
tive medium  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.  (Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1854-S  QUARTER  EAGLE 
One  of  Only  246  Struck 


1867.  1854-S,  Very  Fine  (20/20).  Well  worn  but  with  no  problems  at  all. 
Sharply  struck  with  natural  greenish  gold  color  and  some  dirtaround 
the  letters  and  devices.  The  first  we’ve  handled  since  we  sold  a de- 
cidedly inferior  (VG)  specimen  in  Auction  '81  and  the  first  1854-S  to 
appear  at  any  auction  since  1983.  Despite  the  low  grade,  this  is 
actually  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  the  date. 

The  1854-S  Quarter  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins; 
its  low  mintage  of  only  246  pieces  is  the  third  lowest  of  any  regularly 
issued  U.S.  gold  coin.  (Only  the  1875  Eagle  and  Half  Eagle  have 
lower  mintages.)  All  of  the  12  to  15  known  specimens  are  low  grade 
and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  thisdateis  unknown  in  EE  or  better. 
The  1854-S  has  been  considered  a major  rarity  for  nearly  a century 
and  specimens  were  realizing  very  high  prices  when  many  of  today’s 
most  popular  high  priced  coins  were  bringing  mere  pittances  by 
comparison.  For  example,  the  “Fine”  specimen  in  the  Wolfson  Sale 
realized  $3500  in  1962.  This  was  one  of  the  higher  prices  in  the  entire 
sale,  the  same  price  realized  by  a proof  1863  Quarter  Eagle  and  an 
uncirculated  1828  Half  Eagle  among  others.  However,  in  today’s 
market,  quality  plays  a far  more  dominant  role  than  rarity  and  so  low 
grade  rarities  such  as  this  one  have  not  kept  pace  price-wise  with 
superior  quality  examples  of  more  common  issues.  In  our  opinion, 
this  coin,  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  U.S.  numismatics,  should 
realize  between  $10,000  and  $12,000.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1875  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1868.  1875,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  prooflike  with  very 
appealing  coppery  gold  toning.  Edge  bruise  on  the  reverse  at  4 o’clock  and 
numerous  minor  marks  and  abrasions  in  the  prooflike  fields.  Very  rare  and  de- 
sirable: only  420  pieces  were  minted,  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  the  Quarter 
Eagle  series  and  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  in  the  entire  U.S.  gold  series.

RARE  GEM  PROOF  1894  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1869.  1894,  Gem  Proof  (65+/65+).  An  exceptional  quality  proof  with  a highly 
frosted  head,  deep  mirror  fields  that  are  really  quite  pristine  and  the 
light  cloudy  toning  that  is  often  the  hallmark  of  an  original,  uncleaned 
and  undipped  proof  U.S.  gold  coin.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  a superior 
or  even  equal  quality  proof  of  this  rare,  low  mintage  date.  Only  122 
proofs  struck.  (Color  Plate) 


1870.  1895,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Outstanding  lustreand  color.  100%fully  struck 
with  an  absolute  minimum  of  marks.  Lots  of  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal.”  Very 
scarce,  particularly  in  this  gem  condition.  Only  6119  pieces  were  struck. 

1871 . 1896,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Medium  greenish  gold  toning  complements  a 
sharp  strike  and  lustrous,  relatively  unmarked  surfaces.  A moderately  scarce 
date  with  just  19,202  pieces  struck. 


PRISTINE  1903  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1872.  1903,  Superb  Proof  (67+/67+).  A pristine,  virtually  flawless,  “original” 
proof  with  faintly  cloudy  toning  (a  hallmark  of  uncleaned,  undipped 
proofs)  and  magnificent  deep,  deep  yellow  gold  toning.  Proof  Liberty 
Head  Quarter  Eagles  simply  do  not  come  any  better  than  this  one  and 
the  bidding  will  undoubtedly  reflect  that.  Only  197  proofs  were 
minted.  (Color  Plate) 
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1873.  1903,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Fully  lustrous  with  beautiful  rich  greenish  gold 
toning.  (Plate) 


GEM  PROOF  1904  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1874.  1904,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  Superb  deep  golden  toning  and  intense 
lustre.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  and  tiny  lintmarks  (as  made)  but  the 
overall  appearance  and  “eye  appeal”  are  excellent.  Completely 
“original”  in  all  respects.  Just  170  proofs  were  minted.  (Color  Plate) 


1875.  1904,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Excellent  lustre  and  color;  sharply  struck  with 
minimal  marks.  A very  attractive  type  coin.  (Plate) 

1876.  1929,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Boldly  struck  with  blazing  lustre  and  excel- 
lent color. 


U.S.  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD  PIECES 


1877.  1854-D,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  Used  as  jewelry  at  one  time  (but  not  soldered)  and 
now  displaying  the  myriad  hairlines  and  burnished  and  pebbly  surfaces  of  such 
coins.  Well  struck  for  the  issue  with  full  reeding  but  the  denticles  are  indistinct 
as  usual  due  to  die  deterioration  and/or  a faulty  collar.  Despite  its  obvious  prob- 
lems, still  desirable  because  of  its  considerable  rarity  and  popularity  as  the  only 
Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece  from  this  southern  mint. 

1878.  1860-S,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Partially  prooflike  and  very  sharply  struck. 
Excellent  lustre  and  attractive  light  gold  and  copper  toning.  Planchet  depres- 
sion (as  made)  in  front  of  headdress  and  the  usual  friction  and  small  abrasions  in 
the  fields  that  one  naturally  associates  with  the  EF  grade.  Rare  in  this  condition; 
in  fact,  most  known  specimens  grade  only  VF  or  less.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1864  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


1879.  1864,  Choice  Proof  (63/63).  A lovely  proof  despite  some  light  hair- 
lines in  the  fields.  There  are  no  nicks,  scratches  or  abrasions,  just  the 
hairlines,  and  these  are  well  scattered  and  not  all  that  severe.  Excel- 
lent lustre  and  very  deep  yellow  gold  color.  Very  rare;  one  of  only  50 
proofs  struck. 

In  our  opinion,  not  all  of  those  struck  were  sold  to  collectors  be- 
cause over  the  past  century,  the  1864  has  been  offered  for  sale  no 
more  often  than  other  dates  with  mintages  of  only  25  or  30.  It  is  prob- 
able that  a sizable  portion  of  the  proof  mintage,  perhaps  even  as  much 
as  half  of  it,  remained  unsold  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  were  sub- 
sequently melted.  This  is  just  conjecture  on  our  part  but  it  seems  to  be 
consistent  with  the  “frequency  of  appearance"  of  this  date  as  well  as 
the  number  of  known  specimens.  (Color  Plate) 


1880.  1865,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Fully  prooflike  with  considerable  friction  in  the 
fields.  Lustre  still  evident  around  the  letters  and  devices;  lightgreenish  gold  and 
copper  color.  One  of  the  rarest  business  strikes  of  the  series;  a mere  1 165  pieces 
were  struck  including  25  proofs.  (Plate) 


VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1871  $3  GOLD 


1881 . 1871,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  A partially  prooflike,  entirely 
“original”  specimen  with  vibrant  lustre  and  superb  greenish  gold 
and  rose  toning.  Well  struck  but  with  the  characteristic  weakness  at 
18  of  the  date  that  is  a result  of  die  deterioration.  (We  have  neverseen 
a business  strike  1871  $3  without  this  weakness.)  There  are  some 
light  hairlines  and  marks  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  altogether 
exceptional  and  fully  gem  quality.  Very  rare  in  such  choice  condition; 
only  1330  were  minted.  (Color  Plate) 
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1882.  1872,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Deeply  prooflike  with  a bold  strike,  full  brilliance 
and  lustre  and  attractive  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.  Numerous  light  hair- 
lines, friction  and  tiny  marks  in  the  mirror  fields.  Rare  and  seldom  seen  in  mint 
state.  Only  2030  pieces  struck. 


VERY  RARE  1873  $3  GOLD 


1883.  1873,  Closed  3,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Wholly  prooflike  ob- 
verse with  considerable  friction  and  rubbing  in  the  fields  and  just  a 
trace  of  wear  on  the  highest  points.  The  reverse  is  partially  prooflike 
but  with  the  striae  seen  on  many  low  mintage  business  strikes  in  this 
series.  Very  lustrous  with  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  Nearly  equal  in 
overall  quality  to  the  coin  in  Auction  ’85  that  realized  $10,450and  one 
of  the  half  dozen  or  so  best  we’ve  seen. 

For  years  this  date  was  referred  to  as  "proof-only”  and  any  piece 
offered  was  called  an  "impaired  proof.  ” Clearly  that  is  not  correct  and 
one  need  only  look  closely  at  this  coin  or  the  Auction  ’85  piece  for 
confirmation;  they  are  obviously  business  strikes  made  for  com- 
mercial usage  even  though  there  is  no  official  mint  record  of  them. 
(Color  Plate) 


1884.  1874,  Uncirculated  (60/60+).  Sharply  struck  and  completely  “original”  with 
highly  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and  attractive  greenish  gold  color  with  a hint  of 
copper.  Some  light  contact  marksand  hairlines  but  betterthan  many  we’ve  seen 
called  “Choice  BU”  over  the  years. 
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1885.  1874,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Fully  prooflike  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous  with  attractive  coppertoning  about  the  periph- 
ery. (Plate) 

1886.  1874,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Beautiful  copper  and  light  golden  toning. 
Prooflike  but  without  the  “depth”  to  the  fields  of  the  preceding  lot.  (Plate) 


1887.  1878,  Uncirculated  (60+/60+).  An  uncleaned,  “original”  coin  with  subdued 
greenish  gold  and  fiery  orange  (copper)  toning  about  the  devices.  Nearly 
“choice”  and  certainly  a very  pretty  coin. 


1888.  1879,  Uncirculated  (60+/63).  Very  sharply  struck  with  partially  prooflike  sur- 
faces, dynamic  lustre  and  superb  original  greenish  gold  toning.  Therearesome 
marks  on  the  obverse  that  are  just  prominent  enough  to  remove  it  from  the  63 
class  but  the  reverse  is  excellent.  This  coin  may  fall  just  short  of  being  “Choice 
BU”  but  it  has  all  the  “eye  appeal”  of  a coin  in  that  grade;  in  fact,  it  is  one  of  the 
flashiest  threes  you’re  likely  to  find. 

1889.  1881,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  This  appears  to  be  a mint  state  coin  that  has 
been  highly  burnished,  possibly  in  an  attempt  to  make  it  look  like  a proof.  Very 
rare;  only  500  business  strikes  were  minted.  (Plate) 


1890.  1889,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Medium  coppertoning;  fully  prooflike  fields 
with  considerable  friction  and  rubbing.  Sharply  struck  with  something  adhering 
to  the  die  at  the  second  Tin  STATES.  Very  scarce  final  year  of  the  denomination. 
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U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


MAGNIFICENT  MINT  STATE  1795  HALF  EAGLE 


1891.  1795,  Small  Eagle,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  This  coin  is  from 
Stack’s  March  1985  Sale  (Lot  789)  where  it  realized  $27,500  and  was 
catalogued  as  follows: 

“Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A wholly  prooflike  ex- 
ample, deeply  struck  in  yellow  gold.  Every  star  with  full 
radial  lines,  full  eagle’s  feathers,  and  all  other  devices 
clear  and  sharp.  A splendid  coin,  very  nearly  in  the  gem 
category.  A beauty  well  worth  a bid  into  the  five  figure 
mark.’’ 

We  agree  completely  with  Stack’s  description  of  this  coin.  It  istruly 
exceptional  in  all  respects  and  probably  ranks  with  the  finest  8-10 
known  specimens  of  this  date.  A coin  like  this  is  what  classic  Ameri- 
can numismatics  is  all  about.  We  are  very  bullish  on  early  U.S.  gold 
coins  of  this  outstanding  quality  and  feel  that  they  are  decidely  under- 
valued in  comparison  with  many  later,  but  more  “promotable”  and 
commercial  issues.  (Color  Plate)

1892.  1795,  Heraldic  Eagle,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50)  or  better.  This 
piece  is  from  the  famous  John  Work  Garrett  Collection  and  it  appear- 
ed as  Lot  438  in  the  sale  of  that  collection  by  Bowers  & Ruddy  Gal- 
leries in  1979.  It  was  catalogued  in  part  by  Q.  David  Bowers  as  follows, 
a description  we  completely  agree  with  although  the  AU-50  grade 
may  be  overly  conservative  since  the  coin  really  shows  just  a trace  of 
“cabinet  friction”: 

“The  present  example  is  a magnificent  AU-50  coin  with 
prooflike  surfaces.  A glass  reveals  several  lintmarks  on 
the  obverse,  notably  behind  the  cap  and  under  the  T of 
LIBERTY.  A small  thread,  hair  or  piece  of  lint  clinging  to 
the  surface  of  the  die  at  the  time  of  striking  will  make  an 
impression  in  the  coin;  Proof  issues  not  excepted,  lint- 
marks  are  relatively  common  throughout  early  American 
coinage.  Adjustment  marks  are  visible  at  the  obverse 
center,  but  are  largely  hidden  in  the  hair.  The  strike  is 
quite  excellent  with  smooth  surfaces  and  distinct  bord- 
ers. As  noted,  the  fields  are  prooflike.  The  coin  has  a very 
pleasing  aspect  overall. 

It  is  believed  that  approximately  three  dozen  specimens 
of  this  variety  exist.  This  piece  ranks  high  among  the 
finer  examples  in  collector’s  hands.

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1893.  1800,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/60).  Boldly  struck  and  well  centered  with  deep 
mirror  prooflike  fields,  superb  lustre  and  rich  greenish  gold  toning  highlighted 
with  copper.  The  reverse  is  mint  state  but  the  obverse  hasfriction  and  abrasions 
in  the  fields  as  well  as  a trace  of  rubbing  on  the  highest  points.  Excellent  overall 
appearance. 


1894.  1800,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Partially  prooflike  with  medium  greenish  gold 
toning.  Well  struck  and  centered.  A nice  problem-free  type  coin. 


1895.  1800,  Very  Fine  (30/40).  Greenish  gold  and  coppertoning.  Slightly  “pebbly”  and 
lightly  burnished  obverse;  the  reverse  is  considerably  finer.  Several  obverse 
edge  nicks.  (Plate) 


1896.  1802,  2 over  1,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Light  gold  and  coppertoning.  Sharply 
struck  and  well  centered.  Very  pleasing  appearance  for  an  EF  coin. 


1897.  1803,  3 over  2,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Very  well  struck  with  light  greenish 
gold  and  copper  toning.  Excellent  centering  and  no  problems  whatsoever. 
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1898.  1803,  3 over  2,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/55).  The  reverse  is  close  to  mint  state 
with  just  a trace  of  visible  rubbing.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  obverse  is  very 
heavily  scratched  (intentionally)  in  the  fields  and  on  Liberty’s  neck.  (Plate) 

1 899.  1803,  3 over  2,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Attractive  copper  and  gold  toning.  Num- 
erous light  marks  and  abrasions  as  well  asfaint  scratches  behind  Liberty’s  head.

ATTRACTIVE  UNCIRCULATED  1805  HALF  EAGLE 


1900.  1805,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  A lovely  mint  state  coin  with  a full  strike,  perfect 
centering,  excellent  lustre  and  beautiful  medium  greenish  gold  color.  Not  a 
really  rare  date,  but  much  more  difficult  to  find  in  Unc.  than  the  1803/2  or  1806. 


MINT  STATE  1806  HALF  EAGLE 


1901 . 1806,  Round  Top  6,  Uncirculated  (60+/63).  A completely  “original”  coin  whose 
superb  deep  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning  is  its  strongest  attribute.  It  is  also 
well  struck  and  centered.  The  reverse  is  lovely  but  the  obverse  has  just  enough 
abrasions  to  remove  it  from  the  “choice”  class.  Excellent  overall  appearance  and 
“eye  appeal”  and  worth  a solid  mid  four  figure  bid. 


1902.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Light  yellow  gold  color  and 
one  bright  copper  stain  in  the  eagle’s  shield.  Good  strike  and  centering.  Light 
adjustment  marks  across  the  top  of  the  bust  and  06  of  the  date. 
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1903.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Pale  gold  and  copper  toning; 
partially  prooflike  fields.  Light  reverse  adjustment  marks  at  the  rim  and  across 
the  shield.  Ex  1973  Grand  Central  Sale  (Paramount),  Lot  613.  (Plate) 

1904.  1807,  Bust  Right,  Extremely  Fine  (45/50).  Medium  greenish  gold  color  with 
lovely  coppery  toning  at  the  periphery.  Damaged  in  the  milling  above  Liberty’s 
cap.  Partially  prooflike  obverse  and  fully  frosty  reverse.  (Plate) 

1905.  1808,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Very  light  yellow  gold  color  with  a few  copper 
highlights  on  the  reverse.  (Plate) 


1906.  1809,  9 over  8,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  A most  attractive  coin  with  rich 
greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.  Razor  sharp  strike  and  perfect  centering.  Faint 
old  hairline  scratch  on  the  face  but  the  other  marks  on  the  coin  are  minor  and 
widely  scattered.  As  nice  a coin  for  the  grade  as  you’ll  find. 


1907.  1810,  Large  Date,  Large  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Fully  struck  with  the 
obverse  showing  particularly  outstanding  detail.  Medium  greenish  gold  toning 
and  full  frosty  mint  lustre.  The  commonest  issue  of  this  type. 


1908.  1810,  Large  Date,  Large  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Frosty  and  well  struck 
with  uniform  greenish  gold  toning.  Small  dig  in  the  field  by  Liberty’s  chin  and 
some  light  obverse  adjustment  marks. 
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1909.  1811,  Small  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Sharply  struck  with  light  greenish 
gold  color.  Some  very  minor  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse  rim. 

1910.  1811,  Small  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Medium  greenish  gold  and  light 
copper  toning,  probably  cleaned  long  ago.  Fully  struck  and  perfectly  centered, 
no  adjustment  marks.  (Plate) 


ATTRACTIVE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1812  $5  GOLD 


1911.  1812,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A most  attractive  example  of  this 
date  with  a very  bold  strike,  full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  exceptional 
medium  gold  and  copper  toning.  There  are  a few  light  marks  on  Lib- 
erty’s cheek  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  very  clean.  A great  type  coin.

1912.  1812,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Greenish  gold  color  highlighted  with  copper  at 
the  borders.  The  milling  is  partially  “slick”  and  indistinct  indicating  this  coin  may 
have  been  in  a pressure  mount  at  one  time.  (Plate) 


1913.  1813,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Faint  adjustment  marks  on  cheek  and  at  obverse 
rim.  Medium  greenish  gold  color  with  a trace  of  copper.  First  year  of  the  type. 

1914.  1813,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Light  to  medium  greenish  gold  color  with  orange 
overtones  on  the  reverse.  Planchet  roughness  on  neck  and  by  the  12th  and  13th 
stars.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1830  HALF  EAGLE 


1915.  1830,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Small  5 D.  reverse.  Lovely  rich 
orange  and  gold  toning  and  lustrous,  partially  prooflike  surfaces.  A 
few  very  light  contact  marks  but  nothing  really  worth  noting.  Very 
sharp  strike  for  the  issue  and  excellent  overall  “eye  appeal.” 

Like  all  dates  of  this  short-lived  type,  the  1830  Small  5 D.  Half  Eagle 
is  rare  in  any  condition  and  very  rare  In  choice  mint  state.  We  estimate 
that  only  40-50  pieces  are  known  in  all  grades  (most  of  them  EFtoAU) 
with  only  10-15  specimens  extant  in  full  mint  state.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1841-D  HALF  EAGLE 


1916.  1841-D,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Razor  sharp  strike  on  a perfect  planchet.  Lus- 
trous, partially  prooflike  surfaces  and  deep  coppery  gold  toning.  The  variety 
with  the  vertical  die  break  bisecting  the  obverse.  Rare  date,  very  rare  grade. 
Finer  than  the  Montgomery  coin  (Auction  ’84,  Lot  1332)  at  $4400  and  one  of  the 
nicest  on  the  market  in  years. 


1917.  1843-D,  Extremely  Fine  (45/50).  Semi-prooflike  and  very  sharply  struck;  medium 
greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.  Several  heavy  milling  marks  on  the  obverse. 
Above  average  quality  for  this  scarce  date. 
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RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1844  $5  GOLD 


1918.  1844,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A virtual  gem  with  a 100%  full  strike, 
lustrous,  frosty  surfaces  and  superb  natural  gold  and  orange  toning.  There  are 
some  light  bagmarks  on  the  surfaces  but  nothing  severeand  theoverall  appear- 
ance of  the  coin  is  really  excellent. 

The  1844  is  moderately  rare  in  all  grades  and  genuinely  rare  in  mint  state, 
especially  choice  or  gem  condition.  In  our  opinion,  choice  mint  state  No  Motto 
Half  Eagles  and  Eagles  are  very  underrated  and  underpriced  today.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1856  HALF  EAGLE 


1919.  1856,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  This  coin  has  blazing  lustre,  a very  sharp 
strike,  full  original  mint  color  and  minimal  marks;  the  reverse  is  especially  clean 
with  almost  no  marks  of  any  kind.  Like  the  1844,  this  date  is  seldom  seen  better 
than  EF  and  in  this  grade  it  is  a definite  rarity.  We  have  never  seen  a finer  1856 
than  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 

1920.  1856-0,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  Pale  greenish  gold  toning  and  partially  prooflike  sur- 
faces. Very  rare  in  all  grades  and,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  unknown  better 
than  EF.  Only  10,000  pieces  struck.  (Plate) 


1921 . 1870-S,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Well  struck  with  partially  prooflike  surfaces  and 
medium  orange  gold  toning.  Bold,  well  defined  mintmark  which  is  most  unusual 
for  this  date.  As  fine  an  1870-S  as  we  have  seen  or  heard  of.  Only  17,000  minted. 
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VERY  RARE  AU  1875-CC  $5  GOLD 


1922.  1875-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  One  of  the  two  or  three  finest  examples 
of  this  very  rare  date  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  unusually  well  struck  for  the  issue 
and  has  partially  prooflike  fields  and  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 

Unknown  in  full  mint  state  or  anything  even  close,  this  coin  falls  into  the  cate- 
gory of  “very  rare  but  totally  unappreciated”  since  today’s  buyers  seem  inter- 
ested in  quality  far  more  than  rarity.  But  tastes  have  a way  of  going  in  cycles  and 
perhaps  rare  dates  like  this  will  once  again  have  their  day  in  the  spotlight.  (They 
certainly  did  in  the  early  to  mid  1970's.)  One  thing  is  for  sure . . . there  are  lots  and 
lots  of  choice  and  gem  1901 -S  Half  Eagles  or  Eagles,  for  example,  but  only  a 
handful  of  EF  or  better  1875-CC  Half  Eagles  yet,  when  available,  they  will  only 
bring  a fraction  of  the  price  of  the  aforementioned  mint  state  coins.  Unfortunate- 
ly, we  don’t  expect  that  to  change  when  this  lot  comes  up  for  sale. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1894-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1923.  1894-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  This  coin  is  from  our  session  of 
Auction  ’83  (Lot  392)  where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows; 

“An  ‘original’  gem  with  full  mint  frost  and  lustre  and 
beautiful  orange  and  gold  toning.  An  absolute  minimum 
of  marks.  Except  for  the  nearly  perfect  Eliasberg  coin 
that  sold  for  an  astonishing  $19,800  last  October  (1982), 
this  is  the  finest  1894-S  Half  Eagle  we  have  seen.  It  was 
previously  Lot  400  in  Auction  ’80  where  it  brought  $6200. 
Today,  it  should  be  worth  about  that  same  amount. 

This  is  one  of  our  favorite  dates  in  the  Liberty  Head 
series.  It  is  much  more  rare  than  any  of  the  standard 
pricing  guides  would  lead  one  to  believe  and,  when 
offered  for  sale,  the  typical  specimen  is  only  VF  or  EF. 

We  have  seen  very  few  uncs  of  this  date  and,  except  for 
this  one  and  the  Eliasberg  coin,  none  were  better  than 
Unc-60.  Very  rare  and  underrated.” 
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1924.  1903-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Deep  yellow  gold  toning  with  a touch 
of  pale  rose  and  booming  mint  lustre.  Fully  struck;  great  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal.”

1925.  1907-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Nearly  identical  in  overall  appear- 
ance and  quality  to  the  preceding  1903-S.  A common  but  very  handsome  coin.

1926.  1908,  Liberty  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65+).  Sharply  struck  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  superb  rich  orange  toning.  A few  light  obverse  marks  but  the  reverse 
is  really  outstanding. 


VERY  RARE  1908  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


1927.  1908,  Indian  Head,  Gem  Proof  (67/65).  Virtually  in  the  “Superb” class 
with  a nearly  perfect  obverse  and  just  two  trivial,  short  hairlines  on 
the  reverse.  Medium  color,  notasdark olive assomespecimensseen. 
Very  rare;  only  1 67  matte  or  sandblast  proofs  were  struck  and  we  esti- 
mate that  no  more  than  50  or  60  have  survived.  (Color  Plate) 


1928.  1908,  Indian  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A gorgeous,  “original”  gem  with 
superb  lustre  and  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  First  year  of  the  Bela  Lyon 
Pratt  incused  design. 
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1929.  1908,  Indian  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Another  beautiful  example  of  this 
first  year  of  type  with  full  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  rich  orange  gold  toning. 

1930.  1911,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Sharply  struck  with  full  brilliance  and 
lustre.  Virtually  in  the  gem  class.  (Plate) 


1931.  1911-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with  attractive 
light  greenish  gold  color.  Prominently  doubled  mintmark,  something  we  cannot 
recall  seeing  before.  Very  scarce  and  underrated;  in  choice  or  gem  mint  state 
this  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series  yet,  solely  because  of  its  comparative- 
ly high  mintage,  it  is  not  as  highly  regarded  asthe  other  Indian  Head  Half  Eagles 
from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  In  reality,  it  is  as  rare  in  this  grade  asthe  1910-S  or 
1912-S  and  much  rarer  than  the  1908-S.  So  much  for  mintages  as  an  accurate 
guide  to  rarity! 


VERY  RARE  VIRTUAL  GEM  1913-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1932.  1913-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Very  sharply  struck  with  full 
mint  lustre,  excellent  orange  gold  color  and  a boldly  defined  mint- 
mark  (seldom  seen  on  this  issue,  cf.  the  next  lot).  A few  minor  bag- 
marks  and  hairlines  but  really  close  to  gem  quality. 

This  date  is  very  rare  in  choice  or  gem  condition  but  it  is  not  the 
rarest  S-Mint  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  it  is  often  touted  to  be.  It  is  not 
nearly  as  rare  in  this  grade  as  the  1915-S  and,  in  our  experience,  it  is 
also  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1909-S,  1910-S,  1912-S  and  1914-S.  This 
is  not  to  denigrate  its  rarity,  however,  because  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  obtain  in  true  MS  63  or  65  condition. 
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A SECOND  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1913-S  $5  GOLD 


1933.  1913-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A second  choice  uncirculated  1913-S 
Half  Eagle,  equal  in  quality  to  the  preceding  lot  although  not  quite  as  sharply 
struck.  The  mintmark  on  this  specimen  is  also  more  typical  of  the  issue,  i.e.  weak 
and  poorly  defined  although  not  as  much  of  a “blob”  as  on  some  examples  we’ve 
seen.  Very  rare  and  desirable. 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1915-S  HALF  EAGLE 


1 934.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  This  coin  is  quite  exceptional 
for  the  date  and  is  the  finest  we  have  offered  at  auction  (or  seen  at 
auction,  for  that  matter)  since  we  sold  the  gem  Kruthoffer  specimen  in 
1981  for  $19,000.  It  is  very  well  struck  with  a sharp  mintmark  and  ex- 
ceptional lustre.  Except  for  a small  abrasion  at  the  5th  and  6th  stars, 
this  coin  is  really  tantalizingly  close  to  gem  quality  and  as  such  it  is 
certainly  in  the  top  rank  of  known  examples  of  this  very  rare  date. 

Several  dates  in  this  series  have  their  supporters  as  being  the 
“rarest”  Indian  Head  $5  in  gem  condition.  Among  them  are  the  1909- 
O,  1911 -D,  1914-S  and  the  1915-S.  A good  case  could  be  made  for  any 
one  of  them  and,  in  truth,  there  is  probably  not  much  to  choose  be- 
tween them.  All  four  are  exceedingly  rare  in  gem  condition  with  only 
a few  examples  of  each  known.  However,  if  we  were  forced  to  pick  just 
one  date  as  our  candidate  for  “rarest”  it  would  have  to  be  this  one.  At 
least  in  our  experience,  we  have  seen  fewer  true  gems  of  this  date  than 
of  any  other.  (Color  Plate) 
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ANOTHER  CHOICE  BU  1915-S  $5  GOLD 


1935.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Deep  yellow  gold  color  and  excellent 
strike  and  lustre.  Tiny  nick  on  Indian’s  jaw  but  only  a few  other  trivial  marks  and 
hairlines  on  the  entire  coin.  Very  nearly  as  nice  overall  as  the  preceding  lot.  A 
very  rare  date  in  choice  mint  state,  possibly  the  rarest  of  the  entire  series. 


1936.  1915-S,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  A third  uncirculated  example  of  this  rare  and  de- 
sirable date.  It  is  very  sharp  and  has  good  lustre  and  color. 


RARE  1929  HALF  EAGLE 


1937.  1929,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Last  year  of  the  Indian  Head  type 
and  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series.  This  specimen  is  sharply 
struck  with  full  mint  lustre,  excellent  greenish  gold  colorand  minimal 
marks.  (Color  Plate) 
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BEAUTIFUL  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1799  EAGLE 


1938.  1799,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63+).  Large  stars.  This  beautiful  coin 
is  Lot  1966  from  Auction  ’80  where  it  was  catalogued  by  Rarcoa  as 
follows; 

“Capped  Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncircu- 
lated with  superb  Proof-like  surfaces  that  are  lightly 
toned  with  rich  red-orange  color.  Very  well  struck  with 
lovely  hair  detail,  and  sharp  feathers,  with  only  a couple 
of  stars  a trifle  weak.  A few  minor  surface  marks  are  vis- 
ible in  the  mirrored  surfaces.  An  exceptional  example 
for  the  type  or  date  collector.” 

VVe  fully  agree  with  the  description  and  note  that  the  coin  brought 
$19,000,  a price  that  should  be  closely  approached,  if  not  equalled, 
today.  (Color  Plate) 


HIGH  GRADE  1851-0  EAGLE 


1939.  1851-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Particularly  well  struck  for  the  issue 
despite  several  stars  not  showing  all  their  radial  lines.  Lustrous  greenish  gold 
and  orange  toning.  Minor  planchet  defects  by  third  star  and  at  rim  nearfirststar 
as  well  as  a moderate  abrasion  on  Liberty’s  neck.  Rare  in  this  grade. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1872  EAGLE 


1940.  1872,  Gem  Proof  (65/65).  An  “original”,  uncleaned,  undipped,  gem 
proof  as  evidenced  by  its  slightly  cloudy  toning  and  superb  deep 
orange  gold  color.  There  are  virtually  no  hairlines  on  the  coin  but  it 
does  have  a rather  prominent  lintmark  (as  made;  from  a piece  of 
thread  that  adhered  to  the  die  when  the  coin  was  struck)  from  the  4th 
star  to  the  nose.  The  coin’s  illustrious  pedigree  matches  its  superb 
quality.  It  was  formerly  in  the  Charles  Jay  Collection  Sale  (Stack’s, 
1967),  Lot  320,  and  later  in  the  George  F.  Scanlon  Collection  Sale, 
(Stack’s,  1973),  Lot  2495.  Both  auction  envelopes  are  included  with 
the  coin. 

As  is  the  case  with  all  gold  proofs  of  this  era,  the  1872  is  extremely 
rare  in  proof,  not  to  mention  as  a business  strike.  A mere  30  proofs 
were  minted  (along  with  just  1620  for  commerce)  and  at  most  10-12 
still  exist.  (Color  Plate) 


1941 . 1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Blazing  mint  lustre,  a full  strike  and  superb 
original  mint  color.  An  excellent  type  coin  with  plenty  of  “flash”  and  “eye 
appeal.” 
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VIRTUALLY  PERFECT  1903  PROOF  EAGLE 


1942.  1903,  Superb  Proof  (67+/67+).  The  companion  piece  to  the  pristine 
1903  proof  Quarter  Eagle  offered  earlier  and  every  bit  as  perfect 
which  is  all  the  more  amazing  considering  that  the  larger  proofs 
(Eagles  and  Double  Eagles)  are  more  prone  to  mishandling  than  the 
smaller  ones.  This  coin  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  any  Liberty  $10  we’ve 
seen  and  calling  it  Proof  69  or  even  70  would  not  be  subject  to  much 
debate.  It  hasthe  lightcloudy  toning  we’ve  mentioned  before  as  being 
characteristic  of  uncleaned  gold  proofs  and  it  hasthedeepest,  richest 
yellow  gold  toning  imaginable.  Utterly  magnificent  in  every  respect. 

Proof  Eagles  of  1903  are  very  rare,  more  so  than  those  dated  1900, 
1902  or  1904.  Out  of  just  96  originally  struck,  only  an  estimated  25-30 
still  survive  and  few,  if  any,  could  come  close  to  matching  the  overall 
quality  of  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 


SCARCE  AND  UNDERRATED  1906-0  EAGLE 


1943.  1906-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Rich  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning 
and  highly  lustrous  surfaces.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  surfaces  display  relatively 
few  bagmarks,  none  serious.  Along  with  the  1899-0,  this  is  the  rarest  0-Mint 
Eagle  after  1883. 
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VERY  RARE  1907  WIRE  EDGE  INDIAN  HEAD  $10  GOLD 


1944.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Wire  Edge,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A highly 
lustrous  specimen  that  is  virtually  free  of  contact  marks  or  abrasions, 
not  to  mention  the  edge  nicks  that  are  so  commonly  seen  on  this 
issue.  The  color  is  an  appealing  light  greenish  gold  and  orange  and 
the  surfaces,  although  filled  to  overflowing  with  the  ubiquitous  die 
scratches  and  swirls  and  planchet  lines,  show  only  a few  light  hair- 
lines. Obtained  from  a major  dealer  in  1980  for  a high  five  figure  price 
as  “Finest  Known.”  It’s  not  really  the  “finest”  but  it  certainly  is  one  of 
the  better  ones  in  existence  since  so  many  have  “problems”  of  varying 
kinds  and  degrees. 

The  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  is  technically  a pattern  (Judd  1774)since 
only  a small  number  (500  pieces  according  to  a letter  from  Henry 
Chapman  to  John  Work  Garrett  in  February  of  1908)  were  struck  to 
see  the  final  result  of  Saint-Gaudens’  original  Indian  Head  design. 
None  were  intended  for  or  released  into  circulation.  Despite  its  pat- 
tern status,  the  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagle  is  universally  collected  along 
with  the  regular  issues  of  the  Indian  Head  type.  Of  the  original  500 
pieces  struck,  perhaps  50%-60%  still  exist  today.  (Color  Plate)

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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  1907  ROLLED  EDGE  INDIAN  HEAD  EAGLE 


1945.  1907,  Indian  Head,  Rolled  Edge,  Periods,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65+/65+). 

A gorgeous,  fully  lustrous  gem  example  of  this  extremely  rare  issue. 
It  has  fabulous  color  (rich  greenish  gold  and  orange  as  usual)  and  vir- 
tually no  marks.  Of  course,  the  fields  have  the  many  raised  die  scratch- 
es and  swirls  that  are  characteristic  of  Rolled  Edge  Eagles.  Purchased 
in  1980  as  “MS-69”  for  a six  figure  sum.  Most  Rolled  Edge  tens  are  very 
nice  but,  except  for  the  Kruthoffer-Wilkison  specimen,  this  is  at  least  as 
nice  as  any  other  on  the  market  in  recent  years. 

This  coin  is  listed  in  Judd’s  pattern  book  as  J-1775.  However,  it  is  not 
a pattern  in  the  same  sense  as  the  1907  Wire  Edge  since  the  Rolled  Edge 
was  intended  for  circulation  but  never  released.  31,500  of  these  coins 
were  actually  struck  for  circulation  (plus  an  additional  50  proofs)  but  at 
the  last  moment,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  John  Landis,  became 
worried  about  possible  public  criticism  because  the  design  had  not 
struck  up  properly.  On  his  recommendation,  the  entire  mintage  was 
melted,  except  for  an  estimated  40  to  50  pieces,  and  the  dies  reworked 
to  produce  what  is  now  known  as  the  regular  issue  No  Periods  variety. 
(Color  Plate) 


1946.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  The  regular  issue. 
Fully  struck  with  outstanding  lustre  and  rich  greenish  gold  color.  Small  stain  at 
the  Indian’s  nose. 
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1947.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A second  gem  qual- 
ity example  of  this  regular  issue.  It  is  well  struck  with  radiant  lustre  and  very 
pretty  coppery  toning.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1911-D  EAGLE  IN  CHOICE  BU 


1948.  1911-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A lustrous,  well  struck  beauty 
with  superb  light  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  light  bagmarks  but 
nothing  worthy  of  special  mention.  OnlySO, 100  were  minted,  the  low- 
est mintagefigure  of  any  regularissue  Indian  Head  Eagle.  The  191 1 -D 
is  generally  seen  only  in  VF  or  EF  condition  and  mint  state  examples, 
like  this  one  and  the  following  lot,  are  very  rare.  (Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  UNCIRCULATED  1911-D  EAGLE 


1949.  1911-D,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Another  mint  state  example  of  this  rare  date,  this 
from  Superior’s  Madison  Estate  Sale  of  1979  (Lot  1217)  where  it  was  aptly 
described  as  having  “Beautiful  mint  bloom  with  some  scattered  bagmarks,  none 
too  serious.”  It  realized  $2950  at  that  sale  and  should  bring  substantially  more 
today,  perhaps  in  the  range  of  $4500-$5000. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1911-S  EAGLE 


1950.  1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  An  exceptional,  gem  quality  ex- 
ample of  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  this  popular  series.  It  isfully  struck 
with  superb  original  lustre  and  color  and  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks. 
One  of  the  finest  specimens  from  a small  group  of  1911-S  Eagles  dis- 
covered in  Europe  in  the  late  1970’s.  Very  rare;  only  51 ,000  were  mint- 
ed and  until  the  discovery  of  the  aforementioned  hoard  (long  since 
dispersed  to  individual  collectors),  virtually  unknown  in  mint  state. 
Important  “old-time”  collections  from  the  1940’s  and  1950’s  were 
almost  always  missing  this  date  in  Unc.  indicating  that  even  30  or  40 
years  ago  it  was  simply  not  available.  (Color  Plate) 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1912-S  $10  GOLD 


1951 . 1912-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  An  “original”,  “old-time”  coin  free  of  the 
ravages  of  cleaning  or  dipping.  It  is  very  sharp  for  a 1912-S  and  has  really  beau- 
tiful medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  The  fields  are  quite  clean  but 
there  are  several  minor  bagmarks  on  Liberty’sface  as  well  asseveral  moreprom- 
inent  ones  on  the  eagle.  Gems  of  this  grossly  underrated  date  are  almost  impos- 
sible to  find  and  this  is  really  about  as  nice  as  is  ever  available. 

1952.  1913,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Outstanding  lustre,  minimal  marks  and 
beautiful  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  A common  date  butthisone  isespecially 
“flashy”.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1913-S  EAGLE 


1953.  1913-S,  Uncirculated  (63/60).  Were  it  not  for  a single  reverse  hairline 
scratch  (under  RICA  into  the  field  below)  this  coin  would  grade  a full 
63/63.  Even  with  the  scratch,  it  is  an  exceptional  example  of  this  very 
rare  date.  It  is  fully  struck  with  outstanding  lustre  and  beautiful 
orange  gold  color.  There  is  a small  bagmark  on  the  Indian’s  cheek  in 
addition  to  the  aforementioned  scratch  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  re- 
markably free  of  marks  or  abrasions. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  “stoppers”  of  the  entire  series  and  is  missing 
(in  choice  or  gem  mint  state)  from  almost  every  nice  Indian  $10  collec- 
tion with  which  we  are  familiar.  A few  superb  examples  do  exist,  like 
Kruthoffer’s  (sold  in  1981  by  us  for  a record  $46,000)  and  the  nearly 
pristine  example  in  Harry  Bass’  collection,  but  we  have  seen  no  more 
than  a handful  in  all  that  graded  strict  MS  63  or  better.

1954.  1913-S,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  A second  mint  state  example  of  this  very  rare  and 
coveted  date.  This  specimen  is  fully  struck  and  has  superb  rich  natural  golden 
toning.  Marks  are  minimal  and  it  would  not  be  totally  out  of  the  question  to  grade 
this  coin  “Choice  BU.” 
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RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1914-S  EAGLE 


1955.  1914-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  A lovely  coin  with  excellent  lustre  and  at- 
tractive natural  greenish  gold  toning.  A bit  softly  struck,  most  noticeable  on  the 
eagle’s  wing,  but  this  is  characteristic  of  the  majority  of  1914-S  Eagles.  A rare 
date  in  this  grade  and  virtually  unobtainable  in  true  MS-65  condition. 


CHOICE  AND  RARE  1915-S  $10  GOLD 


1956.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  mint  lustre 
and  color  and  a minimum  of  marks.  One  of  the  lowest  mintage,  rarest  dates  in 
this  popular  series. 


A SECOND  1915-S  EAGLE  IN  CHOICE  BU 


1957.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Another  choice  mint  state  example  of 
this  rare  date,  on  a par  with  the  preceding  lot  in  all  respects.  It  is  well  struck  with 
radiant  lustre,  light  coppery  toning  at  the  periphery  and  just  a few  light  bag- 
marks  including  several  on  the  face.  Only  59,000  minted.  Ex  NERCA  July  1977 
Sale,  Lot  1108. 
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VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1920-S  EAGLE 


1958.  1920-S,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Softly  struck  (as  are  most  specimens) 
with  the  TY  in  LIBERTY  and  the  eagle’s  leg  feathers  rather  weak. 
Cleaned  at  one  time  and  with  several  sharp  cuts  on  Liberty’s  face  and 
neck.  Not  nearly  as  bad  as  the  foregoing  description  makes  it  sound 
and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really  quite  pleasing. 

Despite  the  fact  that  its  reported  mintage  (126,500)  is  not  as  low  as 
some  other  dates  in  this  popular  series,  the  1920-S  has  long  been  cor- 
rectly recognized  as  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  this  type,  third  overall 
behind  only  the  1933  and  1907  Rolled  Edge.  Since  most  1920-S 
Eagles  are  uncirculated  or  nearly  so  (but  precious  few  are  choice  or 
gem  quality)  it  is  probable  that  the  1920-S  was  never  released  for  cir- 
culation and  that  most  of  the  mintage  was  melted. 


VERY  RARE  AND  POPULAR  1930-S  EAGLE 


1959.  1930-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  Beautiful  natural  greenish 
gold  color  and  excellent  strike  and  lustre.  Some  minor  bagmarksand 
abrasions  on  the  obverse  (including  a nick  on  Liberty’s  cheek)  but  the 
reverse  is  especially  choiceand  relatively  unmarked.  A very  attractive 
and  desirable  example  of  this  rare  date. 

The  1930-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  Indian  Head  type.  Only 
96,000  were  minted  but  it  is  apparent  that  the  issue  was  never  actually 
released  into  circulation.  Almost  the  entire  mintage  must  have  been 
melted  in  the  mid-1930's  and  this  accounts  for  this  issue’s  rarity 
today.  We  estimate  that  less  than  100 are  extant,  allot  them  uncircula- 
ted, and  so  we  rank  this  date  6th  in  the  series  in  terms  of  overall  rarity.

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1960.  1932,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A gorgeous  coin  with  full  mint  frost  and  rich 
coppery  gold  toning. 


U.S.  DOUBLE  EAGLES  ($20  GOLD) 


MINT  STATE  1854-S  $20  GOLD 


1961.  1854-S,  Uncirculated  (60+/60+).  This  coin  was  Lot  463  in  Superior’s 
session  of  Auction  '80  where  it  realized  $5500  and  was  catalogued  as 
follows; 

“1854-S.  Mint  State  60  to  65.  An  outstanding  specimen 
sharply  struck  with  golden  orange  toning  and  subtle  mint 
lustre.  The  satin-like  fields  are  virtually  free  of  handling 
marks.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  from  a small 
hoard  found  a few  years  ago.  Popular  as  the  first  Double 
Eagle  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.”

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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1855-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


1962.  1855-0,  Uncirculated  (60/60).  Sharply  struck  and  partially  proof- 
like. A little  planchet  flaking  on  the  obverse  but  to  a far  less  degree 
than  is  usually  seen  on  this  issue.  There  are  some  very  light  hairlines 
but  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks  and  no  sign  of  any  real  wear.  From  a 
technical  grade  standpoint,  this  is  the  finest  1855-0  we  have  ever 
seen,  slightly  finer  (although  not  as  “flashy”)  than  the  Choice  AU 
specimen  sold  by  Stack’s  in  the  Detmer  Sale  in  early  1983  for$16,000. 
It  is  our  feeling  that  this  coin  may  well  be  unique  in  this  grade. 

This  is  one  of  our  favorite  Double  Eagles.  We  feel  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  unappreciated  coins  in  the  series  and  it  is  undeniably  one  of  the 
rarest,  especially  in  high  grade.  It  is  not  quite  as  rare  overall  as  the 
1854-0  or  1856-0  but  the  difference  in  rarity  is  not  as  great  as  the 
price  differential  would  imply.  Furthermore,  the  1855-0  is  actually 
rarer  than  either  the  1854-0  or  1856-0  in  high  grade  and  is  one  of  the 
two  or  three  rarest  Double  Eagles  with  respect  to  condition  rarity.

BEAUTIFUL  GEM  1856-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1963.  1856-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A fully  lustrous,  frosty,  well  struck  specimen 
with  bright  gold  and  rose  toning.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  with  only  a few 
light  bagmarks.  This  is  an  “original”  coin,  not  one  of  the  "salt  water”  uncs  that 
are  normally  offered.  From  a January  1970  Kreisberg  Sale,  Lot  1949,  there  called 
“Br.  Unc.  Gem.”  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1861-S  PAQUET  $20  IN  AU 


1964.  1861-S,  Paquet  Reverse,  Almost  Uncirculated  (50/50).  Lustrous  light 
gold  and  copper  toning.  Relatively  few  bagmarks  but  there  are  three 
vertical  scratches  (intentional)  in  the  ellipse  of  stars  above  the  eagle. 
From  a technical  grade  standpoint,  equal  to  the  best  we  have  ever 
seen  of  this  very  rare  issue  although  the  three  scratches  do  detract. 

The  1861-S  Paquet  is  the  rarest  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  from  the 
San  Francisco  Mint.  Its  only  really  close  competitor  for  that  distinction 
is  the  1866-S  No  Motto  but,  in  our  opinion,  there  are  more  of  the  latter 
in  existence  than  there  are  1861-S  Paquets.  In  high  grade,  the  1861-S 
Paquet  is  extremely  rare  and,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  it  is  un- 
known in  full  mint  state.  We  have  seen  only  two  other  specimens  that 
graded  as  high  as  AU-50  and  nothing  even  close  to  Unc.  As  a general 
rule,  this  date  is  usually  grossly  overgraded  and  even  In  strict  EF con- 
dition It  Is  seldom  available.  In  our  experience,  the  majority  of  1861-S 
Paquets  are  well  worn,  VF  being  typical,  and  they  are  almost  always 
very  heavily  abraded.  This  coin  is  obviously  a pleasant  exception.

1965.  1869-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  This  is  the  finest  1869-S  $20  we 
have  ever  seen  or  heard  of  and  it  was  used  as  the  plate  coin  in  this 
cataloguer’s  (David  W.  Akers)  book  on  Double  Eagles.  The  coin  was 
formerly  Lot  807  in  Stack’s  September  1975  sale  where  it  realized 
$2100,  a significant  price  at  that  time.  It  is  well  struck  and  completely 
“original”  with,  as  Stack’s  noted,  “full  blazing  mint  lustre  and  satin- 
like surfaces.”  We  will  also  point  out  that  it  has  exceptional  color  (rich 
orange  gold)  and  virtually  no  bagmarks  or  hairlines.  An  exciting  coin 
that  probably  could  not  be  duplicated  at  any  price.  (Color  Plate) 


1 966.  1872-CC,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Attractive  orange  gold  color  and  nearly 
full  lustre.  Probably  a mint  state  coin  but  very  heavily  abraded,  particularly  on 
the  obverse.  Far  above  average  quality  for  this  moderately  rare  date  since  the 
typical  specimen  grades  only  VF  or  EF.  (Plate) 


1967.  1905-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A really  beautiful  example  of  this  rare  and 
underrated  date.  In  fact,  it  may  well  be  one  of  the  finest  of  the  date  ever  offered 
for  sale  at  public  auction.  It  is  very  well  struck  with  clean,  satiny  surfaces,  full 
mint  lustre  and  superb  natural  orange  gold  toning. 

For  years,  collectors  have  relied  on  mintage  figures  to  tell  them  how  rare  a par- 
ticular issue  is.  Such  a method  often  leads  to  erroneous  conclusions  about  rarity 
and  the  1905-S  $20  is  a case  in  point.  The  mintage  was  nearly  two  million  pieces, 
far  higher  than  for  the  1901,  1902,  1903  and  1906,  and  yet  the  1905-S  is  many 
times  more  rare  than  the  1901  or  1903  and  at  least  as  rare  in  all  grades  as  the  1902 
and  1906. 
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BEAUTIFUL  UNCIRCULATED  1907  MCMVIl  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1968.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  An 

exceptional  example  of  this  popular  rarity  with  full  lustre,  light  cop- 
pery gold  toning,  a very  high  wire  rim  and  virtually  no  marks.  Full 
rounded  thigh  and  breast  on  Miss  Liberty.  A very  slight  bruise  on  the 
obverse  rim  at  5 o’clock  is  barely  noticeable. 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  High  Relief  Design  has  been  often  and 
justifiably  praised  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  ever  to  appear  on  the 
coinage  of  any  nation.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  as  practical  as  it  was 
beautiful  and  after  striking  only  11,250  High  Relief  pieces,  the  Mint 
altered  the  design  to  make  the  new  Double  Eagles  more  commercially 
acceptable.  Because  of  their  rarity  and  beauty,  gem  quality  High 
Reliefs  have  always  been  in  great  demand,  no  matter  what  the  price. 
(Color  Plate) 


1969.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Uncirculated  (63/60).  This  coin  has  a 
lovely  choice  obverse  but  unfortunately  there  has  been  some  heavy  brushing  on 
the  reverse  in  a misguided  attempt  to  remove  a deep  abrasion  from  the  sun.  The 
lustre  and  color  are  original  and  very  attractive  and  the  coin  really  has  very  few 
marks  except  for  the  aforementioned  brushing. 
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1970.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Extremely 
high  wire  rim  on  the  obverse  with  several  noticeable  nicks  in  it.  Deep  greenish 
gold  color  with  copper  highlights.  Very  few  marks  and  just  a trace  of  rubbing  on 
Liberty’s  breast  and  thigh  and  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  wing. 

1971 . 1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Extremely  Fine  (45/45).  Probably  carried 
for  a time  as  a pocket  piece  or  possibly  worn  in  a pressure  mount  since  the 
surfaces  have  the  lightly  “pebbled”  and  burnished  look  of  such  pieces.  Not  at 
all  unattractive  and  certainly  an  acceptable  coin  for  the  person  who  wants  a 
passable  High  Relief  at  a relatively  modest  cost.  (Plate) 


OUTSTANDING  1907  FLAT  RIM  HIGH  RELIEF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1972.  1907,  MCMVIl,  High  Relief,  Flat  Rim,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A 

really  beautiful  coin  whose  single  most  noticeable  attribute  is  its  fan- 
tastic color,  a deep,  deep,  almost  iridescent  greenish  gold.  There  are 
a few  totally  insignificant  bag  marks  in  the  fields  but  they  no  more  than 
break  the  lustre. 

This  Flat  Rim  variety  is  considerably  more  rare  than  the  Wire  Rim 
variety,  probably  on  the  order  of  2-3  times  as  rare  even  though  the 
price  differential  is  negligible.  This  is  because  many  Wire  Rim  pieces 
have  incorrectly  been  called  Flat  Rims  thereby  minimizing  the  real 
rarity  difference  between  the  two.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1908-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1973.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  A highly  lustrous,  fully  struck 
specimen  with  satiny  surfaces  and  virtually  no  marks  other  than  a few 
very  faint  hairlines.  The  color  is  original  and  superb,  a lovely  copper 
tinted  greenish  gold.  This  piece  is  virtually  identical  (perhaps  a bit 
more  radiant  and  “flashy”)  to  the  piece  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’84 
that  realized  $8525  and  so  it  could  approach  a five  figure  bid  today. 
Note:  Only  22,000  were  struck  of  this  issue,  the  second  lowest  mint- 
age figure  in  the  series.  Only  the  1907  High  Relief  had  a lower  mintage 
but  it  is  common  in  gem  condition  compared  to  the  1908-S.  Auction 
records  for  super  gems  go  as  high  as  $46,000! 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1909/8  $20  GOLD 


1974.  1909,  9 over  8,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Satiny  surfaces  with  excellent  lustre 
and  color  and  only  a few  trivial  bagmarks.  A moderately  rare  date  that  is  not 
often  seen  this  choice. 

1975.  1909,  9 over  8,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Sharper  strike  than  most,  a few 
light,  widely  scattered  bagmarks  and  excellent  natural  greenish  gold  color.

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RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1909-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1976.  1909-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  One  of  the  premier  dates  of  the  series  in 
this  grade.  Fully  struck  with  light  orange  gold  toning,  good  lustre  and  minimal 
bagmarks.  Only  52,500  were  struck  and  nearly  the  entire  mintage  must  have 
gone  into  circulation  since  the  typically  available  1909-D  is  only  EF  or  AU. 

1977.  1909-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  Beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange 
toning.  Long  vertical  “lintmark”  (as  made)  in  right  obverse  field  but  compara- 
tively few  bagmarks  or  abrasions.  (Plate) 

1978.  1910-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Sharply  struck  and  highly  lustrous. 
Excellent  color  and  a minimum  of  marks,  none  serious. 

1979.  1910-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  A second  “original”  and  very  attractive 
specimen  with  beautiful  green  and  gold  toning.  Nick  on  Liberty’s  leg  and  several 
reverse  spots  but  only  a few  other  insignificant  bagmarks. 


RARE  1920-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1980.  1920-S,  Almost  Uncirculated  (55/55).  Well  struck  and  fully  brilliant 
with  just  a trace  of  light  friction  on  the  highest  points,  a fewfaint  hair- 
lines in  the  fields  and  a minimum  of  bagmarks,  all  of  which  are  trivial. 
Attractive,  light  coppery  gold  toning.  One  of  the  rarest  and  most  de- 
sirable issues  in  this  popular  series.  Worth  a high  four  figure  bid. 
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VERY  RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1921  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1981.  1921,  Almost  Uncirculated  (58/58).  This  coin  is  from  Paramount’s 
session  of  Auction  ’83  where  it  realized  $1 8,1 50  and  was  catalogued  in 
part  as  follows: 

“A  super  ‘slider’  that  may  never  have  seen  actual  circula- 
tion but  that  hasjustatouchoffrictiononthehigh  points. 

It  is  well  struck  with  very  clean  fields  and  excellent  color 
and  lustre.  There  is  one  tiny  nick  on  the  obverse  rim  at 
5 o’clock.  Not  as  choice  as  the  two  Godard  specimens  or 
the  Eliasberg  coin  but  still  finer  than  most  known  ex- 
amples of  this  date. 

The  1921  is  one  of  the  half  dozen  rarest  dates  of  the 
popular  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagle  series.  We  estimate 
that  only  40-50  pieces  still  exist  in  all  grades  and  almost  all 
of  those  are  only  EForAU.  A specimen  of  this  high  quality, 
with  its  abundant  and  appealing  lustre  and  color  (attri- 
butes generally  absent  on  this  issue),  should  generate 
considerable  interest.”  (Color  Plate) 


1982.  1923-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/63+).  Exceptional  strike,  even  for  a 1923-D. 
Great  color  and  lustre  and  very  good  “eye  appeal”  despite  some  light  hairlines. 
The  surfaces  are  almost  totally  free  of  bagmarks  and  the  coin  would  easily  be  a 
“gem”  were  it  not  for  the  hairlines. 

1983.  1924,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Extraordinary  strike  giving  the  coin  a near 
medallic  appearance.  The  color  is  also  outstanding,  a deep  orange  gold.  Not 
many  bagmarks  but  there  is  a small  imperfection  in  the  right  obverse  field.  Great 
overall  “eye  appeal.”

1984.  1924-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  An  “original”  coin  (i.e.  uncleaned  and 
undipped)  with  beautiful  natural  orange  gold  toning.  Very  sharply  struckforthe 
issue  with  excellent  lustre  and  rather  minimal  bagmarks,  the  most  noticeable  of 
which  are  nearly  hidden  in  the  eagle’s  feathers.  At  one  time  (the  1940’s)  this 
was  the  number  one  rarity  of  the  series,  more  prized  than  even  the  1927-D.  Since 
reasonable  quantities  of  generally  scruffy  uncs  were  found  in  Europe  in  the 
1950’s  and  1960’s,  the  1924-S  is  properly  considered  today  to  be  only  moderate- 
ly rare  although  true  MS-65  or  better  gems  are  still  as  rare  as  anything  in  the 
series. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1926-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1985.  1926-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  (65/65).  Radiant  mint  lustre,  superb 
greenish  gold  color  and  very  clean  surfaces  that  have  only  a few 
miniscule,  widely  scattered  bagmarks.  Lots  of  “flash”  and  “eye 
appeal.” 

This  is  one  of  the  medium  rarities  of  the  series  although  it  is  the  most 
commonly  available  of  the  rare  1924-1927  mintmarked  issues.  Forty 
years  ago  the  1926-S  was  considered  to  be  a major  rarity,  just  a step 
behind  the  1924-S  and  1926-D,  but  a decade  or  so  later  (beginning  in 
the  early  1950’s)  small  "hoards"  turned  up  in  Europe,  many  of  the  coins 
being  of  choice  and  gem  quality.  They  have  all  long  since  been  dis- 
persed, however,  and  once  again  this  date  is  quite  difficult  to  locate. 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1927-S  $20  GOLD 


1986.  1927-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous; 
attractive  natural  orange  gold  toning.  Light  bagmarks  and  abrasions, 
none  really  severe. 

The  1927-S  is  one  of  the  important  rarities  of  the  series,  ranking  10th 
in  overall  rarity  among  Saint-Gaudens  issues.  It  is  slightly  rarer  than 
the  1929  and  only  a little  less  rare  than  the  much  more  highly  regarded 
1931  and  1932.  Like  the  1924-S  and  1 926-S  just  offered,  at  one  time  the 
1927-S  was  thought  to  be  a major  rarity.  It  was  more  highly  rated  than 
the  1927-D  and  much  more  respected  than  the  1 920-S  or  1930-S! After 
small  quantities  were  found  in  Europe  in  the  1950’s  and  1960’s,  its 
status  was  reduced  from  “extremely  rare”  to  merely  “rare"  but  at  no 
time  were  large  hoards  of  this  date  ever  found. 


VERY  CHOICE  AND  RARE  1929  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


1 987.  1929,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/65).  A lovely  specimen  with  origi- 
nal greenish  gold  and  orangetoning.  Like  most  1929’s,  the  coin  is  very 
sharply  struck  and  it  also  has  glowing  lustre  and  minimal,  widely 
scattered  bagmarks,  most  of  them  confined  to  the  obverse.  The  1929 
is  the  most  “common”  of  the  late  date  (1929-1932)  Saints  but  it  must 
still  be  considered  rare  since  we  estimate  that  only  100  or  fewer 
pieces  still  exist.  Virtually  all  known  examples  are  mint  state  (the  few 
that  are  not  probably  saw  “circulation”  only  as  pocket  pieces)  indicat- 
ing that  this  issue,  like  all  the  late  dates,  was  never  released  for  circu- 
lation but  served  only  as  bullion  reserves  until  melted  in  the  1930’s.

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RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1931-D  $20  GOLD 


1988.  1931-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  (63/63).  Outstanding  strike,  color  and 
lustre  for  a 1931-D.  Some  scattered  bagmarks  as  well  as  a couple  of 
more  noticeable  marks  but  the  aforementioned  positive  attributes  set 
this  piece  apart  from  most  other  1931-D’s.  Rare,  and  one  of  the  most 
desirable  dates  of  the  entire  series.  A bit  less  rare  than  recently 
thought  due  to  a small  group  being  uncovered  but  it  is  still  probable 
that  the  entire  existing  population  numbers  fewer  than  75  pieces.  In 
our  view  these  late  date  Saints  are  very  underrated  and  underpriced 
on  today’s  market.  (Color  Plate) 


BEAUTIFUL  AND  VERY  RARE  1932  $20  GOLD 


1989.  1932,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  (63+/65).  A virtual  gem  with  full  blaz- 
ing mint  lustre,  an  absolutely  full  strike  and  superb  rich  greenish  gold 
toning.  The  entire  reverse  and  the  obverse  fields  are  very  clean  and 
nearly  devoid  of  marks  but  the  figure  of  Liberty  shows  “stacking”  or 
bag  abrasions  which  have  displaced  the  original  greenish  gold  frost. 
Excellent  overall  appearance;  the  kind  of  coin  that  just  about  every- 
one (ourselves  included)  called  a “gem”  until  just  a few  years  ago. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  series 
and  has  been  greatly  respected  as  such  for  well  over  40  years.  No 
quantities  of  this  issue  (not  even  any  "mini-hoards”  of  a few  pieces) 
have  ever  turned  up  in  Europe  or  South  America.  There  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  entire  million  plus  issue  remained  in  Treasury  vaults 
until  they  were  melted  a few  years  after  striking.  Today,  no  more  than 
50-60  pieces  can  be  accounted  for.  (Color  Plate)

orange  gold  color.  Avery  rare  date,  the  last  collectable  Saint-Gaudens 
Double  Eagle.

Similar  in  appearance  to  the  $5  just 
offered  with  considerable  copper  colored  toning.  This  has  obviously  seen  a lot 
of  circulation  but  fortunately  the  wear  is  uniform  and  the  coin  does  not  have  any 
major  flaws  or  detractions.

1994.  Augustus  Humbert,  1851,  $50,  Extremely  Fine  (40/40).  Reeded  edge, 
887  THOUS.,  target  reverse.  A lustrous,  well  preserved  specimen  with 
very  rich  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning.  Several  minor  rim  knocks; 
slightly  weak  lettering  on  left.  Far  better  than  usually  seen  and  well 
worth  a bid  close  to  five  figures. 


1995.  Augustus  Humbert,  1852,  $50,  Very  Fine  (20/20).  Reeded  edge,  887  THOUS., 
target  reverse.  Harshly  cleaned,  numerous  surface  abrasions,  “retooled”  date. 
Possibly  used  as  jewelry.  Any  territorial  “slug”  is  rare  and  desirable,  even  one 
with  as  many  problems  as  this  one.  (Plate) 


1996.  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold,  1853,  $20,  Very  Fine  (30/30).  900  THOUS. 
Light  greenish  gold  color  with  some  copper  toning  in  the  reverse  letters.  The 
usual  marks  and  abrasions  associated  with  the  grade  but  nothing  particularly 
detracting. 

1997.  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.,  1861,  $5,  Very  Fine  (25/25).  Pale  yellow  toning;  light  hair- 
lines and  bagmarks.  (Plate) 

1998.  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  1851,  $20,  Choice  Proof  (63+/63+).  Copper, 
gilt.  Medium  orange  gold  toning;  a few  light  hairlines  but  really  very,  very  choice 
and  without  significant  flaw.  A beautifully  executed  pattern,  far  and  away  the 
finest  of  the  territorial  related  issues.  The  obverse  is  similar  to  the  regular  U.S. 
$20  while  the  reverse  is  the  State  emblem  of  California,  done  with  exquisite  de- 
tail reminiscent  of  Kuchler’s  work  over  a half  century  earlier.  Ex  N.M.  Kaufman 
Sale  (Rarcoa,  1978),  Lot  69.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  1911-C  CANADIAN  SPECIMEN  SOVEREIGN 


1999.  Canada,  One  Sovereign,  1911-C,  Superb  Specimen  (67/67).  A nearly 
perfect  Specimen  with  an  extraordinary  strike,  flawless  matte  sur- 
faces and  beautiful  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Numerous  die 
scratches  and  swirls  in  the  fields,  a sharp,  square  edge  and  consider- 
able brilliance  in  the  milling,  all  characteristics  of  a true  Specimen. 
Accompanied  by  a letter  of  commentary  and  authentication  from 
Graham  Dyer,  Curator  of  the  Royal  Mint  (London)  numismatic  col- 
lection. Extremely  rare;  one  of  only  a relative  few  pieces  struck  for  in- 
clusion in  the  1911-12  Specimen  sets.  Ex  Norweb  Collection  Sale 
(Christie’s,  1985),  Lot  234,  where  it  realized  $8250.  (Color  Plate) 


2000.  Great  Britain,  £2  and  £5,  1937,  both  Choice  Proof  (63/63)  or  better.  Light  hair- 
lines on  both  pieces  although  the  smaller  £2  piece  is  the  finer  of  the  two  and  is 
really  a virtual  gem.  Both  coins  are  fully  brilliant  with  vibrant  gold  color  and  no 
contact  marks  . . . just  the  hairlines.  Ex  1980  CICF  Sale  (Rarcoa),  Lots  273  and 
274  respectively.  Only  5501  of  each  denomination  struck.
